er in Politics—Makes it a Hobby. 


Col. E. M. House of Austin, Texas, 


Very Close: to New Administration; 


Brought About Nomination of Three Governors, 


Says New York. Sun. 


Col. Edward M. House, well known 
in the Massachusetts North Shore 
colony, where he spends. a large part 
of each summer in Magnolia, who 
has suddenly leaped into national 
fame as the “power behind the throne”’ 
in the administration of President 
Woodrow Wilson, has been a: close 
student of politics, state and national, 
for more than 20 years. 

For nearly that length of time he 
has been the guiding star of the de- 
mocracy of Texas; not that he has 
ever attempted the role of political 
boss in the generally accepted sense of 
that word, but by suggestion and-per- 
suasion he has been-able to accomplish 
what no other man in this state ever 
has done. He is a puzzle to the 
masses of democrats in’ Texas. He has 
never been in the public eye so far 
as placing himself where he could be 
seen and heard is concerned. It is 
said that probably not 100 profession- 
al politicians in Texas know him even 
by sight, and those who have a speak- 
ing acquaintance with him number not 
many more than:a score. 

Yet it is known that. Mr. House 
brought about the nomination and 
election of three governors of the'state 
in succession. His rise to _ political 
power was in the second campaign of 
the late James S. Hogg for governor. 
Mr. House had a great deal to do in 
a quiet way with Mr. Hogg’s remark- 
able political success. With the wise 
discernment and accurate estimate of 
men that has always characterized 
him, Mr. House picked Charles A. 
Culberson for Hogg’s successor as 
governor. He is credited with placing 
Mr. Culberson in the chief executive’s 
chair, and of later accomplishing his 
elevation to the United States Senate. 

Following the administration of 
Goy. Culberson, Mr. House managed 
the campaign of Joseph D., Sayers for 
the governorship and again he succeed- 
ed against big odds. He next selected 
S. W. T. Lanham as the man who 
should be honored with the- office of 
chief executive of the:state. He won 
this fight easily in the face of the 
powerful opposition that confronted 
him in the beginning of the campaign. 
While Mr. House was recognized by 


the inner circle of democratic leaders 
as the one man who was directing 
these three campaigns he did not have 
the title of manager and seldom if 
ever did he visit the headquarters 
where the men of his own selection 
were conducting the details of the 
plans. 

With Mr. House politics is a game 
that affords him delightful recreation 
and at the same time he 1s able to per- 
form a great service to the people ac- 
cording to his conception of the de- 
sires and needs of the masses. 

It is a remarkable fact that so far 
as the recollection of any democrat in 
Texas goes Mr. House never attended 
a political convention in the state. He 
was never present at a political gath- 
ering of any kind. He was never 
seen about the capitol when the legis- 
lature was in session, although he has 
had a great deal to do with the shap- 
ing of the laws during the last 20 
years. 

About the only time he was ever 
seen in the big granite building where 
the seat of government is located was 
when Mr. Culberson was elected 
United: States Senator. Even on that 
momentous occasion he occupied an 
inconspicuous seat in the gallery and 
hurried away from the throng as soon 
as the formalities of the election were 
over. Notwithstanding his power in 
state politics and the fact that he was 
responsible more than any other one 
man or set of men for the election of 
three governors, he never visited 
them in their office-more*than once or 
twice. 

It has long been Mr. House’s cus- 
tom to spend the winters at his home 
in Austin. He has a beautiful resi- 
dence here, another in New York and 
he summers at Magnolia, Mass. He 
usually returns from the east at the 
beginning of cold weather and_ re- 
mains here until early spring. This 
season his duties connected with na- 
tional political affairs delayed his 
homecoming. 

He leads a quiet'life when in Aus- 
tin: To him there-is no greater com- 
fort. and pleasure than his own fire- 
side. He takes delight in gathering 
about him in his home a few congen- 


ial friends, men of business, of poli- 
tics and those who are identified with 
different professions. Whether in 
Austin, New York or Magnolia, these 
little social gatherings are made regu- 
lar and frequent events. As: a host 
on such occasions he has no superior. 
He is an entertaining conversationalist 
and his vast fund of information, 
covering many subjects, always makes 
the evening pleasant for all who may 
be present. 

Beyond giving them a general sup- 
ervision Mr. House has not devoted 
himself actively to his business affairs 
for many years. His wealth is con- 
servatively estimated at $1,500,000. 
He has no ambition for greater riches 
in the matter of worldly goods. His 
property consists chiefly of plantations 
and lands in Texas. His business of- 
fice is as unpretentious as he is him- 
self. On the door is tacked the only 
sign. It is a pasteboard visiting card, 
on which is printed in small letters 
“Mr. Edward M. House.” 

If Mr. House should give any pub- 
lic expression on the subject of his 
unofficial connection with the Wilson 
administration he would doubtless 
disclaim influence in the appointments 
to public office that have already been 
made or those that may be made. His 
close political friends here, however, 
give him credit'for the naming of Al- 
bert Sidney Burleson as Postmaster 
General, and of David F. Houston as 
Secretary of Agriculture. 

It is also asserted that Mr. House 
acted as intermediary between Col. 
William J. Bryan and President Wil- 
son, and it was through his efforts 
largely that Col. Bryan was induced 
to accept the state portfolio. Accord- 
ing to a well authenticated story, Col. 
Bryan at first positively declined to 
accept any office under the Wilson 
administration, and he held firmly to 
this resolve until the persuasive pow- 
ers of Mr. House over-came ‘his orig- 
inal decision. Col. Bryan and: Mr. 
House have been warm personal and 
political friends for 15 years. The 
former has been a frequent guest at 
Mr. House’s home here. 

Another appointment which Mr. 
House is said to have urged is that of 
Charles P. Neill for Commissioner of 
Labor. Mr. Neill grew to manhood 
in Austin and is numbered among Mr. 
House’s friends. 

Many years ago, when Capt. Bill 
McDonald was active: in the ranger 
force and was performing deeds of 
bravery and heroism in driving the 
bad men out of this state, Mr. House 
and he formed a warm friendship, 
which exists to this day. It was atthe 
instance of Mr. House: that Capt. Mc- 
Donald went east in the latter days 
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of the recent presidential campaign 
and became the private bodyguard of 
Mr. Wilson. 

Mr. House is fixed in his steadfast- 
ness and loyalty to his friends. He 
knows how to read human nature and 
when he once decides a man is worthy 
of the kind consideration and good 
fellowship that should mark true 
friendship he does not hesitate to go 
his full length for him, whether it be 
in politics or business, should the oc- 
casion arise or suitable opportunity 
come to him for doing so. Another 
notable characteristic is that he is al- 
ways interested in the welfare of de- 
serving young men. He has time af- 
ter time been the means of “placing 
on their feet” in a business way young 
men who have attracted his favorable 
attention. 

Col. House has never sought pub- 
lic office. Not long ago when one of 
his Texas friends wrote him that the 
democrats and people generally of 
this state would be glad to see him ap- 
pointed to a cabinet position, he re- 
plied that he had resolved to adhere 
to his lifelong determination not to 
accept any government position. 

It is well understood that a cabinet 
position was tendered him by Mr. 
Wilson, and that he declined the hon- 
or. Almost any time during the last 
20 years he could have been nominat- 
ed and elected governor of Texas had 
he but said the word. He could have 
gone to the United States Senate 
years ago had his ambition been in 
that direction. 

Some time before Woodrow Wil- 
son was recognized by the public as 
a presidential possibility Mr. House 
made the prediction, in his quiet way, 
that the New Jersey governor would 
be the democratic nominee for that 
high office. If Mr. House is really an 
ex-officio member of President Wil- 
son’s cabinet, and if he has the 
weighty influence with the new ad- 
ministration that circumstances would 
indicate, the country is fortunate. 

There will be no overturning of ex- 
isting business conditions by the men 
at the head of the government if Mr. 
House’s advice is heeded. That 
much is practically assured. While he 
is a progressive he does not believe in 
radical action of any kind. — New 
York Sun.

terrible disaster wrought in the Ohio 
valley this year, it would seem that all 
former precautions of man to stop 
the elements from conquering him 
were inadequate and obsolete. The 
annual floods, especially in the vicinity 
of the Ohio river claim a terrible toll 
each year, and the section has been 
doubly unfortunate the present 
Spring. 

For many generations the freshets 
have caused damage of millions of 
dollars, but never in the history of the 
country has such devastation been 
wrought to life and property. Which 
brings up the question of the possibil- 
ity of curbing the torrents. It would 
seem that man had confessed his in- 
ability to find a way out of the situa- 
tion. It is one of the most difficult 
problems of his existence that he has 
to cope with. 

It may be possible to reforest the 
hills and plateaus that should be made 
to hold back the floods; the levees 
which have been more or less success- 
ful in the South might be used to ad- 
vantage if the system were extended. 
It may be necessary to build great 
reservoirs to hold back the waters 
for distribution when needed. What- 
ever the answer is to the problem it 
is a pressing one, and will give the 
scientist food for much thought and 
work.

Subject of Talk by Beverly 


Minister, Before Manchester 


Brotherhood. 


Rev. Carey W. Chamberlin of Bev- 
erly gave a most interesting talk be- 
fore the members of the Manchester 
Brotherhood last Monday evening. 
He took for his subject, “The Aver- 
age Man.” He said in part :— “First 
of all I am to tell you gentlemen that 
there are three distinct kinds of men: 
First, there is the man who is down 
and out; second, there is the rich man, 
one who has wealth, but isn’t doing 
anything with his wealth; and lastly, 
the man who does something. The 
carpenter, the painter, the average 
every-day man, is the man who does 
something. The men of this genera- 
tion are far superior to the men of 
other generations. They are super- 
ior physically, mentally and spiritual- 
ly. As to length of life the average 
man is now living 25 per cent more 
years than formerly. Men are in- 
creasing in intellect, for invention 
goes to show this advancement. 
Science and invention are making 
great strides forward to relieve the 
working man of manual labor. More 
machinery is under a battleship’s deck 
than was in existence in Queen Eliza- 
beth’s reign in England. The advan- 
cement of machinery the past ten 
years make the old models of machin- 
ery look very queer. Few years ago 
people would have laughed at a flying 
machine as absurd. Now these won- 
derful birds of the air are common 
occurences. All of these wondérful 
things come from the hands of the 
average man. 

“The average man ,too, thinks a 


good deal of his childern. Very of- 
ten you will find a man with the pic- 


ture of his child in his pocket or 
watch. He works daily for the child 
and the home. He believes in a 


square deal, and desires to see his 
neighbor get along as well as he him- 
self gets along. He believes in the 
goodness of things and believes God 
is the father of all good things. 

“It shows the spirit of Brother- 
hood when you look over the direc- 
tory of charities of Boston. It in- 
cludes various classes of charity and 
shows a deep indication of good feel- 
ing. Seven millions of people in this 
country believe in the really good 
things and are ready to stand up for 
it.

Town Affairs 


WitH THE MANCHESTER BOARD 
oF SELECTMEN AND OTHER 
Town OFFICIALS 


At their meeting Tuesday evening 
the board of selectmen appointed W. 
Henry Sullivan chief of police for 
the ensuing year, to succeed Frank S. 
Converse, who was appointed by last 
year’s board. Mr. Sullivan served as 
chief of police two years ago. One 
of the leading issues of the recent 
town election was the appointment of 
chief of police, so that it was a fore- 
gone conclusion that Mr. Converse 
would not be reappointed. ‘There 
were seven or eight applicants for the 
position this year, but it was felt all 
along that former Chief Sullivan 
would be the choice of the board. He 
has the reputation of maintaining bet- 
ter discipline in the department than 
any other chief. It is understood that 
Chief Converse concludes his service 
the last of next week. 


The selectmen have two more im- 
portant appointments to make —Moth 
superintendent and caretaker of 
Tuck’s Point. 


The water board has awarded the 
contract for improvements on Nor- 
wood avenue, and Rosedale avenue 
to Morley, Flatley & Co. S. Al- 
bert Sinnicks and D. Edgecomb were 
the only other bidders. The difference 
between Morley, Flatley & Co. and 
S. A. Sinnicks was 17 cents, ’tis said. 


The board of assessors have been 
‘~aking their annual rounds this week 
listing property and poll taxes, prepa- 
ratory to placing valuations and ar- 
riving at the annual tax. The board 
organized some time ago with I’red 
K. Swett as chairman and clerk. F. 
G. Cheever and W. R. Bell are the 


other two members. 


The committee on new almshouse 
visited the almshouse at Essex yes- 
terday to get some ideas. 


At their meeting Tuesday night the 
board of selectmen re-issued “pony 
express” licenses to the American and 
Smith’s Express Companies. 


The adjourned town meeting will 
be held next Monday evening at 7.30 
o'clock. The principal item of busi- 
ness left over from the meeting in 
March was the matter of dredging. It 
is understood that action on this will 
again have to be deferred, owing to 
the fact the Harbor and Land Com- 


missioners are not yet prepared to re- 
port. The Ways and Means commit- 
tee of the general court will give a 
hearing on dredging appropriations in 
the near future and it is urged that 
the town be well represented at this 
hearing. 

At the meeting next Monday even- 
ing the selectmen will ask for an addi- 
tional appropriation for highways to 
cover the additional cost of labor, in- 
asmuch as the town voted to pay its 
employees an incerase of 5 cents an 
hour for a week of 4 hours less than 
formerly, which, based on the labor 
of previous years, means an additional 
expense this year of some $2000. 


The committee on new almhouse 
will ask for an appropriation to cover 
cost of preparing a set of plans for 
new building. It was voted at the 
March meeting to have a new build- 
ing and a committee was appointd, 
but no provisions was made ‘for plans. 


The Forest Fire Warden was called 
upon yesterday morning to take out 
the new wagon and equipment for the 
first time since it was purchased. 
Several brush and dump fires were 
started at West Manchester at about 
the same time and in the same locality, 
which gave rise to the belief that a 
woods fire was in progress. The fire 
department was called by phone and 
Warden Morrison was in turn noti- 
fied. He discovered the nature of 
things when he reached the scene of 
the fire. 

Persons should bear in mind that 
it is now a state law that any kind of 
a fire started out of doors must be 
started only after a permit has been 
issued by the forest warden, an off- 
cial appointed by the selectmen and 
ratified by the State Forester.

lems and do away with all evils of the 
transportation systems — furnish the 


basis of rate making and reveal the 
proper capitalization of each road. 
Th idea was feared and fought by the 
railroads. Now there is a law pro- 
viding for such a valuation of all the 
lines in the country, and it passed 
Congress in the closing days of the 
Taft administration with practically 
no opposition from the railroads or 
other source. Its friends expect far 
less of it, however, than they did once, 
and those who opposed it bitterly at 
first say nothing worse of it than that 
it will be a waste of time and money. 

The Railway Age Gazette points 
out one reason why the railrods wel- 
come the valuation instead of oppos- 
ing it as formerly. They believe that 
it will demonstrate the incorrectness 
of the popular belief that the rail- 
roads are overcapitalized. This belief 
is strengthened by the results of valu- 
ations that have recently been made 
in several states — Minnesota, Wash- 
ington and Massachusetts. In each of 
these investigations valuations have 
exceeded capitalizations, and it is not 
unlikely that the same result will fol- 
low in the country as a whole. The 
great increase in land values, especial- 
ly in the cities, is a factor that is 
bound to help the companies. But the 
chief thing is that there is so little in- 
terest or apprehension in a work that 
was regarded so differently a few 
short years ago.

POLITICAL AGITATORS 


Wuat THry ARE LIKELY To Cost 
NEw ENGLANDERS 


The 22,716 shareholders who draw 
dividends from the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany are not the only persons to 
whom the maintenance of the present 
dividend rate is a matter of vital con- 
cern, 

A reduction of this dividend rate 
would cripple many of the small share- 
holders. Incomes would be reduced, 
the family’s clothing bill would have 
to be cut, the expense of the table 
curtailed. [here would be less pin- 
money in pocketbooks. 

But what would the result of all 
this be? Shortsighted persons are 
likely to confine their comiserations in 
time of financial stress to the large 
holders of securities, overlooking the 
fact that the effect of any such cur- 
tailment of purchasing power is wide- 
spread. In fact, it is like the ripple 
from the pebble cast into the pond, 
which may be felt upon the farthest 
shore. Not the shareholders alone 
would feel the loss but hundreds, nay 
thousands, of shopkeepers would feel 
it as well. Upon them, upon the but- 
cher, the grocer, the candlestickmak- 
er, the loss would fall and the effect 
be felt almost as keenly as by those 
persons who received the dividend 
checks. 

Some figures recently made public 
with reference to the distribution of 
the New Haven’s shares throw a de- 
cidedly interesting light on this mat- 
ter. Take Massachusetts, for exam- 
ple, the State in which Louis D. 
Brandeis and his coterie are making 
their attacks. There are 557,819 
shares of stock held by residents of 
that State, which means that there 
is returned to these stockholders for 
distribution to a large extent among 
the local business interests, at an 8 
per cent. rate, a sum amounting an- 
nually to $4,462,552. 

Let Mr. Brandeis and his fellow 
agitators continue their attacks, let 
the Boston and Maine pass its divi- 
dend and the New Haven reduce its 


annual return to shareholders to 6 per 
cent. and what will be the result? The 
$4,462,552 now annually added to the 
spending money of residents of that 
State would shrink to $3,346,914. 
That means a loss of $1,115,638. It 
means that much less in the pockets 
of the stockholders and it means like- 
wise that much less to the butcher, 
the grocer and shopkeeper, to whom 
dividends eventually find their way.

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A TELEPHONE STRIKE 

Worse than the Elevated strike of 
last summer would be a walk-out of 
the telephone operators in Greater 
Boston. Although the ‘phone girls 
have voted to strike it is expected that 
an understanding will be reached by 
the parties which will prevent any 
cessation of business and inconven- 
ience to thousands of people which 
would result from a telephone opera- 
tors’ strike. 

The enormity of such a strike can 
hardly be realized except when it is 
noted that the telephone plays a more 
important part in the business and so- 
cial affairs of any city than any in- 
vention of modern science. 

The effects of such a strike are 
known to all—besides the inconven- 
ience to thousands of persons in pri- 
vate life and in business, there would 
be a constant menace to property 
through fire and danger to life and 
limb through accident. Unlike many 
strikes, a walk-out by the operators 
would effect the public of Greater 
Boston as a whole; it is therefore the 
concern of the people themselves and 
they have every reason for wishing a 
successful and immediate settlement 
by the conflicting parties. 

For the 30 years of its operation, 
the telephone company has never had 
a strike and it does not care to have 
one now. Up to this time the rela- 
tions between the company and its 


employees have always been most 
congenial. Now the employees rea- 
lize that they have the most conven- 
ient and formidable club possible to 
hold above the heads of the officials 
of the company, and they are the more 
insistent in their demands. 

The company has done many things 
to better the condition of its workers 
during the past year ;perhaps it is 
wiling to do still more. Whether this 
is so, the employees should not be 
averse to making some allowances, 
enough, at least, to avert a general 
strike. Just as a great many strikes 
are unnecessary, this one appears to 
be; it will be.a public calamity 1f it 
is declared. 


TESTING THE TARIFF 

No matter what may be said of 
President Wilson’s ideas on the tar- 
iff, the people are certainly ready for 
a change. They are ready to stand 
the test of the possibilities of revision 
downward and take the chances that 
will come out of such a radical de- 
parture. 

The home industries will, if noth- 
ing more, have a chance to show their 
comparative strength; if they can 
stand the revisions proposed they will 
show themselves to be in a particular 
class of “stickers.” If the schedules 
can be kept just high enough to keep 
home products up to the same stand- 
ard as those imported, the industries 
of this country, whether in agricul- 
ture or factory products, ought to 
have a fair chance to demonstrate the 
efficiency of the change. 

The Democrats realize that they 
must “make good” in Washington if 
they are going to stay there and they 
are taking long chances to demonstrate 
the worth of their policies. But 
there is a middle road somewhere, 
and it is possible that the apostles of 
the donkey have found the right path 
in their tariff reform. 

Many eastern manufacturers be- 
lieve themselves ruined—sugar rais- 
ers, wool growers and other agricul- 
turists are dismayed, but if the effects 
are shown on the credit side of the 
books of every household in this 
country the chance Wilson is taking 
will be worth the price. 


THE “HUNGER STRIKE” 

It will not be long in England be- 
fore the male inmates of the prisons 
there adopt “hunger strikes’ to get 
out of jail. With Mrs. Pankhurst’s 


deleclaration that she will again en- 
ter upon her voluntary fasting as a 
means to dodge her three years’ sen- 
tence for destroying Lloyd-George’s 
house with dynamite it would seem 
that England’s system of laws and 
punishment will be given a severe 
test. 

If militant suffragettes are able to 
gain their liberty from prison senten- 
ces within a few weeks simply because 
they starve themselves into a condi- 
tion to demand their release, there is 
no apparent sense in arresting the un- 
ruly mob of women. If the law is 
not carried out more than it is at 
present the depredation and lawless- 
ness of the suffragettes will continue 
in increased fury. Then they will 
have demonstrated that they are the 
mistresses of the situation. Such wo- 
men as these disgrace the privilege of 
the vote franchise and should be dealt 
with as only the hardest and worst 
criminals are treated. 


Now that only one more state is 
needed to ratify the amendment to 
the Constitution providing for the di- 
rect election of United States Sena- 
tors by the people, the argument 
comes up that under the new system 
less able men would be sent to the 
upper branch of Congress. Without 
a doubt, less men of wealth and those 
closely allied with powerful interests 
would be chosen, but that would hard- 
ly prove a fault. 

There is no valid reason why the 
quality of our senators should deter- 
iorate by popular choice. If the peo- 
ple are entrusted almost directly with 
their choice of President and elect 
their governors and mayors of cities, 
it is doubtful if the brand of Senators 
is improved in their choice by the 
Legislatures. Direct election of the 
Senators should not be deferred be- 
cause of such a shallow and simple 
argument. 


_Mr. Rockefeller will be able to keep 
up appearances a while longer with 
his billions, but he is going to add to 
his savings the coming summer by try- 
ing to buck the ice trust in the vicin- 
ity of his home. And it looks as if his 
new venture would be the success that 
all his schemes are, although his price 
of $2 a ton would not seem to give 
much of a leeway for profit. But 
leave it to John, he’ll find a way to 
make money out of the proposition.

AGNOLJIA Beach is destined 
to become more popular 
than ever, the coming ‘season, 


_ through the formation of The 
North Shore Swimming Pool and 

. the execution of plans of that or- 
ganization, which are as attractive 
as they are novel. The accompany- 
ing sketches convey a comprehen- 
sive idea of the delightful location 
which the clubhouse will have at 
} Kettle Cove, Magnolia, between 
' Magnolia Point and Coolidge Point, 
‘ and show the working plans, while 
_ a few facts and figures will show 
‘how many-sided are to be the in- 
¢terests which the project will em- 
brace. 

For the purposes of the club 
there have been purchased 48,000 
feet of land, with 120 feet of beach 
front and rights ; also, there have 
been leased 45,000 feet, with 100 
: feet additional beach front. There- 
: by the club has a stretch of fine 
beach centrally located at the head 
of the Cove, facing the area where 
the Magnolia horse shows have 
{been held. The property has been 
| purchased and leased by the Mag- 
(nolia Beach Associates, of which 
‘Charles W. Jones, Lucius Tuttle 
nasi Costello C. Converse are trus- 
,tees; but the active operation and 

sii eal is to be in the hands 
-of the club previously named, hav- 
ing a limited membership and sub- 
ject to moderate dues. 

“ The clubhouse is to be 93 by 58 
feet, the main floor to contain a 
‘large living room, 40 by 30 feet, 
‘tea rooms, men’s den, serving room, 
‘etc. There will be ample facilities 
for afternoon teas, bridge parties 
‘and affairs of such nature. The 
‘lower floor is to have two wings, 
58 feet long, the roofs of which 
4Wwill be made for a promenade to 
fit in-with the scheme of a 15-foot 
(piazza entirely around the building, 
giving a-continuous walk of about 
600 feet. 

| On the ground floor of the main 
building and in the wings there will 
pe 175 bathing apartments, a kitch- 
en, jaundry, tennis locker rooms, 
for both men and women, and four 
shower baths. Between the wings 
will be located one of the most 
complete swimming pools in the 
ountry, built of cement and install- 
2d by the Simpson Brothers Com- 
pany. The pool will be 70 by 30, 
nd the «water will be pumped di- 

zect from the ocean by electric mo- 
‘or. ‘There will be a maximum 
depth of nine feet and minimum of 
four feet and the temperature of 
the water will be several degrees 
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New Club House for North Shore i a Pool 
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higher than that of the ocean. 
Such matters as drainage, lighting 
and ventilation have received care- 
ful attentionand the pool will be 
emptied and ‘refilled each day. A 
six-foot cement walk will surround 
the pool. 

The management also is consid- 
sidering the addition of a bath- 
house, where hot and cold salt-wa- 
ter baths can be given, with the 
services of an attendant. A young 
man, a member of one of the col- 
lege swimming squads, has been 
engaged to teach swimming and 
diving, besides having the care of 
young children whose’parents wish 
them to have the benefits of a 
teacher. Therein the club will be 
doing an important practical ~ser- 
vice, for it is becoming more and 
more the general opinion that abil- 
ity to swim is a highly desirable 
asset. 

Among the plans for the pool is 
that it can be engaged. a-limited 
number of hours per week ,outside 
of midday bathing hours, for classes 
of friends and acquaintances, and 


already one, embracing a number 
of young women interested in out- 
of-door sports from the North 
Shore, is considering the engage- 
ment of the pool for one or two 
afternoons per week. 

Another highly pleasing feature 
of the project is that the members 
can have their choice between salt 
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water bathing in the pool or in the 
ocean. The bathing apartments, 
which are on the same floor with 
the pool, also exit to the beach. 
Those who do not care for the rig- 
ors of the ocean bathing will have 
the pool at their service, and others 
who like salt water bathing will 


not be obliged to wait for the tide. 


Besides the different projects of 
the club already enumerated, there 
will be a number of tennis courts, 
located beyond the pool toward 
Raymond street. Adjacent to them 
will be locker rooms, shower baths 
and other-conveniences. Additional 
courts can be laid out on the leased 
land if the demand for them war- 
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rants such a move. There also is 
a large parking space for automo- 
biles. 

The club starts with a member- 
ship of more than one hundred, 
composed of subscribers to stock 
and their families. On account of 
the limited number of bathrooms 
the membership will probably be 
limited to two hundred during the 
present season. 

The entire amount of $50,000 has 
been taken with the exception of 
$5000, which is in the hands of the 
executive committee for allotment 
to such members as desire to have 
the privileges of stockholders rather 
than a season membership ii the 
club.

Our Front Cover PictuRE 

On our front cover this week 
we reproduce an old-time picture 
of School street, Manchester, 
taken in the square, just in front 
of where the two drug stores are 
now located. In general lines the 
street is the same now as then — 
40 years ago. In most cases the 
buildings are still standing. 

On the right is seen a little 
group of trees. It was a small 
pear orchard on the street corner, 
where now stands Lee’s block in 
which Allen’s drug store is located. 
The first building seen was the 
home of Henry Lee. It is still 
there and is occupied today by An- 
drew Lee. The sign on the build- 
ing is that of Smith’s Express Co. 
‘The next building seen is the Wm. 
D. Giles house, now the home of 
Mrs. Charles Hooper. Next may 
be seen the Henry Knight house, 
now the home of Miss Martha C. 
Knight, and the last building seen 
is ine Burgess house, still sth 
and occupied at present by Jas. H 
Rivers’ and other families. 

On the left side of the street 
may be seen a group of men in 
front of what was then Lee’s drug 


store. The first figure is the late 
Henry Lee, next thie late Frank 
Lee. The next to the last figure 


in the group is Charles O. Lee. 
Hammocks and a croquet set may 
be seen in front of the store. The 
building was owned by Mrs. Reed 
and is now that part of Rowe’s 
block occupied by G. A. Knoerr 


and the Postal Telegraph Co. 


The next building was the old 
Engine house, now joined to the 
third building seen in the picture, 
then Craft’s grocery. The two are 
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now occupied by Geo. W. Hooper, 
as a grocery. 

Next building, barely in sight, 
was the Captain John Carter build- 
ing, now the property of the Cap- 
tain’s son. 

The old school building may next 
be seen, where many of Manches- 
ter’s older people received their 
only education. This was later 
moved across the little pond in the 
rear and is today standing on the 
Samuel Knight heirs’ property. 
The present Fire Station stands on 
the spot today. 

The last building seen was the 
Henry Knight store, with hall 
above. This building was partly 
destroyed by fire a few years ago 
and has since been bought and torn 
down and the property was later 
bought by the town.

‘“Popular Mechanics,’’—There are a 
host of good things. ‘‘The Battle for 
Sate Water Supplies’? shows what a 
protection from such diseases as ty- 
phoid is a good water supply. The edi- 


torial ‘‘Comment and Review’’ by 
Frank Parker Stockbridge is a good 
one. 

‘“Seal Catching on the Newfound- 


land Ice Floes,’’ ‘‘Japanese Firemen 
Cling to Ancient Customs,’’ and ‘‘ Three 
Stages in Tree Surgery’’ are other ar- 
ticles that may be mentioned. 

‘“Popular Electricity Magazine,’’— 
You should read ‘‘A Telegraph Line in 
the Wilderness,’’ ‘‘The Faraday Cen- 
tenary,’’ ‘‘Electro Chemistry and Pre- 
cious Metals,’’ ‘‘Human Destruction of 
Animals’’ and ‘‘Boston’s Articulated 
Trolley Car.’’ 

‘‘Harpers Magazine.’’—‘‘Pieces of 
Silver’’ is a short story that should at- 
tract attention. A scoffing unbeliever 
gets hold of one of the thirty pieces of 
silver given to Judas. It has a peculiar 
influence on his character. There are 
six more stories presenting a great va- 
riety of fiction. ‘‘Hidden Between the 
Testaments’? gives much information 
about the fourteen Apochryphal Book 
which are not included in the Sacred 
Canon of the Bible. ‘‘The Professor’’ 
is a very intelligent study of the mod- 
ern college teacher. 

‘“McClures Magazine.’’ — There are 
four or five good short stories. ‘‘ Mak- 
ing 10,000 Pounds’’ is the story of how 
a bright Englishman won an American 
wife by outwitting her father in a 
financial transaction. ‘‘The Lot and 
Lottie Lottery’’ is the Little Booster’s 
story for this month. ‘‘The Man in the 
Passage,’’ the ‘‘Father Brown’’ story 
is a good detective yarn. ‘‘Why Chil- 
dren Work, The Children’s Answer,’’ 
by Helen M. ‘odd, will surprise many 
who read it.

MANCHESTER VOTED To HAvE ONE 
AND INSTRUCTED COMMITTEE TO 
CALL FoR BIpDs 


The adjourned Town meeting, in 
Manchester, was called to order Mon- 
day night by Moderator R. C. Allen. 

On motion of Chairman Meldrum 
of the selectmen Art. 6, highways, was 
taken up, and it was moved that an 
additional $3000 be appropriated for 
maintenance this year. Mr. Meldrum 
explained that with the increase of 
five cents an hour in wages and a de- 
crease of four hours a week in time, 
it would be necessary to have more 
money to do the work as voted by the 
town. Voted. 

Art. 55. New almshouse. On 
motion of H. T. Bingham of the com- 
mittee $300 was appropriated for the 
committee, to procure plans, etc. 

School gardens. Albert Cunning- 
ham of the School Committee read a 
report to the effect that the committee 
recommended the plot of land on 
School street, owned by Mrs. G. W. 
Blaisdell and Andrew Lee as a suitable 
location for the carrying out of the 
plan for school gardens. Some 140 
children have signified their desire to 
take up the work; members of the 
North Shore Horticultural society 
have promised to give . instructions 
free of charge, and residents have 
promised the seed. 

The moderator ruled that if this was 
given as part of the school committee’s 
report it was in order, otherwise he 
would have to rule it out. No one ob- 
jected. 

On motion of C. C. Dodge it was 
voted that the report of the commit- 
tee on School Gardens be accepted 
and the recommendations contained 
therein be adopted. We recommend 
that the school committee be authoriz- 
ed to procure the use of the land on 
School street, owned by Mrs. G. W. 
Blaisdell and Andrew Lee, for one 
season at a cost not to exceed $50 and 
that $300 be appropriated for the pur- 
pose of giving all children who desire 
to take instruction in gardening, a 
small plot of land to cultivate.

CHILDREN 


Gotp Mepal, TO BE AWARDED BY 
GOVERNMENT FOR Essay on “Good 
Roaps” 

A gold medal to the school boy or 
girl between the ages of 10 and 15 
who writes the best composition, not 
exceeding 800 words, on the repair 
and maintenance of earth roads, is to 
be awarded by Logan Waller Page, 
Director, Office of Public Roads, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. C. All com- 
positions must be submitted to Mr. 
Page before May 15, 1913, and the 
inedal will be awarded as soon there- 
after as the compositions can be 
graded. The composition may be 
based on knowledge gained from 
books or other sources, but no quota- 
tions should be made. 

After many years’ experience in 
dealing with the public road situation 
of the country, it is Mr. Page’s belief 
that ignorance on the subject of re- 
pair and maintenance of roads is as 
much the cause of their bad condition 
as any other one factor. It is expect- 
ed that the competition will bring 
about a better understanding of the 
subject of repair and maintenance in 
the rural districts. 

Many children living in the rural 
districts have experienced the disad- 
vantage of roads made_ impassible 
through a lack of proper maintenance 
and it is expected that their interest 
in the competition will stimulate great- 
er interest among the parents. Bad 
roads have prevented many children 
from obtaining a proper education 
and have even prevented doctors from 
reaching the side of rural patients in 
time to save their lives. 

Any child between the ages men- 
tioned, attending a country school, 
may compete. Only one side of the 
paper must be written on; each page 
should be numbered; the name, age. 
and address of the writer, and the 
name and location of the school which 
he or she is attending must be plainly 
written at the top of the first page. 
The announcement of the competition 
has been sent to the superintendent of 
schools in the rural districts. No 
further information can be obtained 
from the Office of Public Roads. 
This announcement should be plain to 
everyone, and all children will thus 
start on a basis of equality.

Province, N. H. 


On Monday, April 7th, the follow-

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WILSON’S CONSTRUCTIVE 
REFORM. 


PRESIDENT 


With the comparatively new scales of 
wages in European countries, the abo- 
lition of tariff on boots and shoes is go- 
ing to work havoc with one of New 
Kngland’s chief industries. Although 
it may be sometime, perhaps, before 
the European firms become well 
enough acquainted with the wants of 
the American trade to fulfil the de- 
sires of prospective customers on this 
side of the water, nevertheless it is a 
lack of protection of New England’s 
industries that is not particularly ap- 
preciated by manufacturers in this sec- 
tion. 

Everything seems to strike New 
England. The South will suffer 
comparatively little by Wilson’s ‘“con- 
structive reform.” With the greater 
part of those officials close to Wilson 
and the administration it is safe to 
say that the interests of the Southern 
states will be a trifle more carefully 
looked after than will the affairs of 
the New England states. 

The West will not suffer appreci- 
ably in the abolition of the shoe tariff, 
for what will hurt New England shoe 
manufacturers will materially aid 
those engaged in the same business in 
the West. The shoe business is gaining 
a rapid foothold in the West, and St. 
Louis is taking the lead in the manu- 
facture of the finished leather product. 

The tariff reformers who thought 


_the latter doing strike service. 


that they were striking a blow at the 
United Shoe Machinery Co., in taking 
the tariff off shoe machinery will be 
disappointed when they find that that 
concern will welcome such a step for 
the fact that they have large factories 
abroad. ‘They can manufacture ma- 
chinery cheaper across the water and 
this may have some effect upon 
operations at the Beverly plant. 


Gov. Foss’s SHREWDNESS 

Gov. Foss’s action on the tariff and 
milk questions show that he is as 
clever a politician as Beacon Hill has 
seen in some years. Whenever he sees 
votes escaping him, it is very easy 
for him to turn to the policies and 
doctrines of the party which he deems 
is best fitted to his political aspira- 
tions. 

The Governor’s views on the tariff 
were transparent enough to be seen 
through by all of his constituents and 
political enemies. Next fall he may 
wish to retract some of the state- 
ments he has made and it is safe to say 
that he will as usual do it with suc- 
cess. 

The least Foss could do would be 
to hit straight from the shoulder. In 
view of his recent utterances and those 
which he has always been in the hab- 
it of making regarding great questions 
it is apparent that a man of sincerity 
is needed in the State House. His 
word does not ring true, and it is to 
be hoped that the voters remember 
this next fall when Mr. Foss will pro- 
bably be a candidate for re-election. 


AN INCENTIVE FOR VIOLENCE. 

The protest of the Boston Central 
Labor Union and of Councilor Er- 
nest Smith of the Boston city gov- 
ernment was of no avail in withdraw- 
ing the Boston police from Hopedale, 
Just 
as in the Lawrence strike the impor- 
tation of these police gives an added 
incentive for acts of violence, especi- 
ally when the officers are entertained 
and feted as have the Boston and 
Metropolitan police at Hopedale. If 
the officers need a vacation it would 
be better to give them a legitimate 
one, and not send them to the strike 
region to incite the laborers to vio- 
lence. 

News reports show that the police 
are treating their trip to Hopedale 
more as a pleasure outing than as an 
occasion for service and impartial 
duty, and the effect of such conduct 


upon the strikers who are in dead 
earnest and fighting for better homes 
and better wages and better working 
conditions, can only be to exasperate 
them even to possible acts of violence. 
The cause of law and order will be 
better served by the immediate with- 
drawal of the Boston police 
Hopedale. 


Most of the Progressives who have 
talked publicly -on the result of the 
13th district election appear to find 
their consolation for coming out in so 
much worse shape than they predict- 
ed, hoped and believed, in the fact 
that they again demonstrated their 
power to prevent the election of a Re- 
publican. The Bull Moosers have this 
power in many states. But they must 
have some vital issues that will impel 
more concerted support by the voters 
—otherwise they will face disintegra- 
tion as the Republicans are facing it 
now.

STATE BOARD REPORTS 
DREDGING DONE AT 
MANCHESTER 


ON 


The state Board of Harbor and 
Land commissioners in a report to 
the legislature Monday, outlined the 
work it has done the last few years 
at Manchester as follows: 

Under contract of October 18, 1907, 
with the Eastern Dredging Company, 
a channel about 1800 feet long and 75 
feet wide on the bottom was dredged 
in Manchester harbor to a depth of 
6 feet at mean low water, at a total 
cost of $7,977.84. 

In 1910, 1911 and 1912 petitions un- 
der chapter 481 of the Acts of 1909 
were presented for further improve- 
ment of this harbor, and under a con- 
tract of July 26, 1911, with Jeremiah 
P. O’Riorden, the inner portion of 
the channel from the railroad bridge 
down stream nearly to Bow Bell Ledge 
was dredged, the upper portion of the 
channel from the railroad bridge near- 
ly to Read’s wharf to a width of 200 
feet on the bottom, and the balance to 
a width of not less than 100 feet on the 
bottom, to a depth of 6 feet at mean 
low water. The contract price was 
26.2 cents per cubic yard, measured in 
SCOWS. 

This work was completed Septem- 
ber 26, 1911, at a total cost of $15,- 
970.28. 

Under a contract of April 17, 1912, 
with the Bay State Dredging Com- 
pany, Ltd., the channel was dredged 
to the depth of 6 feet at mean low 
water from the southwesterly end of 
the dredging done in 1911 to deep wa- 
ter in Massachusetts Bay. The con- 
tract price was 25 1-2 cents per cubic 
yard measured in scows and the work 
was completed October 16, 1912, at a 
total cost of $12,925.24. 

On August 14, 1912, a contract was 
entered into with the Bay State 
Dredging Company, Ltd., and the 
width of the channel was increased 
about 5o feet for a distance of about 
1500 feet below the railroad bridge, 
and an anchorage basin, about 150 
feet by 200 feet, was dredged to a 
depth of 6 feet at mean low water. 
All of this work was done between 
the railroad bridge and Bow Bell 
Ledge. The contract price was 25 I-2 
cents per cubic yard measured in 
scows, and the work was completed 
on November 8, 1912, at a total cost 
of $11,846.58.

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Manchester's Sewerage Plan Approved 


State Board of Health Puts Its O. K. on the Town's Proposition 
To Handle Its Sewage. 


In a letter to the Committee on 
Sewerage of the Town of Manches- 
ter, the State Board of Health has 
set forth its views on the proposed 
new system of sewerage for the town. 
The letter is as follows: 

“The state board of health  re- 
ceived from you Feb. 26, 1913, an ap- 
plication for advice as to a proposed 
system of sewerage for the town of 
Manchester as described in the report 
and shown upon the plans of your en- 
gineers presented therewith. 

“These plans provide for the col- 
lection of the sewage of the more 
thickly settled portions of the town 
into a receiving basin to be located 
on the northerly side of the Glouces- 
ter branch of the Boston & Maine 
railroad, between Church and Beach 
streets, whence it is proposed to pump 
the sewage through a cast iron force 
main 14 inches in diameter and about 
9500 feet in length to a settling tank 
of the Imhoff type on House Island, 
from which the sewage will be dis- 
charged into the sea off the southerly 
end of the island at a point where the 
depth of water, according to the coast 
survey charts, is about 42 feet at low 
water. 

“You have also asked advice as to 
the discharge of the sewage directly 
into the sea in the same general lo- 
cality without settling tanks on House 
Island. 

“The board has caused the local- 
ity to be examined by one of its en- 
gineers and has considered the report 
and plans presented. The quantity of 
sewage to be disposed of will depend 
very largely upon the care used in the 
const:uction of the sewers and the 
connections therewith, and it will pro- 
bably be several- years before the a- 
‘mount will reach 300,000 gallons a 
day. It appears that the question of 
disposing of the sewage upon land 
within the limits of the town by any 
of the methods available for that 
purpose has been carefully considered 
but that no suitable location for this 
purpose has been found. The plan of 
disposing of sewage by discharging it 
into the sea has also been considered 
and recommended by your engineer 
and, in the opinion of the board this 
method of disposal is the best that 
it is practicable to adopt. 

“The location of the proposed set- 
tling tanks on House Island would add 
considerably to the cost of the work, 
and there would be likely to be a no- 
ticeable odor about such works. It 


would be best, in the opinion of the 
board, in the beginning at least, to 
omit the construction of these tanks 
and discharge the sewage directly in- 
to the sea as pumped from the reser- 
voir. If the quantity of sewage should 
increase or floating matter should ever 
be noticeable in the neighborhood of 
the outlet, settling tanks could be pro- 
vided, if necessary, though it is pro- 
bable that a satisfactory removal of 
suspended matters could be effected 
by screening at the pumping station 
without danger of causing objection- 
able conditions at any point. In the 
design of the works at the reservoir 
and pumping station, provision should 
be made so far as practicable for the 
future screening of the sewage in 


case further treatment should ever be

found desirable. The plans of the 
works provide for a reservoir having 
a capacity of not less than 100,000 gal- 
lons. It is desirable that the size of 
the reservoir be as small as practicable 
in order to avoid decomposition of the 
sewage therein, and a capacity of less 
than 100,000 gallons should be ade- 
quate for the purpose for several 
years. 

“The location of the outlet now pro- 
posed in the deep water outside of 
House Island appears to be a satis- 
factory one, but it is possible that 
by eliminating the tanks on House 
Island the location might be changed 
somewhat and a saving thereby ef- 
fected in the cost of the force main. 
Before locating the outlet definitely, 
the board recommends that suitable 
surveys and soundings be made, to- 
gether with observations of the move- 
ments of the currents, in order that 
the force main and the point of dis- 
charge may be as favorably located 
as tacticable for the economical and 
satisfactory disposal of the sewage.”

Vir. and Mrs. Torrey Informally Celebrate Event In Hudson, N. H. 


Receive Shower of Post Cards, Bouquets and Presents.

Mr. and Mrs. Joseph A. Torrey of 
Manchester-by-the-Sea, who have 
spent the winter in Hudson near the 
family of their son-in-law, Prof. C. L. 
Norton at the corner of Ferry street 
and Campbell avenue, observed their 
golden wedding anniversary Wednes- 
day in an informal manner. 

Both are of Puritan stock, and 
their ancestors have played an im- 
portant part in the early history of 
Massachusetts and some of its cities 
and towns. Mr. Torrey is a a native 
of Salem, Mass., and his wife of 
Manchester-by-the-Sea. They trace 
their ancestors back in this country 
to 1624 and 1626.

Roger Conant and a few other settlers 
formed a settlement which was in 
1826 called Salem, and which later be- 
care a prosperous city. 

Mrs. Torrey traces her lineage with 
pride back to Jeffrey Parsons of Cape 
Anne, Gloucester and Salem. A large 
possession of land, owned by him in 
Gloucester, is now called Fisherman’s 
Field, a public breathing plot and park. 

Mr. and Mrs. Torrey were married 
in Manchester, Mass., April 16, 1863 
by the Rev. Geo. E. Freeman. Dur- 
ing Mr. Torrey’s éarly life he taught 
school in Salem, but later went to Bos- 
ton where he was engaged in the fur- 
niture business under the firm name 
of Parsons & Torrey.

TOWN OFFICIALS 


One of the improvements that is 
suggested for the development of 
Manchester is the installation of some 
sort of lights marking the entrance 
to Manchester harbor and the chan- 
nel.

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‘‘Glimpses of the Sunny South” 


Magnolia Minister Lectures Before Manchester Brotherhood. 


‘The meeting of the Baptist Brother- 
hood of Manchester, held Monday even- 
in the Vestry of the church, drew out 


a good attendance, as usual. There 
were more than sixty present. Rev. 
Dr. Walter E. Eaton of the Village 
church, Magnolia, gave an interesting 
talk on ‘‘Glimpses of the Sunny 
South. ’’ 


Rev. Mr. Eaton spent several years 
of his.life in the southland and in 
opening he made it clear to his hearers 
that people who travel from Boston to 
Palm Beach in palace cars and look 
out of the windows occasionally at the 
pickininies as they rush along, and then 
come home and lecture about the con- 
ditions in the South, know very little 
of what they are talking; to get an 
adequate idea of what the conditions 
really are it is quite necessary to live 
among the colored people for awhile and 
view their life at close range. I will 
ask you,’’ he continued, ‘‘to consider 
with me a few of the phases of their 
life as I saw it while living among 
them. 

‘‘In the first place they are very 
emotional. I was considerably disturb- 
ed one morning by terrible cries and 
moans coming from a room across the 
hall from my study and investigating 
I found a young colored man sprawled 
on the bed and taking on terribly, and 
on inquiring the cause of his trouble he 
told me he had pust received a letter 
by the morning mail telling of the mar- 
riage of his sister. They are suspicious 
of every white man no matter whether 
he comes from Manchester, Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia on any other 
place than the South. 

‘«They are very religious, yet steal- 
ing is very common with them, even 
among the best. They don’t seem to 
think it very wrong to steal. One 
morning I found my cook in tears and 
she told me some one had stolen her 
trunk which contained $300 in money 
that she had been years in saving, and 
a lot of her other valuables and trinkets. 
I learned afterwards that the thief was 
the woman’s own husband and he was 
a minister at that. 

‘<They are wonderfully imitative and 
fond of gaudy clothes. If they can’t 
get what they want to wear for finery 
in one way they will get it in another. 
‘hey are good musicians and quickly 
catch a tune, particularly of popular 
music. 

‘«They are very stubborn. I recall how 
one old deacon called Uncle Joe in a col- 
ored church, was famous for objecting to 
everything that was proposed by any 
member of the church. If a motion 
was made to increase the pastor’s sal- 
ary, he objected. If it was desired to 
repeair the church, he objected ,and no 


matter what was proposed he objected. 
Finally they hit on a plan to subdue 
the old deacon and a special prayer 
meeting was called and Uncle Joe in- 


vited to take a front seat and then one 
of of the elders arose and offered up 
a passionate prayer; ‘Oh Dear Lord,’ 
he prayed, ‘Uncle Joe is heah tonight 
an I wants yo toe make a diff’rent man 
ob him. He objects to eberyting we 
wants. He objects to gibing the pastah 
moah salary, he objects to fixing up de 
church, he objects to sending money to 
de heathen, he objects to eberyting; 
now deah Lord, can’t yo change him 
over, make a good, kind, generous man 
ob him and when yo hab done all dis 
take him to yoself, amen.’ ‘I object’ 
shouted Uncle Joe from his corner. 

‘They are very devoted and affect- 
ionate. I recall that it was two darkies 
that. carried the body of the great Liv- 
ingstone one thousand miles through the 
African jungles to the coast and then 
refused to give it up until satisfied that 
it was to be sent to England to be bur- 
ieu among those of the nobility. Cecil 
Rhodes went among the savages and 
won from them by his kindness thereby 
securing their confidence, things that 
could not be done by the sword. 

‘“There is much ignorance among 
them which is well shown by attending 
a meeting in a colored church and hear- 
ing the doctrines as propounded by a 
colored preacher, yet the colleges that 
have been established in the South are 
doing wonders in educating the young 
and some wonderfully keen minds are 
being developed. I know of one in par- 
ticular, William Pickins, a graduate of 
some of our highest institutions of 
learning, where he has distinguished 
himseff above all others and is one of 
the most brilliant men in our country 
today. 

‘‘There comes a time in every ones 
life when we do not stop to question 
whether a man is white, black, green 
or yellow. It is the man we are after 
and what he can do for us. There is 
in Jacksonville a man whose face is as 
black as my coat and whose lips are as 
thick as those of an African, yet he has 
access to all the best homes of the city 
because he is one of the most skill- 
ful surgeons in all the country. 

‘We have a great problem in edu- 
eating and developing the black race, 
but we are beginning to look upon it 
more in its true light realizing that in 
order to safeguard our own children it 
is equally necessary to safeguard the 
children of the black race; the inter- 
terests of one is interwoven with that 
of the other.’’ 

At the close of Rev. Mr. Eaton’s in- 
structive address, one of Rev. Mr. War- 
ner’s famous fish chowders was served 
which was greatly enjoyed by the com- 
pany bringing to a close a most en- 
joyable evening. 

It was voted to hold the next meet- 
ing April 28th., when Rev. Irad Hardy, 
pastor of the East Gloucester Baptist 
church will be the speaker who will 
give his lecture entitled, ‘‘On the Sun- 
ny Side of Life.’’ 


NEWS TO HE PUBLIC 


The New Haven’s Arrangements for 
Publicity Regarding Delayed Trains 


The New York, New Havn and Hart- 
ford Railroad Company has made ar- 
rangements whereby travellers on its 
lines and friends awaiting their arrival) 
will be promptly informed of the na- 
ture and cause of all delays to its 
trains. This information also will 
cover connections with other lines, so 
that the public may ascertain whether 
or not through cars from other roads 
have missed their regular connections, 
and if so, upon what trains such cars 
will arrive. 

In short, the public is to be taken 
into the confidence of the road in these 
matters and all information that the 
road has received is to be placed at the 
disposal of inquirers at all terminals 
and division points. 

Under the new rules, should anything 
happen to delay a train more than thir- 
ty minutes, the cause of the delay is to 
be transmitted at once to the terminal 
point and there put on the special blank 
forms provided for the inspection of the 
public. Bulletin boards at stations are 
to announce just where such informa- 
tion is to be obtained. 

The arrangements which have been 
provided for a special room at the 
Grand Central Terminal, to which in- 
formation will be sent by the train de- 
spatchers and given out to the public. 

In case of injuries to travellers on 
its lines the rules of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford require that 
all information regarding them,  to- 
gether with their names, if possible, be 
sent at the earliest possible moment to 
the Passenger Train-master to be given 
out to the public in the room provided 
for this purpose. The news gathering 
facilities of the road will thus be at 
the disposal of the public. 

These new rules have been made 
with a view of accommodating the pub- 
lic and eliminating as largely as possi- 
ble the anxiety and uncertainty caused 
by delays, not only to travellers them- 
selves but to friends awaiting them. 

In addition to New York similar ar- 
rangements have been made for supply- 
ing such information at New Haven, 
Providence, Boston, Hartford, Spring- 
field and Worcester.

LONG BEACH 


DAMAGE OF $25,000 RESULTED WHEN 
Nine Corraces BuRN—COo?TTacE 
OF JOHN SULLIVAN OF Rock- 
PORT AMONG NUMBER 

Nine of the most attractive sum- 
mer cottages at Long Beach were des- 
troyed by fire Tuesday night with a 
loss of about $25,000.

With the re-appointment of Percy 
Haughton as Harvard’s football coach 
there comes rejoicing from all Har- 
vard men and from football enthu- 
siasts in general. At the same time, 
with the unverified rumor that Mr. 
Haughton’s salary is to be raised to 
$7,500 for a season of twelve weeks, 
there is a rumbling murmur cf dis- 
content from many in the university 
who believe that too much money is 
spent in securing a suitable coach for 
the football team. 

The salary that he is reported to be 
re-engaged at, is considered by the 
professors who are teaching at Har- 
vard to be excessive in view of the 
fact that the season is so short. Mr. 
Haughton’s salary is much more than 
the best trained professor in the uni- 
versity and it seems to some as if this 
were putting a premium on brawn as 
opposed to brains. But some people 
forget that Mr. Haughton’s work is 
largely a matter of brains and that 
while he is not actively engaged in 
putting the men through their paces, 
he is scheming his plans for the com- 
ing season. It is largely a matter of 
science on his part, and the record of 
Harvard’s elevens for the past five 
years has been one to be proud of.

A reduction of the New Haven’s 

dividend from eight to six per cent., 
would be of more than passing mom- 
ent to many who perhaps may be in- 
clined to take lightly the continued 
agitation of professional agitators. It 
would mean a loss for the stockholders 
of the New Haven amounting in the 
aggregate to $3,137,530. 

Were this loss to be widely distribu- 

ted over the country it is not likely 
that it would be felt appreciably by 
others than the actual holders of the 
stock. But, unlike the case of some 
other roads of equal importance, the 
stock of the New Haven is held with- 
in rather narrow geographical limits. 
Ninety per cent of its stockholders 
live in the four states of Massachu- 
setts, New York, Connecticut, and 
Rhode Island. Of the total loss in 
income which a reduced dividend rate 
would mean these States would have 
to bear, $2,823,770. 
' Concentrated within such narrow 
confines such curtailment of spending 
money could not help but be felt by 
the community at large. Less money 
in the pocketbook means for the shop- 
keeper less taken into the till. Nearly 
three million dollars withheld from 
these States would mean a serious loss. 
And the holders of stock would not 
be only ones who would ruefully have 
to figure up in dollars and cents the 
cost of the agitator and his effect up- 
on railroad credit. The ledgers of the 
butcher and the grocer would show an 
account with him, too. And it would 
be on the wrong side.

“For my text,’ continued Mr. Smith, 
“T would suggest: ‘Every Man is as 
Lazy as he Dares to be.’ In other 
words, it is hard to get out of the 
habit of doing what you are doing 
regularly.” 

Following are a few excerpts from 


Mr. Smith’s talk: 


“We need to bestir ourselves once 


‘ina while and see what we are doing. 


The kind of training that did for our 
fathers and mothers does not suit us. 
A wan or woman without training is 
nowhere vital. We get training in 
order that we may determine at all 
times, relative values. No one can 
succeed without being serviceable. 

“ The first ‘R’ I want to talk about 
to-night is Respect. We cannot re- 
spect other people until we have man- 
ners. ‘The sunny smile, cheerfulness, 
is valuable. It is attainable. If you 
get out of the wrong side of the bed 
in the morning get in again and get 
out on the other side. 

“Cheerfulness is a duty. Think of 
what most of us have to put up with 
when the rest of us are around. Gos- 
sip has killed more of the profitable 
things of life than any other thing. 

“Personal appearance counts. If 
we are not careful of our appearance 
we may lose respect. Don’t expect 
the teacher to do anything you can’t 
do yourself. ‘The only time some peo- 
ple get inside of a school house 1s 
when there is trouble. Don’t listen 
to that tale of the child when he comes 


home. Ninety-nine times out of a 100 
the teacher is right. Don’t shove the 
job off onto the school or the church. 
The power of the home is gigantic. 
Mr. Father don’t let Mrs. Mother 
do it all. 

“ The second R is Responsibility. 
And that means ‘get it done.’ I think 
every child should earn his own spend- 
ing money, or have a stated, specific, 
definite allowance. ‘There is only one 
way to spell success and that is 
‘W-o-r-k.’ 

“The third R is Results, or the 
award of respect and responsibility. 
Methods are important only in so far 
as they make results. Extravagance, 
stinginess, economy—don’t you know 
some of us get those awfully mixed 
up. Try to make yourself fit the job, 
not the job fit you. Associate daily 
with somebody that is bigger than you 
are. Read books that stretch your 
mind. You will realize that the aim 
of life, the purpose of all our train- 
ing is Character. The joy of accom- 
plishment is the greatest joy in the 
world.” 

Following Mr. Smith’s talk the 
gathering adjourned to the lower 
rooms of the school building, and re- 
freshments were served by the com- 
mittee in ‘charge.

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THE BASE OF THE INCOME 
ASC 


(from the Boston Transcript) 

‘Ihe Ways and Means committee’s 
estimate ot the aggregate of those 
who will pay the income tax that is to 
be enacted 1s sure to provoke incredu- 
lity. ‘Lhe public, which has heard so 
tuucn and read so much about “colos- 
sal fortunes,”  ‘“‘multi-millionaires,” 
“swollen tortunes” and “predatory 
weaith,”’ is sure to challenge the accu- 
racy ot the statement that in a popu- 
lation approximating 95,000,000 there 
are but 425,000 individuals whose in- 
comes are in excess of $4000 per an- 
num. When the surprise that the an- 
nouncement creates has had time to 
subside and the public enters into a 
mood favorable to reflection, it may 
see reasons for accepting the commit- 
tee’s estimate after making allowances 
for the exemptions the law permits. 
These must not be overlooked by cal- 
culators of the real wealth of the 
country, for they are important fac- 
tors. ‘Lhe dividends on the stock of 
corporations taxed under the existing 
Federal corporation law are to be de- 
ducted from an individual’s yearly 
receipts and earnings in determining 
his income. ‘This deduction alone may 
save a not inconsiderable army of in- 
vestors from feeling the sharp edge 
of the income tax, and other exemp- 
tions generally directed to the preven- 
tion ot double taxation may be found 
in the law. 

If the beneficiaries of these reduc- 
tions should be found to equal in num- 
bers the taxpayers for whom there 1s 
no escape, the aggregate of the fortu- 
nate ones who have in reality yearly 
incomes of more than $4000 would be 
850,000. ‘This re-enforcement would 
be made up of persons of moderate 
means and moderate savings carefully 
invested. It would not be drawn from 
the ranks of the wealthy. Assuming 
that there are 850,000 income taxpay- 
ers and near payers, they weuld con- 
stitute less than one per cent of the 
population of the United States Those 
that must pay as the committee re- 
ports are less than half of one per 
cent of the inhabitants of the nation. 
The “popular” basis of income taxa- 
tion is therefore so small that it will 
have no corrective effect on Federal 
extravagance. Had it been spread 
widely over the population by carrying 
the exemption down, say, to $2,000, 
the pocket nerve of hundreds of thou- 
sands who will now not sense the tax 
would have tingled at the touch of con- 
gressional profusion. As a_ baro- 
metric influence the income tax will 
be nil. 

One valuable corrective influence the 
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cominittee’s tabulation will undoubt- 
edly have. It will dissipate much 
hysterical utterance about wealth ac- 
cumulating while men decay. Wealth 
does accumulate in the United States 
as it does in every free, prosperous 
land, but the mountain peaks of ac- 
cumulation are not so many and do 
not tower so high above the level of 
thritt as agitators represent. Pros- 
perity is widely disseminated. ‘The 
thritt that makes prosperity is much 
higher above the sea level ot necessity 
here than it is in most countries. The 
vast mass of Americans are working 
for a living wage and their savings 
go into that vast volume of money 
which is basic to business. In great 
trades and industries the worker 
whose yearly income keeps steadily 
close to $1000 is marked among his 
fellows. Yet from this very class 
savings banks receive no small portion 
oi their deposits, and what these in- 
stitutions draw in from the population 
ot an industrial and industrious State 
is evidenced by the fact that in Massa- 
chusetts at the close of their last offi- 
cial year they were carrying $838,000,- 
ooo for the account of depositors. ‘The 
vast majority of Americans ‘“‘work for 
a living.”” ‘Those who are so favored 
by fortune that they need not labor 
are indeed but a small percentage of 
the people of the United States. Our 
own city, wealthy and prosperous as 
it is, in the front rank of municipali- 
ties noted for their financial resources, 
re-enforces the teaching that this is 
a land of labor. Ordinarily, of the tax 
bilis annually sent out by the Boston 
Board of Assessors seventy per cent 
are for “single polls.” The “property 
bills’ approximate 84,000 and repre- 
sent about 72,000 individuals, some of 
whom pay on more than one piece of 
property, and yet Boston’s population 
exceeds 700,000.

It 
booms your town and gives it a name 
abroad that it would not otherwise 
have. It points out the advantages 
of its town and county so that the 
world may see it, and when a man 
gets mad it takes a “cussing” as coolly 
as anybody, but hews straight to the 
line just the same. There are thou- 
sands of reasons why a town should 
support a newspaper, but the greatest 
of all is because it pays, and pays well, 
to support it— Manchester Mirror.

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AN INTERSTATE CAPITAL, 


From the region where the Con- 
necticut flows between Cornish, N. H., 
and Windsor, Vt., there comes the 
murmuring of strife, with the summer 
capital as the bone of contention. For 
the summer capital, it appears, is to 
be something of an interstate affair, 
and some of the details of the arrange- 
ment are arousing the little imps of 
jealousy. The executive mansion it- 
self will be the summer home of the 
novelist Churchill in Cornish, but the 
executive offices will be across the ri- 
ver in Windsor, on the second floor of 
the county courthouse. ‘There will be 
the corps of clerks, and there the cor- 
respondents will make their headquar- 
ters, near the telegraph and the rail- 
road and amid more metropolitan ho- 
tel accommodations than Arcadian 
Cornish affords. 

Which place, then, is really the sum- 
mer capital? The local correspon- 
dents differ widely. On each side of 
the river the authorities are making 
preparations which show that there is 
no doubt in the mind of either group 
The state of New Hampshire, in re- 
sponse to a special message to the Leg- 
islature from Gov. Felker, is spending 
$12,000 on a road through Cornish 
from the little village to the “summer 
white house.”” New Hampshire knows 
well that this will be the most tra- 
veled piece of rural highway in 
America through the summer. But 
over the river in Windsor they are 
planning for the summer on the theory 
that the place will “not only be the 
political center of the country for six 
months, but also the headquarters of 
the literary and artistic talent of 
America for the vacation season.” 

Plainly the establishment of an in- 
terstate capital is likely to result in 
complications. But neither state 
should get much excited over thie 
situation. If the session of Congress 
drags along, as it is very likely to, and 
if it is followed by a trip to Panama, 
by President Wilson, as has been pro- 
posed, the only representatives of the 
administration at the summer cupital 
will be the feminine members of the 
household. And in any case Cornish 
and Windsor will not be visited by 
swarms of statesmen or by any me: 
bilization of the literary and artistic 
talent of America. ‘The story of Gray 
Gables, Oyster Bay and Beverly shows 
that the American people like to have 
the President and his family enjoy 
their vacation much as other people 
do.—Boston Herald.

Town Affairs 


WITH THE MANCHESTER BOARD 
oF SELECTMEN AND OTHER 
Town OFFICIALS 


The committee on new almshouse 
for the Town of Manchester visited 
Cohassett Monday to get some ideas 
preparatory to having plans for the 
new building here. 


At their meeting Tuesday evening 
the selectmen granted an autioneers 
license to Nathan P. Meldrum. No 
appointment has yet been made of a 
moth superintendent. 


‘The selectmen are to be commended ~ 


for their efforts in bringing about a 
series of instruction in First Aid to 
the Injured to the members of the 
police department. Dr. Blaisdell has 
consented to meet the members of the 
department once a week for a while 
and give them instruction in this line. 


A representative of the Welsbach 
company, who have charge of lighting 
the streets of Manchester will be in 
town to-night to meet the board of 
selectmen. We understand the board 
has taken a decided stand on the poor 
treatment received by the town and 
the company will have to toe the mark. 
Selectmen Cheever and Dean made a 
tour of the town Monday evening, 
from one end to the other, inspecting 
the lights, and as a result of their 
efforts, the company was immediately 
notified, and accordingly a conference 
was arranged for to-night. 


The Park Commissioners are having 
Singing Beach cleared of debris, sea 
weed, etc., that has accumulated dur- 
ing the winter. Caretaker Arthur U. 
McCormack, who was _ re-appointed 
last week, is in charge of the work. 


The streets of Manchester are to 
receive considerable attention this 
year. Through the efforts of Select- 
man Cheever, who is the committe on 
streets, Col. Sohier of the Mass. High- 
way commission has assured the town 
that the engineers’ department of the 
Highway Commission is at the ser- 
vices of the town and to that end an 
expert will visit Manchester in the 
very near future and will go over the 
highways and will make suggestions 
and will follow up the work for a 
while, ‘This will be done at absolutely 
no expense to the town. Considerable 
work is to be done on the highways 
this year and the town is fortunate in 
being able to have the services of an 
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expert in suggesting how at least part 
of the work should be done. This will 
be done and carried out in co-opera- 
tion with Superintendent of Streets 
Crombie and with the town engineer 
Mr. Allen. As is well known the state 
highway extends all along the North 
Shore to Manchester line on the Bey- 
erly side, and then begins again at the 
Gloucester line on the other. While 
Manchester’s highways are considered 
among the best in the state, there are 
improvements that may profitably be 
made. 


The work of re-surfacing School 
street, from the Essex County club to 
Mill street, has been practically c m- 
pleted. The improvements on Proc- 
tor street, too, are well along toward 
completion. Much favorable com- 
ment is being heard on this latter work, 
as the dangers that have hitherto con- 
fronted travel on this street, especi- 
ally at its junction with Masconomo 
street, will be overcome. It is a won- 
der this work has not been done in 
years past instead of creating so much 
agitation for a new street, and im- 
proving what we already have.

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THE AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL 


By Dr. Davin SNEDDEN, Commtis- 
SIONER OF EDUCATION. 


Because of the general interest in 
the Essex County Agricultural School, 
we are pleased to put before our read- 
ers, a series of four articles by the 
Commissioner of Education, on the 
aims, scope and methods of work in 
schools designed primarily to fit boys 
to be successful farmers. (Editor.) 

1. The Need of the Agricultural 

School 

There is a general demand through- 
cout the United States for the estai- 
lishment of schools wherein young 
persons from 14 to 18 years of age 
may be taught agriculture in such a 
way that they shall be able to combine 
practical efficiency with scientific 
knowledge in that subject. 

_ Each state of the Union now has its 

agricultural college. These colleges 
offer several types of instruction in 
agriculture, but they concern them- 
selves chiefly with students of college 
grade—that is young persons who 
have completed regular high school 
- courses. who are at least 18 years old, 
and who intend to study for four 
years and obtain a degree. 

The number of persons who have 
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the time, money or ability to take the 
regular college courses in agriculture 
willneverbe very large in proportion to 
the total agricultural population of any 
state. It is not certain that a large 
proportion of those taking such 
courses will become farmers in the 
sense in which that word is ordinarily 
understood. Many of them will be- 
come spcialists in work of agricultural 
investigation, some will become mana- 
ers or experts in connection with large 
agricultural enterprises, while others 
will enter commercial work, teaching 
or journalism in fields relating to agri- 
culture. In these positions agricul- 
tural college graduates will exert a 
profound influence, amply justifying 
the education given them; but it is 
not to be expected that many of them 
will be found following the work of 
farming on the small intensive and 
profitable scale which we expect of 
an agricultural population. 

Other types of work than leading to 
a degree are found in many agricul- 
tural colleges. Short practical courses 
for persons already engaged in farm- 
ing are common. Some agricultural 
colleges have “schools of agriculture” 
in which the admission requirements 
are simple, and the courses adapted 
to persons not having time or ability 
to obtain degrees. Extension courses 


are also carried on in various forms 
designed to extend the educational 
work of the college to farming neigh- 
borhoods and especially for the benefit 
of persons already engaged in some 
branch of agriculture. 

But the agricultural college cannot 
meet, except in slight degree, the need 
of practical education for the pursuit 
of farming as a career, as that need ex- 
ists in every agricultural community 
on the part of thousands of young 
people who cannot hope to have a col- 
lege education. For these it is nec- 
essary that agricultural schools should 
be located near at hand, that their 
courses should be adapted to the needs 
of young persons usually below college 
age and having little or no high school 
education, and that their work should 
be so practical and scientific as to re- 
sult in genuine ability to make farm- 
ing as a career not only commercially 
profitable, but attractive as well. 

This need is not to be set by estab- 
lishing other agricultural colleges. One 
agricultural college for each state is 
enough. Except as regards extension 


work, the student desiring to attend an 
agricultural college should go away 
from the home community. The col- 
lege can do its work best by having its 
resources concentrated at one spot.

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Manchester and Its Wooded Hill 


Cathedral Pines That Are to Be Conserved for Coming Generations. 


(Article by Alice Shea, Reprinted from Boston Transcript.) 


“POWDER HOUSE HILL”, MANCHESTER, AS IT LOOKED 10 YEARS AGO 


The hill was recently bought by the town to conserve the growth of trees. 


MANCHESTER has recently dedicated to her folk a 
wooded hill. There is a record of sale on the town’s 
books and this lovely natural background of noble trees 
may be thought of, with the strip of woodland reserved 
by the town on either side of the “Essex road,” as a 
guarantee that beauty. will be saved against the years. 
The hill dominates the Essex road and preserves the 
Tyrolese seeming of the village, especially in the purple 
shadowings of quiet country snow. 


These cathedral pines are to be held as sacred as the 
ilex grove of Father Numa. The only axe that will re- 
sound will be that of the town timberman, who will chop 
off dead boughs and cut ripe wood, conserving for coming 
generations. Now the ground is cold and brown. Hard 
rains have washed away the winter's snow, even in the 
gullies and deeper wood of only northern exposure. 
Every root has held out in the frozen earth with a strength 
more mysterious than all the ripe glory of mid-summer. 
Shall a man’s span be less than that of a tree standing at 
his birth, still standing at his death in sweet intimation 
of that which is more than mortal? The call of the trees 
to their votaries is never more compelling than in this 
quiet, forceful interlude when the foolish winter budding 
is over and before “the drought of March has been pierced 
to the root” by the sweet showers of April. Oak and pine, 
they stand waiting for that touch of the coming season 
that “shall set the dead earth’s soul a-burning.”

In just such a treedom the Gothic arch must have 
been conceived. Up, up, every pine is an inspiration. 
Stately aisles retreat into mysterious beauty. A nave is 
clearly evident. The north wind all the way from*the 
White Mountains here must pause, caught by whispering 
boughs to be released a changling, incense upon the ‘per- 
fumed air. Little brooks are running once more. The 
thinnest ice, as light as a frozen gossamer caught from 
the flying erigones, no longer shields the bogs and fairy 
marshes. 

One remembers that the first comers “enjoyed the soil 
quietly and peaceably and without molestation for more 
than sixty years for three pounds, nineteen shillings cur- 
rent silver money of New England received by consent 


and approbation by his grandchildren, the surviving and. 


proper heirs of their grandfather Masquenomenit.” So 
runs the old deed. Boundaries were set in the original 
400 acres by four marks.on walnut, pine, black and white 
oak and hemlock. The, character of the woodlands is 
much the same to-day. A boulder marked with the good 
Indian’s name in the town forest would be a fitting re- 
minder of the chief who gave the doughty Manchester 
men a kind welcome to this forest. He helped them to hew 
and build and taught them to sow. Together they resisted 
their mutual foe, the barbarous Tarratines who used to 
throw eastern Massachusetts into such terror. 


With such thoughts I stopped to consider the low mag- 
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nolia that makes the summer air so sweet, shivering in 
the spring sunshine, bare of its deep crimson leaves and 
pale blossoms. Neighboring stretches of bay and the 
red blueberry pastures mark ancient cellars near Cat 
Brook. ‘here first settlers tried hard to be farmers. 
But they must have felt it in their bones that they could 
not resist the fatal lorelei of the sea, the final great reser- 
voir. 

On Baker’s farm, where still stands the only one 
of the four ancient sawmills known as early as 1694 as 
“the olde saw mill,” are groups of white birch, the rein- 
carnation of Norway pine. Upon such parchment must 
Orlando have siezed to hang his verse when he wandered 
through the forest of Arden full of love for Rosalind. A 
larch strains her naked arms, yearning in her late winter’s 
sleep for the quickening touch of spring. 

Back to the pines—and wherever there are pines 
there is an envisaging blue light when cold sunshine is 
penetrating the strong boughs almost at a horizontal. 
Through it in Manchester I see the glinting blue of the 
sea and snatches of the fisherman’s road that followed as 
best it could the line of the beaches. Pressing the need- 
ling earth I watched a bird cleaving the pale air. He was 
winging over the three wooded ridges of the town that dip 
into the heavily timbered valley, the natural entrance 
to Manchester from the south lying between the second 
and third crest, much as a gull swoops down into the 
curve between two great waves. But the first 
settlers were not birdmen. They were toilers of the 
sea and when they took their noses out of their nets to 
build roads, they threw them over the very tops of the 
wooded hills, ignoring the’ valleys as if from the heights 
they never wished to lose glimpses of their sea. 


Manchester since the storm of her invading prosperity 
has made so little history, barring the building of fine 
villas, that the traditions coming down from the time be- 
fore she had a shore colony have crystallized. Those not 
of the sea are told in terms of the forest. Over near the 
Essex there used to be a great many rattlesnakes. In the 
miractilous way that the needs of the time are met hy the 
necessary man, a Beowulf of the fen arose who aroused 
these dragons with the help of a dog, only to imprison and 
then destroy them by means of a noose on the end of a stick. 
They also tell of such roarings at night in the dark woods 
as are heard only of lions and devils, there being no other 
creatures that used to roar, despite the fact that the 
trumpeting loon is fondly chased by the hunter on clear, 
cold nights and the tracks of a lone wolf have been made 
out in the deeper woods. 

It was in the woods and in the heart of a poet that 


the idea of building the first summer house was born. 
Richard H. Dana,returning from a visit with a friend at 
Pigeon Cove, stopped his horse on the Beverly road near 
Graves Beach to listen to the harmony of the murmuring 
pines and the breaking of unseen surf in primitive syn- 
copation. 

The forest trees mothered the privateers men that 
brought home so much glory—that was their cargo—from 
the War of 1812. And it was the forest that nurtured 
the one industry the town has known, the cabinet making 
that flourished until the blight of the great fire destroyed 
the largest manufactory. Before mahogany was imported 
from Honduras, many beautiful homely pieces of furni- 
ture were made from Manchester woods. It was amusing 
to hear a man try to convince his friend that a fine chest 
of drawers, evidently mahogany, was Manchester maple. 
He bought it believing it to be the work of Virginia 
craftsmen, but he showed it to a Manchester man who 
turned it over with interest, only to discover on one of the 
drawers the name of his grandfather, who had been one of 
the cabinet-makers of two generations ago. What a pity 
that more of the chests and tables and cabinets were not 
traceable, signed pieces! Nowhere would they be more 
appreciated than in the Manchester of to-day. 


The Forest Service, the railroad foresters and many 
enthusiasts in private life are doing all that is possible to 
save the great forest tracts of this country. The best future 
of woodlands, as a glance at the forests of Europe reveals, 
lies in town and city ownership where intimate patriotism 
may express itself. Thus Manchester has done a glorius 
thing. Her woods will now be lovingly cared for and, as 
in Japan, where for 1200 years they have been planting - 
and growing forests under stringent laws, not a twig 
will be wasted. Precious few are the agricultural villages 
that have suffered from floods and the washing down of 
mountain soil in that country where inaccessible mountains 
were immediately made government reservations as soon 
as they began to be opened up, in order to safely guard the 
rich timber slopes. 

The town hill will grow in beauty and look down upon 
other tracts of woodland as tenderly cherished. Timber in 
Manchester is now sought as in the early days was a 
marine view. It is a prominent part of the country home, 
which is not really complete without its little wood, 
which is as carefully cleaned of brush, undergrowth and 
waste trees, the forest weeds, as any garden is rid of 
chicory, dogweed and runaround. Their shade, their 
privacy, the birds they harbor and their subtle power “to 
tease men out of thought” make the treesy stretches very 
much loved.

Notes on New Books 
Recently Added to the Manchester Public Library 


Lovers of adventure ought to read 
‘‘The Sea and The Jungle’’ by H. M. 
Tomlinson. The author went on a trip 
of exploration in a tramp steamer up 
the River Amazon and its tributary 
the Madeira River. His description of 
what he saw, and of his varied ex- 
periences, is both vivid and picturesque. 

Readers of ‘‘The Woman from Wol- 
verton’’ by Isabel Gordon Curtis will 
welcome her latest novel ‘‘The Lapse 
of Enoch Wentworth.’’ It is a fas- 
cinating story with the scenes laid in 
New York. 

J. H. Fabre a celebrated French na- 
turalist has written many interesting 
books. Two of these, ‘‘Social Life in 
the Insect World’’ and ‘‘The Life of 
the Spider,’’ have been translated into 
English. The latter work has an in- 
troduction:-by \Maurice Maeterlinck, 
who says of this author, that he is ‘‘one 
of the glories of the civilized world.’’ 
Someone has said of his ‘‘The Life of 
the Spider,’’ ‘‘Fabre writes a story of 
the spider that is as thrilling, as dram- 
atic, as intensely interesting as a most 
exciting novel.’’ 

Mrs. Humphry Ward, author of ‘‘ Rob- 
ert Elsmere,’’ ‘‘Eleanor,’’ ‘‘ Lady 
Rose’s Daughter,’’ and Many other 
novels—has a new novel, ‘‘The Mating 
of Lydia.’’ Lydia Penfold is a charm- 
ing young artist. Two men came into 
her life, Lord Latham and a briefless 
barrister, Claude Faversham. ‘‘The 
novel is a study of rival passions as be- 
tween Faversham and Latham, and a 
conflict of conscience between Lydia 
and Faversham.’’ 

Guerilla Leaders of the World’’ is a 
book about guerilla warfare. Many 
interesting facts are related about Bolli- 
var in South America, Garibaldi in 
Italy, Mosely, Morgan and Forest in 
our Civil War, and DeWet and Deleary 
in the Boer War, and many other leaders 
of this method of warfare. 

‘‘Tmmigration and Labor’’ by Isaac 
Hourwich, Ph. D., is a very able dis- 
cussion of this subject. ‘‘He dissents 
from the popular opinion which holds 
that every immigrant admitted to the 
eountry takes away the job of some 
American or earlier immigrant.’’ ‘‘The 
Immigrant Invasion,’’ by Frank Julian 
Warne, Ph. D., is a study of immigra- 
tion from another viewpoint. Prob- 
ably few know that one out of every 
seven of the 91,000,000 in the United 
States was born in a foreign country. 

‘‘Zone Policeman 88,’’ by Harry 
Franck the well known author of ‘‘A 
Vagabond Journey Around the World,’? 
gives much information in a very en- 
tertaining manner, about the Canal 
Zone. 

‘The American Child’’ by Elizabeth 
McCracken is a small work that would 
do any parent or teacher good to read. 
The writer takes a rather optimistic 
view of the American Child. 


Two small books on London have been 
added to the Library: ‘‘The Romance 
of London’’ by Gordon Horne gives a 
short historical sketch of the world’s 
greatest city; ‘‘A Little Book About 
London,’’ by Richard Whiteing tells 
us much about the London of to-day 
and incidentally gives much of its his- 
tory. 

Panama will have a prominent place 
on the map for the next few years. 
‘‘Panama Past and Present,’’ by Farn- 
ham Bishop is a small work well written. 
By reading it one gets some interesting 
historical data and a very good idea of 
present conditions in the Canal Zone. 

‘¢The Spirit of American Literature’’ 
is a book worth reading. Its author, 
John Macy writes for the book de- 
partment of the Boston Herald. He says 
in his preface ‘‘ American Literature is 
on the whole idealistic, sweet, delicate 
and nicely finished.’’ His idea of the 
American novel may be gleaned from 
the following quotation: ‘‘ American 
fiction shows all sorts of merit, but the 
merits are not assembled, concentrated: 
the fine is weak and the strong is crude 
ingen o the American novel which multi- 
plies past counting remains an inferior 
production. ’’ 

-*Greyfriars Bobby’’ by Eleanor At- 
kinson is a beautiful story about a lit- 
tle Scotch dog. All lovers of Animals 
should read it. 

The Dean of American living writers, 
W. D. Howells is still writing good 
stories. ‘‘New Leaf Mills’’ is a good 
American story; time, after the Mexi- 
can war; scene, out west and New York. 
It gives a good idea of the simple, 
comely life of that time.

OWNERS OF BOSTON & MAINE 


Majority of Individual Stockholders 
Are Women 


There are 7405 holders of the com- 
mon stock of the Boston and Maine. 
Sixty per cent. or these holders have 
from one to ten shares apiece and only 


3 1|2 percent. hold more than a hundred 
shares. 


Fifty-one per cent. of those who hold 
preferred shares in the company own 
not over ten shares and less than five 
per cent. hold more than a hundred 
shares. All told there are 656 holders 
of preferred stock. The average per 
stockholder of the common shares is 
51.85. In 1910 it was 43.58. The aver- 
age per stockholder of the preferred 
shares is 48 as against 47.55 in 1910. 


But more remarkable than the wide 
distribution of Boston & Maine stock, 
as indicated by these figures, is the 
tact that, leaving out of consideration 
the stock held by trustees of estates or 
guardians and by insurance companies 
and other corporations, a majority of 
the individual stockholders—about 60 
per cent. really—are women. ‘To be 
exact, there are 3894 women stockhold- 
ers of both classes and only 2725 men. 
While of course this does not mean that 
women hold more of the stock than men, 
it does show the interest which women 
have in the affairs of the road. Divi- 
dends mean much to women stockhol- 
ders as a rule. It is upon them they 
depend largely for subsistence. 


Women are more numerous, curiously 
enough, in both classes of stockholders. 
There are 3618 women holding common 
stock and only 2556 men. There are 
286 women holding preferred stock and 
only 169 men. The total number of 
common stockholders has increased from 
7336 in 1911 to 7405 in 1912; the total 
number of preferred stockholders from 
648 in 1911 to 656 in 1912. 


How vitally New England is con- 
cerned in the prosperity of the Boston 
and Maine is revealed when one comes 
to examine the geographical distribu‘ien 
of stockholdings. Ninety-two per cent 
of its stockholders live in the three 
States in which its chief husiness is 
done—Maine, New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts. This is a concentration 
of ownership rarely found in a system 
so large as the Boston and Maine, com- 
prising 2,350 miles of track. 


There are 5,372 Massachusetts holders 
of both classes of stock and they own 
375,672 shares, representing about 90 per 
cent. of the total outstanding. Maine 
has 622 holders with 19,185 shares, or 
about 5 per cent. of the total. New 
Hampshire has 1,385 stockholders, but 
they own only about 2 per cent. of the 
total, or 6,359 shares, 


In 1912 there was distributed by the 
Boston and Maine in dividends in the 
State of Massachusetts alone the sum 
of $1,612,564; in Maine, $82,726 and in 
New Hampshire $21,457. Only $51,147 
went outside the boundaries. of these 
three states.

NATIONAL FOREST ON MOUNT 
MOOSILAUKEE 


By approving the purchase of three 
new tracts, one in New Hampshire, 
one in Tennessee, and one in North 
Carolina, the national forest reser- 
vation commission has shown that the 
work of adding to the government’s 
holdings for the protection of navig- 
able waters is to go steadily forward. 
The first purchase was made in I9QI1I, 
when Secretary of War Stimson, Sec- 
retary of the Interior Fisher, and Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson repre- 
sented the executive branch of the 
government on the commission with 
Senators Gallinger of New Hamp- 
shire and Smith of Maryland and 
Congressmen Lee of Georgia and 
Hawley of Oregon representing the 
legislative branch. 

Under the law creating the commis- 
sion the three secretaries named above 
were automatically replaced on March 


_ 4 by their successors, Secretaries Gar- 


rison, Lane and Houston. The sena- 
tors and congressmen remain unchang- 
ed. The new board has added 72,000 
acres to the total previously approved 
for purchase. 

Of the three tracts added New Eng- 
land is especially interested in the New 


Hampshire one. It is in the White 
Mountains and its forests protect the 
headwaters of the Connecticut River. 
The tract covers 7,500 acres on the 
western slope of Mount Moosilaukee, 
one of the most prominent and best 
known peaks in the region. 

In part the tract is covered with vir- 
gin spruce forest. Another part has a 
valuable stand of mixed spruce and 
hardwoods on lands which were cut 
over 75 years ago, while a third por- 
tion of the area contains lands which 
have been partially cut over in more 
recent years. 

With the approval of this tract the 
total acreage for federal forests in the 
White Mountains will amount to some 
90,000 acres. Altogether the forest 
lands in the Fast, approved for pur- 
chase under the Weeks law, comprise 
about 500,000 acres, made up, in ad- 
dition to the White Mountain area, of 
various tracts in the Mountains of 
Virginia, North Carolina, Tennessee, 
and Georgia.

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THe DEBATES ON THE ‘T'ARIF¥. 

With all the hemming and hawing 
of tariff experts and economists to- 
gether with the continued tariff debate 
in Congress, the genearl public does 
not seem to be quite as generally work- 
ed up as are those interests which 
have attemped to have placed in the 
tariff measures clauses favorable to 
them. The mass of the American peo- 
ple remain unmoved; they are going 
to reserve their opinion until they see 
the results of the tariff butchering. 

Immense amounts of tariff literature 
distributed by the manufacturers hit 
by. tariff reform have gone unread by 
the general public. The manufacturers 
are plainly disappointed because none 
of their number has been able to but- 
tonhole Mr. Underwood and _ the 
other framers of the tariff and 
to have inserted .clauses advantageous 
to themselves. The manufacturers do 
not seem to be the least bit “on the in- 
side” in the present tariff controversy 
and for that reason they are not back- 
ward in condemning various schedules 
in the tariff. 

Although in the next few years this 
country will probably see a new epoch 
as far as raising federal revenue is 
concerned, there never will be a really 
“scientific” revision of the tariff. The 
most expert and nonpartisan commis- 
sion could never please all the states in 
drawing up a so-called ideal tariff. 
There is, after all, such a confliction 
of political and class interests that the 
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whole questionnarrowsidown to the su- 
premacy of the party in political pow- 
er. Brute political force will reign 
triumphant and the spoils will go as 
usual to the victorius political power. 
Meanwhile, the people are patiently 
waiting for results. 


PUBLICITY AND THE RAILROADS 

The strong light of full publicity 
is being thrown on railroad affairs in 
New England. To those who are in- 
terested in the local railroad situation 
the hearing before the interstate com- 
‘mission is intensely interesting, not 
only because it is baring the intricate 
methods of running the business of 
the New Haven and Boston & Maine 
roads, but because it demonstrates to 
many that if President Mellen were 
left alone in his operations he might 
be signally successful in his attempt 
to build up the property which is un- 
der his care. 

As soon as Mr. Mellen entered upon 
his duties an era of enlargement has 
been the aim of the railroads and sev- 
veral ambitious projects have demon- 
strated this fact. The apparent aim of 
the company to control the railroad 
situation in New England has been 
quite successful and as considerable 
capital has been involved and the ob- 
ligations of the company have been 
increasing accordingly it may not be 
surprising to see the commission in- 
vestigating the methods of the growth 
of the system. ‘The transactions have 
been of considerable magnitude, both 
legally and in the economic results 
possible and their corresponding in- 
tricacy may have prompted the in- 
vestigation. 

The public does not seem willing to 
allow Mr. Mellen to work out his plans 
of development, some think that he 
has chosen too great a task. Whether 
the business of New England will ex- 
pand in accordance with the expansion 
of the New Haven system is a ques- 
tion too great to solve at this time. 
These problems and the heavy finan- 
cial burdens assumed by the road are 
some of the things that the public, 
through the interstate commerce com- 
mission, seems interested in.

Britain, that the American nation is 
about to violate the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty in absorbing the tolls on ships 
flying the flag of the United States, 
the senior senator from Oregon has 
introduced a bill abrogating the treaty 
as the easiest way out of the difficulty. 

Senator Borah of Idaho, who is a 
member of the foreign Relations Com- 
mittee of the Senate, is not convinced 
that the Chamberlain bill is necessary 
on the ground that the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty contemplated the building 
of the canal on foreign soil, whereas 
we have acquired the strip of territory 
through which the “big ditch” passes 
and the canal, by the very nature of 
things, is on American soil and there- 
fore the treaty in no way applies. 

In any event the question is very 
much alive and is one of the perplex- 
ing problems which the administra- 
tion has to solve in the very near fu- 
ture, as the new Ambassador to the 
United States from Great Britain, it 
is understood, is bringing with him the 
last word on the toll question from the 
English point of view. 


The house has done its part in fav- 
oring the bill prohibiting the carrying 
of the red flag in parades and now a 
further amendment is proposed mak- 
ing it possible for the police to arrest 
offenders without a warrant. ‘This 
suggestion comes from the Boston 
commissioner of police and as a sug- 
gestion from this individual is usually 
a good one there is but little doubt 
that the measure in its entirety will 
pass the Senate.

“Tf I were to read, much less answer, 
all the attacks made on me, this shop 
might as well be closed for any other 
business. I do the very best I know 
how—the very best I can; and I mean 
to keep on doing so until the end. If 
the end brings me out all right, what 
is said against me won’t amount to 
anything. If the end brings me out 
wrong, ten angels swearing I was right 
would make no difference.”

QUINCY ORGANIZATION To But_DCom- 

MUNITY House ON PICTURESQUE 

SITE. 

The members of the Manchester 
Woman’s club who are interested in 
the building of a club-house as sug- 
gested by one of the committees at the 
annual meeting of the club a week or 
two ago, will read the following with 
more or less concern: 

“The Squantum Woman’s club has 
now completed plans for a_ pretty 
bungalow. type of community house 
which it hopes to dedicate on July 4th. 

“The club has 10,000 feet of land all 
paid for.in one of the most picturesque 
spots of that part of Quincy called 
Squantum. The location is on Huck- 
_ ins avenue on land overlooking Bos- 
ton harbor. From this site can be 
seen the whole range of Blue Hills, 
the entire city of Boston, Dorchester 
bay, Quincy bay and the sweep of the 
South shore as far as Minot’s light. 

“The club-house calls for a building 
60 by 40 with a 15-foot veranda across 
the front. As the location is on slop- 
ing land the ground floor is to be of 
cement with a large number of win- 
dows so that it will be light and airy. 
The first floor plans call for a banquet 
room, a gentlemen’s assembly hall, a 
_kitehen, heater room, and a regula- 
tion size bowling alley. The latter 


feature will be conducted by the men’s 
club, which has voted unanimously its 
indorsement of the woman’s club- 
house movement. 

“While known as a woman’s club 
the clubhouse is in reality a commun- 
ity club and the building is planned to 
meet all the needs of a community 
house. 

“The second floor plans provide for 
a large assembly hall, 40 by 4o feet, 
with a stage and dressing rooms. This 
hall will go to the roof. As one enters 
the main entrance there is a short hall 
from which on either side are recep- 
tion rooms which may be used for 
meetings of both men’s and woman’s 
clubs. 

“In one reception room there is to 
be a large fireplace. There are to be 
platforms and window seats. The 
building is planned for future devel- 
opment and there is provision for a 
gallery in the main hall when the ad- 
ditional room is needed. 

“The ladies of the club are selling 
mortgage bonds by which they hope to 
raise a $5,000 building fund.”

THE AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL 


By Dr. Davin SNEDDEN, Com- 
MISSIONER OF EDUCATION 


Because of the general interest in 
the Essex County Agicultural School, 
we are pleased to put before our read- 
ers, a series of four articles, by the 
Commissioner of Education, on the 
aims, scope and methods of work in 
schools designed primarily to fit boys 
to be succesful farmers. (Editor.) 
Il. Practical Programs for Agricul- 

tural Schools. 

If we assume, as we should, that 
the primary aims of the agricultural 
school must be determined by the re- 
quirement of preparing boys from 14 
to 18 years of age for the profitable 
pursuit of agriculture, then certain 
conclusions as to the desirable scope 
and methods of such schools must fol- 
low. 

Such schools must not be weak imi- 
tations of agricultural colleges, giv- 
ing large portions of their time to 
laboratory and textbook work which 
bear only remotely on the pursuit of 
practical farming. Neither should 
they set up standards, either in ad- 
mission requirements or courses which 
will exclude pupils, who in spite 
perhaps, of inadequate general educa- 
tion are nevertheless capable of being 
made successful farmers. 

Some experimental work the agri- 
cultural schools should do in the way 
of finding the best ways for the prac- 
tice of the various phases of agricul- 
ture in the community in which the 
school is located. But such experimen- 
tal work should be incidental to its 
primary purposes of teaching boys 
practical agriculture according to ac- 
cepted principles and methods. Only 
a limited amount and variety of ex- 
perimental work can, at best, be 
carried on by the teachers and with 
the equipment of such a school. Agri- 
cultural colleges and experimental sta- 
tions, aided by well-trained experts 
and abundant resources can best carry 
on experimental work of the char- 
acter demanded by the stage of agri- 
cultural development now reached. 

These agricultural schools might 
also, as an incidental part of its re- 
‘sponsibilities, give attention to  so- 
called “demonstration” work—that 
is, attempts to show what can be done 
in a given neighborhood with crops 
not before cultivated, with land hith- 
erto neglected, or with implements 
and methods of cultivation, the prac- 
tical worth of which have not yet 
been apparent to, the people of the 
locality. But there are obvious limits 
to the extent to which such “demon- 
stration” work can be carried on in 
schools with small teaching force and

limited resources, and in which the 
large majority of pupils are begin- 
ners in the study of agriculture. 

It is probable that in some agricul- 
tural schools courses will be organized 


for girls. Many persons believe that 
there are’some diversions of agricul- 
ture and small live stock husbandry 
which will offer suitable occupations 
for women. We have little experience 
as yet in support of this view, but it 
is important,that girls be given an op- 
portunity in agricultural schools to 
prove whether any phases of agricul- 
ture offers them profitable vocations. 

But it is clear that profitable house- 
hold arts courses for country girls can 
be maintained in agricultural schools. 
Such courses should be thoroughly 
practical and scientific and should 
aim to produce efficiency in the home 
no less than the agricultural courses 
should aim to produce efficiency on 
the farm. 

After being well established, some 
agricultural schools will become cen-

ters for short course instruction for 
working farmers in seasons’ when 
farm work is slack. ‘The agricultural 
college will often find it expedient 
and desirable to carry on experiment 
station or demonstration work near 
the school.- Exhibits of modern ma- 
chinery and other aids to agriculture 
will doubtless often be held there. 
The farmers of the neighborhood will 
probably bring their best products to 
the school at times, as they take them 
to fairs, for exhibition purposes. 

But all of these useful functions 
must be regarded as secondary to the 
primary purposes of the school, which 
is, in a business-like fashion to pre- 
pare boys to succeed in farming and 
to like that os a career.

the formation of an International In- 
stitute for Measuring the Prosperity 
of Nations with headquarters either in 
London or Boston, This Institute will 
be semi-official in character and collect 
(through two ofticial members from each 
nation) statistics showing the real com- 
mercial, industrial and financial condi- 
tion of the nations.

making an appeal for Economic Educa- ~ 


tion. Babson Plots of the different na- 
tions were exhibited showing the most 
wonderful relation between national 
prosperity and a certain educational sys- 
tem. Based upon these charts, Mr. Bab- 
son said: ‘‘The present school system of 
ten years or more of all school and no 
work, followed abruptly by years of 
work and no school is both unscientific 
and brutal and is making a nation of 
abnormal consumers. The boy must be 
taught to produce while at school and 
to study while at work. The education- 
al authorities of the world will all adopt 
an advanced form of continuation 
schools combined with Vocational 
Guidance Departments. Even in a very 
abbreviated form, this system of Eeo- 
nomic Education has given Germany 
the greatest growth of any nation dur- 
ing the past twenty years. The other 
nations must adopt this system for self- 
preservation. ’’

Rev. Clarence Strong Pond, the 
present pastor in the years of splen- 
did service has seen the church grow 
to a strong power in the community. 
The Italian and Scandinavian classes 
in the Sunday school have been feat- 
ures of the work done there, and his 
pastorate has been one of signal suc- 
cess. 

The history of the church at Bev- 
erly Farms dates back to the autumn 
of 1826, when Benjamin Knight of Sa- 
lem began to hold meetings in the old 
schoolhouse, which stands near the 
spot where the present church stands. 
These meetings were well attended 
and the building was crowded to its 
utmost capacity. This continued for 
three years when on Sept. 23, 1820, a 
church of eleven members, three males 
and eight females, was organized. Mr. 
Knight was ordained to the ministry 
the same day and the following day 
was settled as pastor over the church. 
This was known as a Christian Baptist 
church. 

It soon became evident that the 
schoolhouse was too small for the 
needs of the new and growing church, 
so steps were at once taken to erect a 
house of their own and Feb.22, 1830, 
the new house was dedicated. ‘This 
house was forty feet square and cost 
$1,600.00. It was built of birch, and 
had neither cupola or spire. The bricks

been used in the construction of the 
first cotton mill in America, situated 
at North Beverly. 

On Sept. 9, 1834, the church was re- 
organized as a Baptist church, with 
a membership of thirty-five, ten males 


and twenty-five females. Rev. Benj. 
Knight continued as pastor until June 
16, 1835, when he resigned and was 
succeeded by Rev. S. C. Gilbert. In 
1844, the brick meeting house gave way 
to the present structure which was re- 
modelled in 1892. 

The following pastors have served 
the church: Rey. Benjamin Knight, 
1829 to 1835; Rev. S. C. Gilbert, 1835 
to 1836; Rev Benjamin Knight, 1838 to 
1839; Rev. P. P. Sanderson, 1840 to 
1842; Rev. Sumner Hale, 1842 to 
1847; Rev. Charles W. Reding, 1848 
to 1856; Rev. Samuel. Brooks, 1857 
to 1860; C. W. Reding, 1861 to 1865 ; 
T. M. Meriman, 1865 to 1867; J. T. 
Lathrop, 1867 to 1870; C. W. Red- 
ing, 1874 to 1881; E. M. Shaw, 1881 
to 1884; J. D. Smith, 1885 to 1887; 
T’. Richard Peede, 1887 to 1888; Rev. 
E. P. Hoyt, 1890 to 1895; Rev. Rob- 
ert Bennett 1895.

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DEMOCRATS AND PROGRESSIVE 
PRINCIPLES 

Although the Progressive party lost 
in New York last November, the mem- 
bers of that constituency are enjoying 
the experience of seeing the New 
York Democratic Legislature carry in- 
to effect many of the measures along 
the lines of “social and industrial jus- 
tice,” which they made capital of in 
their pre-election speeches. The rec- 
ord which is being made by the New 
York Legislature is quite enviable and 
is to be commended; it is doubly in- 
teresting in the fact that it will pro- 
bably have a decided effect upon the 
Progressive party in that State. Per- 
haps the chief reason for the Demo- 
crats playing sponsers for the pet 
measures of the Progressives is that 
the latter party’s alarming strength at 
the last state election probably showed 
the Democrats that they would not be 
making any mistake in carrying out 
some of the progressive policies in 
their own administration. 

This does not mean that the Repub- 
licans are not strong in New York 
state. Last November Mr. Taft pulled 
more votes there than did Mr. Roose- 
velt, and that party need fear but lit- 
tle on the apparent alliance between 
the Democrats and Progressives on 
some matters of purely local interest. 
The alliance of the last-named parties 
with Goy. Sulzer in his campaign for 
a state-wide direct nominations law 
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need not be a sign of any such alliance 
nationally. This will be realized all 
the more when it is seen that the Pro- 
gressives will of necessity play sec- 
end fiddle to Gov. Sulzer. 

If the two parties unite in any cam- 
paign Sulzer and the Democrats will 
get the credit for any success achieved.

After all has practically been said 
and done in the Chicago opera contro- 
versy it would appear that the un- 
timely retirement of Andreas Dippel 
from the company indicates that he 
has been bought out. With Mr. Dip- 
pel’s retirement from the active man- 
agement of the opera in the Windy 
City we have two great managers quite 
effectually silenced, for Oscar Ham- 
merstein is in comparatively the same 
situation as Mr. Dippel. 

The rupture in Chicago which re- 
sulted in the retirement of Mr. Dippel 
seemed to develop out of breaking the 
ties with New York. As is quite well 
known, the Chicago opera was estab- 
lished largely because of Mr. Hammer- 
stein’s suppression in Manhattan, thus 
giving the competing house plenty of 
available singers and other material. 
But Chicago has been made subsidiary 
to Gotham, with the result that Chica- 
go rebelled. Mr. Dippel’s mysterious re- 
tirement followed, and the policy in 
the middle western city was also re- 
pudiated. Meanwhile under Cam- 
pinini the next Chicago season ought 
to be a brilliant one, despite the fact 
that the company has lost a good man- 
ager. 


THe AMERICAN VOICE 

“Correctness of speech is not very 
difficult to learn or to teach to anyone 
who will take moderate pains. It is 
different with those elusive qualities 
which go to make speech a fine art, the 
inflection of the voice and all these 
delicate modulations which ally speech 
to music.” Springfield Republican. 

In the quick spasmodic rapid-fire 
pace with which the American is us- 
ually identified in his business and so- 
cial activities, it is not surprising that 
critics claim that the American voice 
is of a shrill rasping quality. If this 
charge be true then there are many 
reasons to which it may be ascribed. 
Mrs. Edith Wynne Matthison, ‘the 
noted English actress, is not a very 
severe. critic when she says that al- 
though she finds a shrillness in the

average American voice, she has also 
heard many “beautiful well-modulated 
voices.” She is indeed generous when 
she asserts that the noise of the aver- 
age American city is the cause of any 
such rasping voice quality. 

Whatever foreigners may think of 
the American voice it is indeed prefer- 
able to the cockney dialect of London. 
The sonorous and superfluous man- 
nerisms of the Londoners’ voice do not 
seem as euphonious as the straight- 
forward English spoken by the Ameri- 
can. 

Much of the English language as 
used by Americans has developed in- 
to a means of verbal communication 
that might be termed “slanguage.”’ 
Slang in its various phases, from the 
Bowery “goil” to the “orripa” of the 
Americanized Italian, is abusing the 
voice setting a too rapid and unfair 
pace on the vocal chords and gener- 
ally raising havoc with the American 
reputation of being good singers and 
conversationalists. For there are many 
good American singers and this indic- 
ates that the American voice must be 
of first rate quality, after all. 


It is a good move to keep the Bos- 
ton Athenaeum down-town and_ to 
provide it with a suitably’ enlarged 
structure made fireproof to guard its 
treasures. This is a valuable library 
to have in the down-town district of 
the Hub and by keeping it there, ser- 
vice and sentimentality are both pro- 
perly noted. Everyone is proud of 
the Fenway and its beautiful buildings 
and surroundings but it would not 
have been a serviceable location for 
the Atheneaum. . 


Although woman suffrage lost a- 
gain in the British Parliament Tues- 
day it seems as if every ounce of the 
personal effort of Premier Asquith 
was necessary to defeat the measure. 
The vote, 266 to 219, shows that there 
is a genuine sentiment favoring suf- 
frage in England and in spite of the 
inilitants’ outrages, came within a hair 
breadth of winning—in another test 
it may reach its goal. 


When two of their brother officers 
were assassinated the entire police 
force of New York went on a still hunt 
for the murderer.

D. Haywood at an I. W. W. meeting 
on Boston Common. There are in- 
deed a few walking delegates like him- 
self who are favored with that doubt- 
ful distinction, but for people upon 
whom society depends to do the thou- 
sand and one things of our daily life 
four hours a day does not seem pos- 
sible. The prospect may be pleasant to 
contemplate, but it would not suffice 
except in the case of such parasites 
as Haywood. 


The able and persevering Whitman 
of New York is still at it. Four po- 
lice inspectors who kept a witness out 
of the city in the prosecution of graft 
cases have been found guilty and will 
probably be sentenced to jail. Police 
corruption is getting unfashionable in 
Gotham and if Whitman stays on the 
job it is going to be comparatively ob- 
solete.

SIGNS AND WiLL, Go ABROAD 
John Jones, for nearly eighteen years 
professional at the classic Myopia 
Hunt club golf links at Hamilton, the 
finest course on this side of the At- 
lantic, has resigned and leaves next 
month for his boyhood home at Hoy- 
lake, England, where he learned the 
game and where he expects to play in 
the big international championship 

next month. 

Few golf professionals in the United 
States are better known than “Jack” 
Jones. He was professional at the 
Stafford links at Staffordshire, Eng- 
land, before he came to the States and 
went to Myopia. It was in the days 
when golf was young, years before it 
had won anything like its present pop- 
ularity and when Myopia’s now fam- 
ous course consisted of nine holes. He 
taught many of the Myopia club mem- 
bers their first lessons in the game 
and many famous men have _ been 
among his pupils. Even President 
Taft during his summer at Beverly 
was always glad to get a few points 
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in playing the Myopia course from the 
genial “Jack” Jones. 

With the passing of years Myopia’s 
course was developed and much of this 
wonderful development is due to Her- 
bert C. Leeds for many years chair- 
man of the golf committee who visited 
all the famous links in Scotland and 
England and incorporated their best 
points into the course at Hamilton.

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Register of Probate Atherton Gives Interesting 


“Probate Law” under ordinary con- 
ditions offers a rather dry subject 
for a talk before a gathering of men, 
yet the manner in which Horace H. 
Atherton, Jr., register of probate of 
Essex County handled the subject in 
a rambling sort of talk before the 
members of the Manchester club last 
Friday evening, places such a subject 
in.a‘more interesting light. Mr. Ath- 
erton intermingled wit with the sub- 
ject in such a way that his hearers 
were instructed as well as entertained. 

Mr. Atherton quoted the late 

dge Choate, for many years at the 
head of the Essex county probate 
court, as saying that it sesined to be 
an instinct of man that property 
shuuld -lescend from parents to chil- 
dren, a principle recognized by all civi- 
lized uations. The forms of law and 
of procedure, Register Atherton sta- 
ted, by which this descent is regulated 
are diverse in different states, but 
they all agree in giving to the wifs and 
children, or other kindred, the goods, 
chattels and estate of a deceased per- 
son. 

Register Atherton said there were 
two methods of distributing in the 
case of a person after death. One is 
the distribution according to the last 
will and testament of the deceased. 
Another is a distribution according to 
the Jaw in such cases made and pro- 
vided, there being no legal record of 
the last will or intention of the owner 
upon that matter. 

“Tf.our property is to be distributed 
by will, we come then to the more 
practical question of who can make a 
will? The statute says every person 
of full age and sound mind. The full 
age is 21. A child under 21 cannot 
dispose-of one dollar’s worth of prop- 
erty, real or personal, by will. He 
or she may have an enormous fortune, 
but it cannot be given away by will at 
death and it must pass according to 
the laws of descent. 

“Let us assume for a moment that 
our will has been legally drawn and 
properly executed. It is highly im- 
portant that it be legally drawn and I 
cannot at this moment think of a more 
unfortunate thing than an imperfect, 
home -made-will, whose:name:is legion. 
A will legally drawn, properly execut- 
ed. must then be proven by the Pro- 
bate Court, or it has no standing, 
and:no property, real or personal, can 
pass by it unless it is set up by our 
court. 

“Consequently, as it speaks at our 
death, its voice should be distinct and

its mission thoroughly understood. 

“Tess mental capacity is required to 
make a will than to make a contract. 
The test in the law of wills may be 
said, in a general way, to be whether 
the testator understands what he pos- 
sesses, whether he has the mental cap- 
acity to know who his heirs are and 
what his relationship to them is. If 
he knows what property he owns, un- 
derstands what the ownership of prop- 
erty is, if he knows who his heirs are 
and if he has the capacity to have a 
reason for desiring to give property to 
some one, to be grateful for favors 
received, then he is not insane and in- 
capable of making a valid will, al- 
though he may not come up to the 
mental standard of one competent to 
make a contract.” 

Mr. Atherton said that wills must 
be in writing, not oral. ‘To this, how- 
ever, he said there was one exception. 
Wills of soldiers in actual military 
service and of marines at sea may 
be oral, that is, nuncupative. They 
only dispose of personal estate, how- 
ever, as one cannot dispose of real 
property by such a will. It gives no 
rights to the hero at Boxford in camp 
on the summer muster field. It must 
be a soldier in actual military service, 
or a mariner at sea, not a yachtsman 
on the bounding billows off Manches- 
ter or in some other pleasure trove 
along our stern and rock bound coast. 

“We have jurisdiction not only of 
wills of granting administrations upon 
estates where no will is left, of the 
appointment of guardians of minors, 
insane people, and spendthrifts, of pe- 
titions for the adoption of children and 
for the changes of names; separate 
support cases, and of such other mat- 
ters as have been, or may, placed with- 
in our jurisdiction by law and these 
and similar cases are of such vital 
moment to our social fabric, that the 
mere recital of them gives a keen reali- 
zation of the never ending importance 
of the duties and functions of the 
Probate Cuurt. 

“An anonymous writer has well said 
that few men in the community have 
as many things of importance entru st- 
ed to them as the lawyers, and he 
might have added that few lawyers 
have more important functions en- 
trusted to them than those which are 
necessarily exercised within the con- 
fines of the Probate Court. When we 
try to fully understand this claim, we 
must remember that no true concep- 
tion of the lawyer’s influence can be 
found by considering only trial law-

yers. ‘There are many famous and in- 
fluential lawyers who never appear in 
the courts in the usually understood 
capacity of a trial lawyer. They are 
what are called office lawyers and 
there are none more important. 

“The lawyer has to deal with the re- 
lationship of men. He is continually 
trying to answer such questions as: 
What disposition should be made of 
the property? What is the meaning 
of a will? What is legally right for 
the weak? Who should be put under 
guardianship? Should a man and his 
wife be separated and, if so, and there 
are children of young and tender years, 
to whom should their custody be 
given? And thus, perhaps, at one fell 
swoop, determine or alter their entire 
future careers. 

“lhe noble lawyer, of character high, 
principles true, and with a conscience 
sensitive to the calls of the Divine, 
moves continually upon the fundamen- 
tal law of nature, ‘that a man should 
live on, hurt no one and render every 
tran his due,’ and he is truly a lawyer 
of power and,a man to be honored, 
who would rather know the joy of a 
clear conscience than to deprive any 
one, living or dead, of that which, 
by the law, belongs to him or his heirs. 
‘rue character is not revealed by 
tricks and that shrewdness which takes 
advantage of weakness, particularly 
‘n widows, minors, children, insane 
people and others, and such conduct is 
sure to unsettle the foundations of 
true nobility.” 

Mr. Atherton closed his very 
interesting and instructive address by 

inviting his hearers to visit him at 
the Probate Office in Salem, where he 
said he would be glad to personally 
show them the court in operation. 

At the clase of the tatx Ms. Ather- 
ton was given a rising vote of thanks. 
Following the talk refreshments were 
served by the entertainment com- 
mittee.

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NOTES ON LOCAL HISTORY 


1. THE BASIS OF LAND TITLES 
By C. H. C. 


In 1497, five years after Columbus 
had discovered the New World and 
before he had reached the main land 
of America, John Cabot, sailing under 
a commission or license from the 
King of England and _ authorized 
thereby “to discover countries then 
unknown to Christian peoples and to 
take possession of them in the name 
of the King of England,” reached the 
North American continent and sailed 
down the coast from Newfoundland 
to Virginia. It is to this voyage of 
John Cabot and his discovery of this 
continent that the English traced 
their title and based their claim to 
the right to colonize North America. 

Although, ‘fon discovery of this im- 
mense continent the nations of Europe 
were eager to appropriate to them- 
selves so much of it as they could re- 
spectively acquire, they realized that 
it was necessary in order to avoid con- 
flicting settlements and consequent 
wars with each other, to establish a 
principle which all should acknow- 
ledge as the law by which the right 
of acquisition, which they all assent- 
ed to, should be regulated as between 
themselves. ‘This principle, now long 
established in the Law of Nations, 
was that discovery gave title to the 
government by whose subjects or by 
whose authority it was made, against 
all other European governments, 
which title might be consumated by 
possession.” ‘That is to say, the fee 
or absolute title to the land was thus 
considered to be in the sovereign by 
whose subjects it was discovered and 
in whose name it was taken possess- 
ion of. 

This principle disregards any sub- 
stantial title to the land in the In- 
dians who were found here occupying 
it, but so far as they are concerned 
“the theory universally adopted, act- 
ed upon and sanctioned by a long 
course of judicial decisions of the 
highest authoritv, was, that the In- 
dians found upon this continent had 
no legal title to the soil, as that term 
was understood at the common law 
and among civilized nations, no fee 
in the land, but only a temporary 
right of occupancy for which it was 
perhaps equitable to make them 
seme allowance.” Bill Nye says that 
“he Pilgrims were honest, and gave 
the Indians something for their land 
in almost every instance, but they put 
a price upon it which has made the 
Indian ever since a _ comparitively 
poor man.” As‘a matter of fact the 


territory occupied by the Indians was 
disposed of by the governments of 
Europe at their pleasure as if it had 
been found without inhabitants. 
After the voyage of Cabot, other 
navigators sailed along this coast, but 
more than a hundred years passed 
away before a permanent English set- 
tlement was made on this continent. 
Charters were granted in 1606 and 
and 1609, but “it is under the patent 
of 1620 which conveyed to the grant- 
ees an absolute property in all lands 
between the 4oth and 48th degrees 
north latitude that New England was 
in a great measure settled. The 
grantees under the 1620 charter, who 
were denominated the Plymouth 
Company, conveyed or assigned to 
Sir Henry Roswell dnd_ others, in 
1627, that territory which is now 
Massachusetts; and in 1628 a charter 
of incorporation, comprehending the 
powers of government was granted 
to the purchaser.” ‘This conveyance 
to Roswell and his associates “grant- 


ed and confirmed to them all the said. 


lands described and every part there- 
of and all the islands, rivers, ports, 
havens, waters, fishings, fishes, mines, 
et cetera, with their appurtenances.” 

The effect of this charter under 
which Roswell and his associates took 
their title was to grant to the Goy- 
ernor and Company as a body, the 
jura regalia or perogative rights of 
the crown; to be held for the Colony 
as the Crown held them for the realm 
of England; and also the ordinary 
right of property in the soil, to be 
held-and granted on the liberal tenure 
of free and common socage as private 
rights in real estates are held at com- 
mon law.” 

“The King having the power, in 
these unsettled parts of his dominion, 
out of the realm of England to grant 
a title to the land for the purposes 
of settlement and such powers of 
government as might be necessary; 
and a charter having been granted 
vesting the right in the soil in the 
grantees with very large powers of 
government including all necessary 
to the control and management of all 
public interests, of navigation and 
fisheries and of the seashore and nav- 
igable waters, the effect of this char- 
ter was, further, to grant to the com- 
pany both the jus privatum and the 
jus publicum of the crown: the jus 
privatum or title to the land to be 
held in fee, parcelled out to corpora- 
tions and individuals to be held in fee 


subject to the rules of the common 
law as private property; and the jus 
publicum or all those rights of the 
crown in the sea, seashore, bays and 
arms of the sea where the tide ebbs 
and flows in trust for public use of 
all those who should become inhabi- 


tants of said territory and subjects of © 


said government.”

II 
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SCHOOL GARDENS 

In thousands of cities and towns in 
this month of May, the children are 
digging, planting, raking and weeding 
like industrious little ants, in school 
gardens. It is a winsome sight, full 
of poetic promise for years of ser- 
vice ahead. 

But many of these school gardens 
will not look so poetic about Aug. 15. 
In the majority of cases, there will be 
no one to supervise this little agricul- 
tural enterprise. The teachers will be 
scattered to the four winds of heaven. 
The vagrant impulses of childhood 
will reassert themselves in these boy 
and girl minds. 

The experiment is being tried in 
Manchester this year for the first 
time, through the efforts of the North 
Shore Horticultural society. The 
Manchester boys and girls will have 
an advantage over boys and girls of 
other communities inasmuch as the 
members of this organization have 
proffered their services in helping the 
young folk learn how to cultivate their 
gardens. 

Youth finds a dreamy pleasure in 
drifting irresponsibly from one diver- 
sion to another through summer vaca- 
tion. Doing garden work in the leis- 
ure of July is much harder for the 
youngsters than in busy May and 
June, when the school habits of dis- 
cipline hold them down to regular 
tasks. 

Which suggests that the school 
garden movement, which has become 
national in its scope, is useful princi- 
pally in so far as it teaches thorough- 
ness, which is good as far as it goes. 

American children are admitted the 
world over to be clever, agile of mind, 
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and very apt. But they lack the gol- 
den principle of thoroughness of 
finishing a job to the limit until it is 
done and well done. 

It may well be questioned whether 
the training given by a school garden 
during the spring months is of any 
value, if the child gets the idea that 
the thing can be left half done when 
school closes and not completed. Un- 
less some provision is made to have 
the gardens kept up until vegetables 
and flowers ripen and the produce is 
harvested, the information gained may 
not offset the positive harm done. An 
unfinished garden, suffered to run to 
weeds and to miss its full fruition, is 
a bad precedent of irregularity and 
deficiency to fix in a child’s mind. 


B1LuE RipBon BABIES 

Baby shows are no novelty, but the 
recent show in New York, where so 
many “perfect babies” were judged by 
the Gotham critics leads one to be- 
lieve that with the scientific system of 
marking them that babies, or rather 
their place in the world, is being ex- 
aggerated. They have their import- 
ance, it is true, but it is not to be ex- 
pected that they should all be prize 
babies. 

A great deal of work has been done 
by mortals in this world who would 
never take a prize at a baby show, and 
it is doubtful if the great majority of 
prize-winners in school or college ever 
captured such a trophy. It is usually 
hard to ascertain what a young man 
will do out in the world after he has 
left college. It must be still harder 
to tell what kind of a man a blue- 
ribbon baby is going to make. 


The eugenists are going to have 


their hands full if they attempt to 
coin a world of 100 per cent babies. 
The baby shows are instructive and 
entertaining, but if all are not winners 
of ribbons we should not despair. It 
takes all sorts of persons to make a 
world, and it also takes all sorts of 
babies to make all sorts of people. 


Our Forest Frres 
With over 1200 forest fires reported 
since April 1 by the fire wardens at the 


_ 20 observation towers in the state it 


would seem that even more radical 
protective measures are needed to pro- 
tect our local forests. There are 1700 
deputy fire wardens on call, but even 
with this fighting force there have 
been eight fires which have run utterly 
beyond the control of this force, one 
costing a human life. All of the fires 
destroyed standing timber, cut wood 
and buildings. 

With all of the preventative methods 
now used severe measures should gov- 
ern the actions of those persons who 


deliberately start forest fires. Many 
fires are set by individuals who do it 
with the intention of being paid to 
extinguish the same. A great deal of 
small brush that is left by roadsides 
by men who are paid to clean the 
highways is a prey to the carelessly 
thrown match or cigaret stub and 
often branches out into a forest fire 
of large proportions. A law prevent- 
ing lumbermen from placing the dried 
tops and branches of trees after re- 
moving the large trunks would not be 
amiss and would without doubt pre- 
vent many fires. 

Despoiled of much of its foliage 
during the past few weeks through 
fires, in most cases unnecessary, Mas- 
sachusetts has lost much of its beauty 
and charm to the tourists who come 
here each summer. The fight against 
the brown-tail moth and other pests 
has been discouraging enough to pri- 
vate owners of estates and municipal- 
ities, but the denuding of the forests 
is all the more so and just as un- 
necessary. This state is paying dearly 
for its fires and is accordingly deaden- 
ing the interest in the preservation of 
its timber lands. 


Must Report ACCIDENTS. 

The following statute, recently pass- 
ed by the Legislature and signed by 
the Governor, goes into effect on May 
22d. As this piece of legislation af- 
fects particularly those of our read- 


ers who own or operate automobiles, © 


we desire to bring it to their atten- 
tion. ‘The statute reads as follows: 

Sec. 1. Every operator of a 
motor vehicle, which for any rea- 
son is involved in an accident in 
which any person or property is 
injured, shall forthwith report the 
same to the Massachusetts High- 
way Commission. 

Sec. 2. For any violation of 
the provision of this Act said 
Commission may revoke or sus- 
pend the license of the operator. . 
This statute is aimed to assist the 

Highway Commission in its work of 
investigating and keeping a record of 
accidents. 


PusBLic ENTITLED TO PROTECTION 
The campaign waged by the Mass. 
Milk Consumers’ association in sup- 


port of the Ellis Clean Milk Bill, can- 


not go un-rewarded. Ultimately the 
association must win. Mrs. Wm. 
Lowell Putnam, Richards M. Bradley, 
Dr. Hugh Cabot and others of our 
North Shore colony are actively inter- 
ested in the work of the association, 
the chief aim of which is to unite con- 
sumers in obtaining efficient inspection 
and a pure milk supply. 

The Legislature cannot much longer 


refuse to give the public proper pro- 
tection from the evils of impure milk. 
Our State Board of Health ought to 
have appropriations, inspectors and 
the law to safeguard our milk supply. 
The long suffering public, which pays 
over twenty-five million dollars a year 
for the milk which it consumes, is en- 
titled to reasonable protection, and 
they are bound to get it. 


Destroy THE Motu Nests 

The Beverly Improvement society 
is as usual alert to the many avenues 
of progress. Under their direction 
one-half of the public roads have been 
cleared of tent caterpillars by the boys 
of the Baptist church. The other 
half have been completed by the moth 
department of the city of Beverly. 
Similar work has been carried on by 
the authorities in Manchester and at 
Magnolia. Effective work in the ex- 
termination of caterpillars can be 
done through the co-operation of 
‘property owners. Cottage dwellers 
should exteminate all such caterpil- 
lars at once; property owners should 
instruct caretakers to look carefully 
after this pest. Fifteen minutes’ 
work now will prevent destructive in- 
roads by these pests later in the sea- 
son. 


New respect is being felt in New 
York for the way in which the grand 
jury under Dist. Atty. Whitman is 
being made an agency for protecting 
the public interest. It has been em- 
ployed relentlessly to probe police ini- 
quity and other shortcomings in pub- 
lic places. Now follows the indict- 
ment of State Senator Stillwell on 
bribery charges that were investigated 
by the lawmaking body of which he 
was a member. His  exoneration 
there is now to be inquired into at 
the hands of Mr. Whitman, who re- 
gards this case as of “paramount im- 
portance” and he will push it as 
speedily as possible. This shows that 
there is less need for new laws and 
a more vigorous application of those 
already in force. 

Strewing the roads with nails to 
puncture auto tires will hardly gain 
the militants as many votes as would 
starting free dispensaries of gasoline. 
—Boston Herald.

FRIEDMANN’S “CURE” 

The report of the United States 
government surgeons and medical of- 
ficers that “the facts thus far observed 
in Dr. Friedmann’s method of treat- 
ing tuberculosis do not justify that 
confidence in the remedy which has 
been inspired by widespread publicity” 
should be noted by everyone who has 
interested himself in the professed 
cure of the German doctor. It is 
claimed on this good authority that 
no specific cure for the dread disease 
has been found as yet to warrant the 
confidence of the public or the medical 
profession. 

This fact, coupled with the resolu- 
tion almost exactly the same as adopt- 
ed by the national association for the 
study and prevention of tuberculosis, 
shows that there is no possible bias 
shown the German savant because the 
latter association is composed, not only 
of physicians, but of a large number 
of social workers and students of 
tuberculosis who have no interest in 
the Friedmann case other than to seek 
an ultimate cure. 

The action of the government sur- 
geons in publishing their observations 
is amply justified, in view of the con- 
duct of Dr. Friedmann in so quickly 
commercializing his proposition. The 
resolution adopted by the national as- 
sociation is to be welcomed in the in- 
terests of suffering humanity. The 
doctor and his turtle vaccine have 
steadily lost the confidence, during the 
past few weeks, of most persons who 
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really know anything about tubercu- 
losis. Present methods of treating 
the disease should not be abandoned 
because of the claims of Dr. Fried- 
mann. 


BarrED FroM REVERE BEACH 
BOULEVARD 

Motorists are to be barred from 
part of the Revere Beach boulevard 
this summer on Saturday, Sunday and 
holiday afternoons and evenings. A 
rule has just been issued by the Met-

WitH THE MANCHESTER BOARD 
OF SELECTMEN AND OTHER 
Town OFFICIALS 


A special town meeting will be 
held Monday evening, May 26. The 
regular adjourned meeting will be 
held June 2. 


The selectmen granted two addi- 
tional junk licenses at their meeting 
Tuesday evening, one to N. Zelinsky, 
a renewal, and a new license to Mr. 
Sternberg, both of Beverly. 


State Forester Rane has approved 
the action of the board of selectmen 
in appointing Raymond Crocker sup- 
erintendent of moth suppression work 
to succeed John D. Morrison. Mr. 
Crocker will assume charge May 24. 


The board of selectmen received 
word from the Harbor and Land 
Commissioners last night that if the 
Town of Manchester will appropriate 
$8000 for dredging in the harbor this 
year the board will recommend an ad- 
ditional appropriation by the state, 
so that a total of over $17,000 will 
be available for use this year. 


We understand that the party who 
wanted to buy the Old Burying 
Ground lot at Manchester Cove for 
a summer home, has been in touch 
with the board of selectmen and re- 
newed the original offer to the town 
for the purchase of the property. 
Which is: an offer of $2500 an acre 
for the land. When the matter was 
originally taken up an offer of $2500 
an acre was made, on the supposition 
that there were approximately 3 acres 
of land. This would have made a total 
of about $7500 for the land. ‘The 
former board of selectmen brought 
the matter before the town, saying 
there were 2 9-100 acres, but instead 
of recommending the sale on the basis 
of 2 9-100 acres at $2500 an acre 
(making a total of $5225), they 
recommended the price be $8500, 
which would make the rate per acre 
something over $4000. ‘This was 
nearly double what the prospective 
purchaser offered. 

Now the party comes forward again 
and renews his original offer. One

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Fred K. Swett is ill at his home on 
Friend street with diphtheria.

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BIBLE SCHOOL CONVENTION 
HELD AT MANCHESTER. 


The Salem Baptist Bible School 
convention was held Wednesday, 
May 14, at the Baptist church, Man- 


chester. It was an all day session, and 


some 350 or more people were here, 
representing the various churches 
of the association, which extends 
from Manchester to Lynn. 

The session opened at 10 o’clock in 
the morning and continued into the 
evening, with plenty of speakers on 
all phases of Sunday School and kin- 
dred work. Nearly 500 meals were 
served by large committee in charge 
in the vestry of the church. Everybody 
spoke in high praise of the manner 
in which the local society managed 
the convention under the direction of 
the pastor, Rev. A. G.Warner 

One of the pleasantest features of 
the evening session, and a surprise to 
the local contingent, was the an- 
nouncement that the prize banner of- 
fered the class of boys between 12 and 
18, having the highest percentage, 
had been won by the boys of the 
Manchester church. ‘The prize was 
awarded on a percentage basis to the 
class of boys of the above-stated age, 
that had the highest average percent- 


_age for general knowledge of the les- 


sons, or attendance and for interest- 
ing other boys. Each week the re- 
cord was sent into the state secretary 
and the result of the contest was an- 
nounced last night. 

There were many interesting speak- 
ers and addresses throughout the day, 
and it would fill our pages to over- 
flowing to print them all. One of the 
most interesting of the day was by 
Percy Ray of Salem, whose — sub- 
ject was, “Is the work of the Sunday 
School completed when a boy goes in- 
to the church? 

In speaking of the scope of the 
work of the Sunday school after a boy 
has joined the church, Mr. Ray said 
that the work of the school had but 
really commenced after a young per- 
son had taken the step to battle for 
a place in the world. ‘The boy starts 
out on his career a Christian,” said 
Mr, Ray, ‘but if he does not read his 
Bible and follow his teachings he will 
soon be found in a place other than 
Sunday School. 

“When a young man goes to work 
his employer may scoff at him when 
he takes up religion. In his school 
days perhaps the boy has been study- 
ing under a teacher of another reli- 
gious faith; that instructor is quite 
likely to prejudice herself against him 
and will neglect to properly guide him 
in his lessons. That is where the test 
comes for the Sunday School.

School to a great carpenter shop, as he 
expressed it, “fitting our boys for the 
battle of life.” “Let the Sunday 
School see that the young man follows 
some useful vocation and then help 
him to succeed.”

Assessors’ Notice 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 
41 of part 1 of chapter 490 of the Acts of 
1909, all persons, firms and corporations, 
domestic or foreign, subject to taxation in 
said town are hereby notified to bring in 
to the assessors of said town ON OR BE- 
FORE JUNE 1, next, in case of residents, 
true lists of all their polls and estates, 
both real and personal (not exempt by 
Jaw from taxation), of which they are 
possessed on the first day of April in the 
current year, and in case of non-residents 
and foreign corporations, true lists of all 
their estate, both real and personal, in 
said town not exempt from _ taxation, 
wnich lists must be verified by oath as 
required by Section 43 of said part 1. 

Under the provisions of Section 42 of 
said part 1, the above-mentioned lists 
must be in form prescribed by the Tax 
Commissioner of the Commonwealth. 
These blank forms may be had at the 
Assessors’ office, or will be mailed to any 
address upon application. 

Section 45 of part 1 of chapter 490, 
Acts of 1909: A mortgagor or mortgagee 
of real estate may bring in to the asses- 
sors of the city or town in which it lies, 
within the time prescribed by the notice 
under Section 41, a statement under oath 
of the amount secured thereon or on each 
separate parcel thereof, with the name 
and residence of every holder of an in- 
terest therein as mortagor or mortgagee. 
If such property is situated in two. or 
more places, or if a recorded mortgage 


includes two or more estates or parts of 
an estate as security for one sum, such 
statement shall include an estimate of the 
interest of the mortgagee in each estate 
or part of an estate. The assessors shall, 
from such statement or otherwise, ascer- 
tain the proportionate interests of the 
mortgagor or mortgagee, respectively, in 
said estates, and shall assess the same ac- 
cordingly. If, in any year, such  state- 
ment is not brought in, the tax for that 
year on such real estate shall not be 
invalid merely for the reason that the in- 
terest of the mortgagee therein has not 
been assessed to him.

Paterson, N. J. AND THE I. W. W. 

No prospect of compromise or con- 
ciliation is offered in the strike at Pa- 
terson, N. J., and the latest declara- 
tion of Patrick Quinlan, the convicted 
I. W. W. leader of the strikers there 
shows that the strikers do not intend 
to diminish their efforts to win the 
issue by fair means or foul. Quinlan 
seems to be biting off more than he 
can chew, however, when he declares 
that “we are going to win this strike 
or wipe Paterson off the map.” Simi- 
lar declarations were made in Law- 
rence over a year ago, but the mill 
town still has a geographical location 
on the map and is doing business. 

The time is apt to come shortly 
when a little militancy will be shown 
by those opposed to the methods of 
the I. W. W. people. When that 
time comes such agitators as Quinlan 
and his confrere, Haywood, will be 
wiped off the map in a storm of ex- 
citement in just such a manner as they 
are continually doing in various parts 
of the country. 


Under the present “management,” 
the I. W. W. need not alarm the 
country at large. ‘To be successful 
in its attempts it needs cooler heads 
than Miss Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, 
Haywood and Quinlan. The com- 
paigns of labor organizations such as 
the I. W. W. have never been felt 
to any great extent throughout the 
entire country and will never be very 
serious under the present leadership. 

Any plan to wipe Paterson, N. J. 
“off the map” would meet with such 
a storm of protest from the well- 
wishers of the city that the agitators 
would be swept from their feet in 
the passions of the cooler-headed citi- 
zens. ‘There is a deplorable bitterness 
of spirit in the Paterson strike that 
promises a long, drawn out battle, but 
if Mr. Quinlan and his brother work- 
ers do not watch out they will be 
among the missing instead of Pater- 
son. 


Cuicaco’s SMOKE NUISANCE 

It looks as though Chicago was to 
be freed of the smoke nuisance. Such 
might be inferred by a communica- 
tion received by the Chicago commit- 
tee on the smoke matter from several 
of the railroads entering that city. 
The message, which hints at electri- 
fication of the roads, is as follows: 

“We recognize the desirability of 
eliminating or reducing to a minimum 
the creation of smoke in the city, and 
particularly in the residence districts 
and congested centers of population. 
We have for some time been seeking 
a solution of the problems entering 
into this question.” 

The communication was signed by 
these roads: Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, Chicago and Northwestern, 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
Pennsylvania lines, Illinois Central, 
New York Central, Atchison, Topeka 
and Sante Fe, Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific. 

It is requested that present action 
be deferred with a view to formulat- 
ing a plan which will give a full and 
satisfactory solution and Chicago is 
to be congratulated on the prospect 
of this outcome. 


ANTI-SUFFRAGE ARGUMENTS 
Persons who admire sincerity and 
high ideals cannot help but admiring 
the tactics of the American suffra- 
gists. Although some of the “Antis” 
claim that the outburst in England 
may be directly traced to the Ameri- 


can campaign for equal suffrage it is 
hard *~ see how this is the case. The 
American women have, without an 
exception, conducted themselves with 
perfect propriety and with a due re- 
gard for the rights and priviliges of 
others. 

Another charge that the American 
women have to answer to is that they 
are appealing to the men simply be- 
cause of their sex and are using every 
artifice known to women to win the 
males over to their way of thinking. 
This, probably true, is hardly a ser- 
ious charge, as it is better than using 
the torch or a bomb to attempt to 
win co-operation with the men. 

If the ladies, wishing to be uniform 
with the laws of feminine beauty, at- 
tire themselves in bewitching gowns 
and invoke the aid of the hair spec- 
ialist and the milliner, mere man can- 
not object. What a clamor would go 
up if a frowsy, ill-tailored phalanx of 
women were to be the symbol of wo- 
man suffrage. All should be proud of 
the American suffragists for their re- 
spect for law and order and the un- 
tiring patience they have shown in 
their fight for the vote. 


Tue New Haven ComMirrer 

It was inevitable in the light of the 
situation in which the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad 
finds itself that formal action should 
be taken in behalf of the stockholders 
so that they may be in a position to 
act intelligently and helpfully regard- 
ing the great property in which they 
have invested, and whose future has 
become acutely involved in current 
proceedings of investigation and ex- 
pected prosecution on the part of the 
federal government. 

For some time plans have been in 
progress looking to the formation of 
a committee on the par of the stock- 
holders to whom all might look for 
the conservation of the common 
interest. The committee is a strong 
one headed by George Von L.. Meyer, 
former secretary of the navy. Rich- 
ard Olney is to be the chief legal ad- 
viser of the committee and therefore 
of the stockholders. 

In order that this committee may 
represent power to make the recom- 
mendations effective they will have to 
represent a majority of the stock- 
holders. The committee is designed 
for the upbuilding of the property 
and will probably be welcomed by the 
New Haven directors.

PARENT-TEACHER MEETING 

The last meeting for this season of 
the Manchester Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation was held Wednesday evening 
in the Price Primary school. The 
speaker of the evening was Miss Har- 
riet C. Gould of Boston, a Radcliffe 
graduate, who gave a decidedly inter- 
esting talk on the Montessori method 
of teaching, which she has been study- 
ing in Rome the last year. Miss 
Gould now has charge of a Montessori 
school in the Back Bay, conducted 
under the patronage of Mrs. Henry 
Copley Green. 

Miss Gould described the Montes- 
sori system in brief as being a system 
in which the children were taken at 
an age from 18 months to five years 
old and were taught by “doing things” 
rather than by the present method of 
talking to them. The child sees the 
teacher do what is being taught and it 
follows the instructor instead of be- 
ing told by her how or what to 
do. The child learns to do what it 
wants to do, and is corrected, thus 
being taught the right way of doing. 

The system, founded by a Madame 
Montessori in Rome, is being taken 
up in many of our leading cities and 
it will, no doubt, be adopted by all the 
leading schools of the country.

The 
town looks neat; the summer people 
are helpful; the community seems to 
get along without doctors or lawyers; ° 
the people are hopeful and harmon- 
ious; and there are no slum tene- 
ments. Mr. Levoy’s only criticism 
was, that “the few” only showed ac- 
tive public spirit, “some” are “defect- 
ive in morals,” and quarantine regu- 
lations are “not very well’ observed. 
Mr. Levoy’s report is gratifying to 
local pride.

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A Review of the Winter’s 
Activities—The Geo. R. 
White Mansion at Man- 
chester; Converse House 
at Magnolia, etc. 


O NE of the most important undertakings this season 


is the remodelling of the summer residence of 
George R. White of Boston, well situated on Smith’s 
Point in Manchester, where he has with him each sum- 
mer his brother-in-law and sister, Mr. and Mrs. Fred- 
erick ‘I’. Bradbury. Mr. White has added to his holdings 
at Manchester by purchase of the adjoining Putnam es- 
tate, which will give him his desired opportunity for de- 
velopment of the combined properties into one of fine 
proportions and interesting features. Work has been in 
progress throughout the winter months, in carrying out 
the plans, which are elaborate in character and represen- 
tative of Mr. White’s own ideas, in co-operation with 


_the practical advice and work of his architects, Bigelow 
~& Wadsworth of Boston, with R. H. Wameolt of their 


offices as associate architect. He has had the direct over- 
sight of the improvements. 

That this might go on all winter, a substantial bar- 
ricade was built all around the house, and roofed over, 
to completely shut in the mansion, enclosing it as if in 
a big shed. This was well heated, so that even in the 
coldest weather workmen could continue their labors in 
and out of the house, for the many changes have been 
both interior and exterior. By this means, work which 
ordinarily would require a year to complete has been 
nearly finished in a few months. ‘There have been at 
times more than 300 workmen on the job. 

The former exterior finish of the house was shingles 
and these have given way to tapestry brick and Indina 
limestone trimmings, with much ornamental work of 
interesting character. The house in its remodelled state 
is of the style of the Chateau Blois, in France, which rep- 
resents the period of Louis XII., as that monarch began 
its erection, and also that of Francis I., under whose reign 
the chateau was finished. With its stately towers and 
carved finials, its quaint dormers of Gothic type, its carved 
stone balustrades and other ornate features, the house 
takes on a character unlike that of other summer resi- 
dences along the shore. The treatment of windows every- 
where is such that they lend their aid toward the general 
attractiveness of the house in its remodelled condition. 

From a front terrace on the ocean side, broad steps 
with bronze balustrade lead to a new loggia of spacious

dimensions, so planned that from it wonderfully fine views 
may be had, as indeed is true of all parts of the house. 
At one side of the loggia is a large room planned as a 
lounge, such as forms a part of so many houses abroad, 
and at the other end of the loggia, by which it is con- 
nected with the lounging room, is a sun room with a 
groined ceiling in dome effect. These rooms and the 
loggia are of stone and marble construction, with stone 
beams and concrete ceilings. ‘The rooms are octagonal 
in shape and of good size. All these places have Grueby 
tiled floors. 

From the loggia one enters the big living-room with 
its ample fireplace, numerous windows, admitting much 
sunshine, and other attractions. ‘The hall, which is now 
wholly of stone finish with a mosaic floor, is of larger 
proportions, through extension, than the former hall. The 
stairs Occupy a position where they do not obtrude upon 
the hall. The dining room has among other features an 
ornamental oriel window which gives interest to the 
room, while adding to the general exterior look of the 
house. ‘There is a reception room on the first floor and 
a new breakfast room, oval in shape and, having a marble 
floor, affords a delightful place for informal gathering 
about table. The ceiling in this room is of alabaster, 
which sheds a subdued light over the place. From the 
breakfast room on the southeast corner, to the sun room 
on the southwest, is a connecting terrace of stone con- 
struction along the south side, and part of this forms a 
cloister with vaulted ceiling. 

The second floor has been made practically new in 
its arrangement and finish. Over the lounging room a 
morning room has been gained, reached from a connect- 
ing chamber. It commands widespread views. Over 
the hall a study for Mr. White’s use is in Gothic style, 
with windows of very old glass which he found in his 
travels and saved with the idea of sometime making good 
use of it. The room shows a beamed ceiling and rich 
wood carving. New marble mantels in various rooms, 
new wall and other decorations, additional baths and 
many other features have combined to make this part of 
the house thoroughly comfortable and also beautiful. Fire- 
escape stairway has been built, for one thing, and the 
whole house is now protected with fire hose. ‘The general

improvements have included new heating apparatus and 
electric wiring. 

Much thought has been given the service part of 
the house and the equipment there for efficient work 
done under comfortable conditions and ‘pleasant sur- 
roundings is of the most modern and sanitary character. 
There is a good-sized servants’ hall, for one new feature, 
also a well-placed piazza for their use. 

A cold room in which general work may be comfort- 
ably done, even in the hottest weather, is an innovation. 
The kitchen, laundry, butler’s rooms, store and other 
rooms of the service part are all equipped with the latest 
devices and ideas for efficient service. 

In the development of the grounds, Olmstead Broth- 
ers, the landscape architects of Brookline, have had 
charge of the plans and work. The scheme to be carried 
out is extensive, with tree planting, also shrubbery, the 
making of broad lawns, flower beds, a formal flower gar- 
den and a kitchen garden, new driveways and walks, re- 
grading and much else to completely change the former 
condition. Small buildings and the stable on the Putnam 
place have been removed and eventually the house also 
will give way to the development of the estate. Many 
large trees, including maples and elms, some fully eighty 
feet high, have been set out. Replanting of lawns around 
Mr. White’s own house forms a part of the general work. 

Howard A. Doane has done the interior wood finish 
of the house, from designs by P. W. French & Co., New 
York, and exterior work on the grounds and house has 
been carried out by Connolly Brothers of Beverly Farms, 
and L. P. Soule & Son Co., Boston. 


WOHRELe improvements in the William L. Putnam 
house on Masconomo street in Manchester make 
the place about twice its original size and it now stands 
out conspicuously in the landscape in this section. A 
new wing has been built, giving about fifteen additional 
rooms, chiefly in the service part. Four master’s bed- 
rooms and baths for use of guests have been gained as 
have seven or eight rooms for use of servants, also a 
large billiard room. Partitions in the older part have been 
removed to make possible a much-enlarged living-room.

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Ae important addition to the summer residences at 
Magnolia is the one erected for Mr. and Mrs. 
Costello C. Converse of Boston, who have a residence 
also in Malden, the attractive Converse estate which was 
the home of the late parents of Mrs. Converse. Their 
Magnolia place is suituated in a delightful spot right on 
the water’s edge, where extended views in all directions 
may be had. In previous seasons the Converses have 
leased cottages in the summer time at Magnolia, Beverly 
Farms and elsewhere on the shore. ‘Their new residence 
was planned by Chapman & Frazer, the Boston architects. 
It is picturesque in appearance, and has a stucco exter- 
ior finish as a background on three sides for lattice work 
as high as the tiled hood which breaks the first and second 
stories. The hip roof, with red tiles, has several dormer 
windows, and diamond panes help to give a quaint look 
to the house. There is a simple New England porch at 
the entrance. On the first floor is a spacious hall, having 
a ‘picture window” overlooking Coolidge’s Point, at Man- 
chester, across the cove. ‘The hall runs entirely through 
the house to the broad veranda on the water side. On 
the left of the entrance is a den of good size, provided 
with a fireplace. By descending four or five steps one 
reaches the living-room, about 40 by 20 feet in dimen- 
sion, with deep alcove and fine fireplace. As this room is 
on a much lower grade than the hall an unusually high 
ceiling is gained. The dining-room likewise is spacious, 
and a glazed-in piazza forms a breakfast-room, and a 
long, covered veranda connects this with a sun-room at 
the farther end. The general service part of the house 
is exceedingly well planned. ‘The second floor contains, 
in addition to a large, square central hall, four master’s 
bedrooms and as many baths, dressing-rooms, sewing and 
other rooms. In the wing six rooms and baths for use 
for the servants have been placed. The entire house is 
unusually complete in the matter of convenient finish 
and equipment. A stone retaining wall has been built 
at the water’s edge, and there is an old-fashioned New 
England flower garden on a level about fifteen feet lower 
than the house; hence its attractions easily may be seen 
from the verandas and windows. ‘The architects’ plans 
were carried out by Roberts & Hoare of Manchester.

Assessors’ Notice 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 
41 of part 1 of chapter 490 of the Acts of 
1909, all persons, firms and corporations, 
domestic or foreign, subject to taxation in 
said town are hereby notified to bring in 
to the assessors of said town ON OR BE- 
FORE JUNE 1, next, in case of residents, 
true lists of all their polls and estates, 
both real and personal (not exempt by 
law from taxation), of which they are 
possessed on the first day of April in the 
current year, and in case of non-residents 
and foreign corporations, true lists of all 
their estate, both real and personal, in 
said town not exempt from taxation, 
which lists must be verified by oath as 
required by Section 43 of said part 1. 

Under the provisions of Section 42 of 
said part 1, the above-mentioned lists 
must be in form prescribed by the Tax 
Commissioner of the Commonwealth. 
These blank forms may be had at the 
Assessors’ office, or will be mailed to any 
address upon application. 

Section 45 of part 1 of chapter 490, 
Acts of 1909: A mortgagor or mortgagee 
of real estate may bring in to the asses- 
sors of the city or town in which it lies, 
within the time prescribed by the notice 
under Section 41, a statement under oath 
of the amount secured thereon or on each 
separate parcel thereof, with the name 
and residence of every holder of an in- 
terest therein as mortagor or mortgagee. 
If such property is situated in two or 
more places, or if a recorded mortgage 


includes two or more estates or parts of 
an estate as security for one sum, such 
statement shall include an estimate of the 
interest of the mortgagee in each estate 
or part of an estate. The assessors shall, 
from such statement or otherwise, ascer- 
tain the proportionate interests of the 
mortgagor or mortgagee, respectively, in 
said estates, and shall assess the same ac_ 
cordingly. If, in any year, such _ state- 
ment is not brought in, the tax for that 
year on such real estate shall not be 
invalid merely for the reason that the in- 
terest of the mortgagee therein has not 
been assessed to him.

The bill presented to the State Legislature by the 
Board of Trade of one of our cities, providing for the 
purchase by the state of all tuberculosis dispensaries and 
hospitals now maintained by municipalities, ought not to 
pass and should be reported against by the committee. 
The bill is a bad one and is not in the line of progress. 

The bill is on the face of it the confession of a lack 
of municipal enterprise and success in the case of the city 
presenting the bill. The honorable method and in the 
end the most effective method of correcting the poor 
management in the local centre would be to face the issue 
and “clean house.’’ The state ought not to be obliged to 
carry the local burdens. 

The passage of the bill will discourage the invest- 
ments of private capital either by will or gifts during life 
for tuberculosis institutions intended to assist the indi- 
gent and honorable poor. 

It has already discouraged municipal construction 
work on tuberculosis hospitals. Until this bill has been 
disposed of no municipality will construct, or begin to con- 
struct the tuberculosis hospitals or wards that are to be 
taken over by the state. 

The method of legislation is entirely wrong. In- 
stead of removing by legislation the responsibilities of the 
local municipalities the aim of the legislature should be 
to increase those responsibilities. The nearer the burden 
of maintaining a tuberculosis ward or hospital is to 
the tax-payer the greater and more rapid the progress 
will be, for a large municipal expense in fighting tubercu- 
losis will most surely result in larger and more scientific 
appropriations for the education of the public and pre- 
venting and removing the conditions which tend to in- 
crease tuberculosis. 

The Boston Association for the Relief and Control 
of Tuberculosis is opposed to House Bill 1722 and is 
using every legitimate power to influence public opinion. 
They should be sustained in their fight all over the state. 
Write Hon. Courtenay Crocker, chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, and register your protest in the 
interest of sane tuberculosis legislation.

THE Spirit oF Memoria, Day 

It will be thoughtful minds and loving hands that 
cut the choice blooms of the shrub, garden and green- 
houses that the veterans of the Civil War may be well 
supplied with flowers for Memorial Day. We cannot 
afford to forget the precious memories of this, our most 
treasured national holiday. 

Fourth of July is already given up to sports and irre- 
velent merrymaking, although there has been some re- 
form in the observance of this day for the past three 
years.

It is truly better to honor the dead that the 
living may consecrate themselves to nobler service. 


THE New ’Bus LINE 

Apparently the only possible benefit to come from 
the new ’bus line from Beverly to Beverly Farms would 
result in the Boston & Maine railroad deciding to put on 
an additional train to Boston between seven and nine 
o’clock each evening. At present the ’bus line provides 
such service between these hours, although at an increased 
fare of ten cents. 

The new line is launched by Beverly business men to 
stimulate the retail trade of that city, but as it is much 
more convenient for the people of the North Shore towns 
to trade in Salem the new line will probably mean but 
little to the residents of the shore. 


The usual spring rush is keeping the contractors and 
business men along the North Shore especially busy. 
There is apparently so much work to be done that it is 
quite impossible to keep Sunday apart from the regular 
working week. The business men of the Shore are en- 
titled to a day of rest each week. Apart from any relig- 
ious signficance, which none can avoid, no man, for hu- 
manitarian reasons, should be deprived of his Sabbath 
rest. But probably those whom we regard sufferers in 
this respect consider themselves fortunate to be so plied 
with work.

Al- 
though the need of modern means of transportation does 
not seem to enter the discussion of the proposition, the 
superiority of motor power over horse power is con- 
ceded. The problem of economy will probably be the 
only possible drawback to the success of the movement. 
The city of Beverly is as yet undecided as to whether it is 
more advisable to purchase a motor driven pumping en- 
gine or an electric tractor for the present engine. The 
secret of the vote cannot now be foretold. 


One of the penalties paid for democracy is the clog- 
ging of the legislative machinery with the many useless 
bills which occupy the time of the solons on Beacon Hill. 
More careful legislation would be more acceptable than 
the present jumble of measures. 


It is evident that Beverly Farms is awake to the 
fact that it must do something for the foreigners within 
its gates. The course of stereopticon lectures ought to 
do something toward enlightening the Italians concern- 
ing our ways and history. 


The department of social service in the Wenham 
church is doing good work and is co-operating heartily 
with the local government to create favorable social con- 
ditions in the town. ‘The churches are more and more 
realizing the need of work of this kind.

And as 
long as the sentiments of patriotism, 
heroism and nobility of character are 
of value among men let their acts of 
valor, their patient sufferings, their 
heroic self-sacrifice be an example and 
an inspiration of worthy deeds and 
noble lives. Let us always recognize 
the fact that high above the carnage 
and strife in which you and the fallen 
heroes bore so important a part, was 
God who presides over the destinies 
of men and nations and who gave 
courage to your hearts and strength 
to your arms to win the great and 
priceless victory. 

But even while we forget not the 
God who was over all, we may re- 
member with gratitude the valor and 
the virtues of the heroes who fell in 
the cause of Union and Liberty. But 
what is a hero? In all languages this 
word or its equivalent is used to de- 
note something marked and conspicu- 
ous in the life and character of some 
men. Hence a hero is a man of dis- 
tinguished valor, intrepidity or enter- 
prise in danger, a prominent central 
figure in any remarkable action or 
event. Heroism is akin to manliness. 
For to act the part of a true man in 
all the duties and trying scenes of life 
is to exhibit the essential elements of 
the hero. ‘The men of our armies 
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and navies accomplished their mighty 
task with conspicuous courage, ability 
and nobility and are rightly eishtined 
in our hearts as the heroes of our 
time. J wish to show there are the 
same elements in all true heroism and 
while not detracting from the vidtues 
of our fallen heroes but rather exalt- 
ing them in an illustrative way, I 
wish to point you to Christ the Great 
Hero. 

There is a martial element in Chris- 
tianity and Christ, the founder, is a 
Prince and Captain, a Mighty King 
and conqueror. He is the Hero of the 
centuries and His sublime heroism 
will be more manifest as the centur- 
ies roll by. In order that there may 
be the exhibition of heroism there

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must be the opportunity. There may 
be the elements of heroism but they 
are unknown to the world and even 
to the man himself, unless the oppor- 
tunity for their manifestation is giv- 
en. But the man and the opportunity 
make the hero. 

The Civil War, cruel and terrible 
as it was, furnished a grand oppor- 
tunity for the men of this nation to 
show of what stuff they were made. 
War is at best an evil, calling forth 
base and ignoble passions and draw- 
ing after it a long train of sad re- 
sults. But it is not always our unmix- 
ed evil. It does call into exercise 
some of the most heroic and self-sacri- 
ficing virtues of which man is capa-

ble. It was generally believed that the 
North would not fight. Many thought 
thev had lost their power of resis- 
tance and their sense of heroism. 
But the grand opportunity came to 
prove this idea false. After Sumpter 
and Bull Run, never was there a 
grander rallying to the defense of 
liberty and union and the things good 
men hold dear. ‘The opportunity did 
not create the heroes, it simply de- 
veloped the latent possibilities of hero- 
ism in them. ‘The Great Captain of 
our Salvation found His opportunity 
and He was equal to all its immensi- 
ty. When the fulness of time was 
come He came. When the world had 
become weary of its idolatries and 
superstitions; when it despaired of 
reaching the golden age it had long 
but vainly sought, when the hollow- 
ness and mockery of its possessions 
and pleasures had become evident and 
had left the mind in weariness and 
disgust even when society had sunk- 
en to its worst estate because no long- 
er sustained by these props—then was 
the great opportunity, and then He 
came. And never was measureless 
opportunity so fully and nobly met. 
And this conviction is becoming 
stronger and more wide spread, the 
more His character is understood. 

The harsh element of heroism 1s 
courage; that quality of mind and 
heart which makes one daring and 
intrepid in the midst of danger and 
difficulty. Men may rush into dan- 
ger heedlessly, scarcely knowing it is 
danger. ‘That is not courage. One 
may go into danger needlessly, osten- 
tatiously; that is not true courage. 
3ut when one fully realizes the dan- 
ger and the difficulty before him and 
yet from a high sense of duty pushes 
himself into the teeth of danger; yea 
into the very jaws of death, that is 
courage. That courage our soldiers 
and sailors exhibited on a thousand 
battle fields and on rivers and sea. 

When on that chill December day 
in 1862, the Union troops were order- 
ed to attack Mary’s Height at Fred- 
ricsburg, not a man of all that mighty 
host but knew it was practically im- 
possible to force back that other host 
in gray that lay along the ridge there 
so mightily intrenched. But when sol- 
dierly duty required it, they steadily 
and calmly marched up those heights, 
again and again in the teeth of an 
awful shower of lead and iron; and 
that was courage. Scarcely has the 
world ever seen a more wonderful ex- 
hibition of martial courage. Tenny- 
son has immortalized the charge of the 


Light Brigade. But here were no 
600 impetuous horsemen but thous- 
ands of infantry who moved steadily 
forward into that awful fire with no 
thought of turning back until halted 
by a bullet or an order. 

The same sublime courage shone 
forth on a hundred other fields. 

Men admire true courage. It is a 
most prominent trait of manliness. 
And never was there such an exhibi- 
tion of true courage as is seen in the 
life and work of Jesus Christ. Think 
of the mighty task He undertook to 
perform, to redeem men, to break the 
chains of sin and Satan from their 
souls. Think of the vast and mighty 
opposition He encountered, an oppo- 
sition of the leaders and chief men, 
of the people at large, and times even 
of His own friends and household. 
He stood alone in facing the opposi- 
tion of the world, the flesh and the 
devil. In the temptations of the wild- 
erness in face of the howling mob at 
Nazareth or Jerusalem, in the dark 
hours of Gethsemane, in the loneliness 
of being deserted by those specially 
chosen to be with Him, when the very 
heavens above were clouded by the 
blackness of darkness He held calmly 
on His way up the thorny path which 
He knew would only end_ in cruel 
death. There is a sublime courage in 
all this which has been too little rec- 
ognized but which is worthy of our 
loving admiration and imitation. Em- 
erson’s hero is the man ‘“‘who taking 
both reputation and life in his hand 
will with perfect urbanity dare the 
gibbet and the mob by the absolute 
truth of his speech and the rectitude 
of his behavior.” Christ is this hero. 
Without anger or bravado, without 
haste and without rest, in sunshine 
and blackest midnight, steadily He 
bore the white sceptre of God’s truth 
for the salvation of men up from 
Bethlehem’s cradle to Calvary’s cross. 
That was courage. But another ele- 
ment of heroism is patient endurance 
of trial and suffering. Self-restraint 
under the most trying circumstances. 
During the war, there were the long 
and tiresomema rches, the weary night 
vigils, the defeats and disappointments, 
the dreaded hospital, the wasting dis- 
ease, the rankling wounds, the awful 
but unfilled longing for home and loy- 
ed ones, the enforced idleness, the re- 
straint and untold suffering in the 
Southern prison pen. But the patient 
endurance with which these burdens 
were borne forms a bright chapter in 
the history of our country. These 
men could say “We can starve but 
we will never lift a finger against our 
government.” Who ever endured such 
sufferings as Jesus Christ, without 


murmur and without complaint. Sure- 
ly His was the patient endurance 
which marks the highest type of mor- 
al hero. But quiet endurance may 
arise from a feeling of despair. ‘To 
be an element of heroism it must be 
inspired by the calmness of hope. 
Whatever the true hero suffers of trial 
and defeat, hope still fills his breast. 

General Grant believed our cause 
would triumph and that faith gave 
him the steadfastness and cheerful- 
ness of hope. He knew no defeat but 
in the calmness of hope he pushes on 
until victory crowned our arms. 

In this too, Jesus was the greatest 
of all heroes. He never became sour, 
morose, or despairing under the bur- 
den which would have crushed any 
mere man. He was the perfect em- 
bodiment of Isaiah’s prophecy; “‘He 
shall not fail nor be discouraged, until 
He shall set judgement in the earth.” 

The crowning element of true hero- 
ism is the voluntary devotion of one’s 
self for life or for death to a great 
and worthy cause. Self sacrifice for 


a worthy cause is an essential of hero- 


The true hero counts not his 
life dear unto himself. We have seen 
what heroes in self sacrifice were 
those who freely gave their lives that 
the nation might live. Equally heroic 
are those of you who live, who would 
gladly have given your lives rather 
than that the nation should perish. 
We have also seen the glorious self 
sacrifice of the Great Hero who free- 
ly gave his life for mankind. And 
was not the cause worthy in each case? 
What cause is nobler than that for 
which the Union soldiers fought and 
fell. If ever war was justifiable it 
was then when free men took up arms 


ism. 


to save the best government on earth — 


and to free an enslaved race. 

Back of all the questions of seces- 
sion, state rights and division of terri- 
tory was the crime of human slavery. 
When President Lincoln, promised 
himself and God that if Lee was turn- 
ed back from Maryland on his first in- 
vasion he would issue the proclama- 
tion of Emancipation, then the blood- 
ly field of Antietam was won. The 
first real victory for the Army of the 
Potamac. Union and freedom! The 
salvation of a race,, a new career of 
unexampled prosperity and_ peace. 


No intelligent man North or South — 


would now deny that the cause for 
which the Union soldiers fought was 
worthy of all their sacrifices and en- 
deavors. But the object for which 
Christ died was worthier still. He 
came to save men by His life and by 


His death. To lift up all races of 


men out of the slavery and degrada- 
tion of sin into the freedom of God’s 


sunlight and favor and likeness. Your 
victory, O veterans for freedom and 
right was possible because His greater 
victory which included it was secur- 
ed, So veteran soldiers | point you to 
Christ the Great Hero, the Captain 
of our Salvation, as the one worthy 
your loving admiration and loyal fol- 
lowing. It was then your pride and 
now your honor that you followed. 
srant, Sherman, or Sheridan or 
Meade or Thomas or Hancock or 
some others of our worthy leaders to 
save the nation. More enduring hon- 
or and vastly greater results will come 
to you if you so faithfully follow 
Christ. 

There are other battles to be fought 
and victories to be won for you as for 
us all.

WELCOME TO THE NEW HAM- 
BURG-AMERICAN LINER 


Two-Day CELEBRATION Upon Arriv- 
AL OF HAMBURG STEAMER 

A large portion of the German resi- 

dents of Eastern Massachusetts will 
take part in a monster two days’ cele- 
bration following the arrival of the 
giant Hamburg-American liner Cin- 
cinnati, due to reach here Saturday on 
her initial voyage to Boston, which 
marks the beginning of a new and 
bright era for Boston’s trans-atlantic 
passenger service. 

It will be one of the biggest demon- 
strations ever undertaken by the Ger- 
man residents of the State, and Mayor 
Fitzgerald, General Hugh Bancroft of 
the Port Directors, city, state and 
railroad officials and some of the lead- 
ing German citizens of the country 
will participate. 

The German liner Cincinnati is due 
to reach Boston Saturday May aist. 
She is one of the largest vessels in the 
world and her owners, the Hamburg- 
American line of Germany , control 
more steamers than any other com- 
pany in the world. 

The port directors and Mayor Fitz- 
gerald believe that the coming of the 
Hamburg-American line passenger 
steamers is one of the most impor- 
tant business events that Boston has 
ever realized. The company is the 
first to establish a direct passenger 
line between Boston and continental 
Europe. 

The arrival of the Cincinnati will 
mark the opening of the great Com- 
monwealth pier commenced this win- 
ter by the Port Directors and now 
nearing completion. 

Following the docking of the steam- 
er on Saturday afternoon, May 31, a 
reception will take place aboard the 
steamer. Captain Schaarschmit and 
the other officers of the steamer will 
meet the committee of 300 and the 
liner will be inspected. 

Mayor Fitzgerald will be the lead- 
ing orator on Sunday afternoon, June 
1. General Bancroft of the Port D1- 
rectors will address the gathering in 
German and English, and a long list of 
speakers will contribute to the pro- 
gramme. 

Among the others who will spealt 
are Captain Schaarschmit of the 
steamer, Robert Sturn, Professor 
Paul Grossman of Harvard and many 
others.

WITH THE MANCHESTER BOARD 
OF SELECTMEN AND OTHER 
Town OFFICIALS 


The selectmen have appointed Moth 
Supt. Raymond I. Crocker as forest 
warden to succeed John D. Morrison. 


At the special town meeting held 
Monday evening the town voted to re- 
cind its vote of last winter to sell the 
old Burying Ground lot, so-called, at 
the Cove, for $8500, and it was voted 
to sell the property, which contains 
some two and nine-hundredths acres, 
for $2500 an acre, which makes a to- 
tal amount of $5225. The prospec- 
tive purchaser, it was given out at the 
meeting, is L. K. Liggitt of Boston, 
president of the United Drug Co. of 


America, one of the argest of such or-’ 


ganizations in the world. E. C. Quin- 
er of Marblehead and Boston, repre- 
senting Mr. Liggitt, was granted the 
privilege of the floor, and_ he told 
briefly and to the point what Mr. Lig- 
gitt proposed to do. He was to buy 
the adjourning property and build a 
summer residence, and would greatly 
improve the properties. The vote to 
sell the property at the price stated 
was unanimous. 

It was also voted on motion of O. 
T. Roberts, and after considerable 
discussion, that the town set aside a 
plot of land on the common, between 
the church and Central street, for a 
soldier’s monument and that the loca- 
tion and design of such monument be 
accepted by the town at some regular 
meeting or at a special meeting called 
for the purpose. 

The moderator ruled out of order 
the motions to refund to the W. R. C. 
and S. of V., the money paid by them 
during the past year for rental of 
Town hall, basing his ruling on the 
following advise given by the town 
counsel G. KE. Willmonton: “It would 
be clearly illegal for the Town to re- 
bate this money after it has once been 
paid in, and it would be in the nature 
of a gift or gratuity to take money 
once paid into the treasury and pay it 
back to any organization or person. 
It would be different, however, if the 
Town voted in advance to grant the 
free use of one of its buildings, and 
I can see no objection for so doing.”

home, but never did we speak of Ellen, 
though she was constantly in my 
thoughts and I believe in her brother’s 
also.

The ground 
was dry and hot, and the moon hung 
in the heavens like a great ball of fire. 
Just as the midnight hour was called 
I heard some one in the direction of 
the Kentucky regiment, that lay across 
the road from us, begin to whistle 
the “Old Kentucky Home.” The notes 
fell sweet and clear across the tented 
field. Before he had finished a bar 
some one took up the tune and whis- 
tled a second. One after another join- 
ed in the melody, and finally there 
was hardly a man in the regiment, so 
it seemed to me, who was not whis- 
tling.

Replying to your invitation, I beg to 
say that it would give me great pleasure 
to show by a personal visit to Chicka- 
mauga park my high regard for the 40,000 
troops of your command who so patriot- 
ically responded to the call for volunteers 
and who have been for upward of two 
months making ready for any service and 
sacrifice the country might require. My 
duties, however, will not admit of absence 
from Washington at this time. The high- 
est tribute that can be paid to the soldier 
is to say that he performed his full duty. 
The field of duty is determined by his 
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government, and wherever that chances 
to be is the place of honor. All have 
helped in the great cause, whether with 
fever in camp or in battle, and when 
peace comes all will be alike entitled to 
the nation’s gratitude.

Beautiful North Shore Verandas 


THE E. C. RICHARDSON VERANDA, MAGNOLIA 


N essential feature of the twentieth century seashore 
and country home is the veranda, which in the 

last few years has developed from a small roofed-over an- 
nex, where occasionally one paused to rest, or to chat with 
a friend, to the spacious outdoor living-room of the pres- 
ent time, where during the summer season the home life 
practically centers. It is no longer the convenient ornamen- 
tal appendage, or the simple porch stretched across the 
entrance front of the house, but a useful and valuable 
adjunct, carefully planned and comfortably furnished, and 
it bids fair in the near future of being even more amply 
developed than at the present time. In fact the veranda 
offers greater possibilities. : 
Love of life in the open is responsible to a consider- 


able extent for the rapid rise into popular favor of this 
feature, and as the health-giving fad gained additional 
devotees, so the improvement of the veranda became 
more pronounced. ‘The fresh air advocates were not long 
in recognizing that the veranda brought people together 
out-of-doors, and gradually became the general assem- 
blage place of the family, and they quickly set to work 
to make it into a living room as comfortable and attract- 
ive as the one indoors, supplied with cozy nooks for 
lounging, reading and smoking, and equipped with com- 
fortable chairs, a table or two for books, papers and 
flowers, a couple of hammocks, and pots of growing 
plants. The veranda thus became a spot of beauty; the 
seed of its usefulness was sown, and we have not even yet 
fully reaped the benefits of its fruits.

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scrutiny of pedestrians, but occasionally one is found that 
is in full view of the main highway, and such a house 
requires a screening for its veranda. One of the most ef- 
fective ways of screening such a porch is to use shades 
made of wooden slats, closely woven and stained dark 
green or brown. These shades modify the heat of the 
sun, and in addition afford seclusion to the hostess and 
guests who partake of refreshments or afternoon tea in 
this open-air apartment. 

The main point to be borne in mind in erecting a 
veranda for a country house is that it shall be as open as 
possible, with very little shadowing at the ceiling, and 
that the piers, columns or posts that support the roof 
shall be just sufficient to carry its weight, as more would 
hide the view and also be objectionable in other ways. 
Whether the veranda shall be enclosed with a railing 


fresh, health-giving air, and surrounded by Nature at her 
best, with the merry notes of the feathered songsters 
sounding a hearty greeting. At first a fad, the veranda 
breakfast has now become almost a necessity, and many 
an enthusiastic suburbanite partakes of the first meal in 
the open air from early spring until the biting frosts of 
late autumn compel him to seek interior shelter. 

To furnish a veranda to the best advantage for living 
purposes, furniture should be used that can withstand 
the weather and hard usage. Numerous easy chairs, a 
settee furnished with crash, or denim covered cushions 
and hammocks, are essential, and a swinging couch is 
an addition that is sure to be greatly appreciated. Wieker 
is undoubtedly the most popular porch furniture at the 
present time, and it deserves to be, for it combines in con- 
struction the desirable qualities of coolness, light weight

or not depends partly upon the style of the architecture of 
the house, and partly upon the taste of the owner. Some- 
times the spaces between the posts are left vacant ; again, 
they are filled in with potted plants or boxes filled with 
flowers. If a railing is used it must be constructed of 
material harmonizing in finish with the general scheme 
of the house, so as not to add an inartistic touch to an 
otherwise harmonious whole. Low rails of stone or 
wood have their advantages, for they furnish support 
for artistic trellises, over which pretty flowering vines can 
be trained to clamber, and thus are a distinct embellish- 
ment to a veranda, no matter how charming it may al- 
ready be. 

Many country houses of the present are supplied with 
a separate veranda that is used as a breakfast-room. It 
is generally connected with the dining-room, or located 
in close proximity to the butler’s pantry for convenience 
of service, and furnishes a delightful nook in which to 
partake of the morning meal, permeated as it is with 


and durability, and then, too, it is equally attractive in 
its natural light covering, or when stained a soft green, 
or some other tint. Chairs of almost every shape, as well 
as settees and swinging hammocks, can be purchased in 
wicker, and tables of this material are also easily obtained. 

The tea-wagon is a useful bit of furniture to install 
in the outdoor living-room, and it has been considerably 
improved of late. An attractive model is simply a wicker 
table with the top sunk in to hold cups and saucers, and 
fitted at one side with a handle, and mounted on two 
wheels. It is generally accompanied by a wicker stand 
equipped with three shelves placed one below the other, 
which proves convenient to hold plates of cake or other 
dainties generally served with afternoon tea. 

The best rugs for the porch are the natural-hued 
grass or hand-woven rag-carpet rugs, which are uninjured 
by either rain or sun. Indeed, either of these elements 
rather improves them, for they but take on softer tones 
that come with the fading or bleaching process. 
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When the veranda is completely furnished, florists 
are frequently employed to give fragrant finishing touches, 
for flowers have come to play an important part in the 
decoration of the outdoor living-room. Sometimes boxes 
are ensconced about the veranda edge, planted with flow- 
ers of one color, or a combination of red and white, pink 
and white, etc., or filled with sweet old-fashioned blos-

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flowers of delightful fragrance. 
good vine, and is especially attractive when used in con- 
junction with the coccinea. The snow white blossoms of 
the former contrast admirably with the rose-colored blos- 
soms of the latter, which resemble half-closed rosebuds 
Then there are the Virginia creeper vine, 
the honeysuckle, wistaria, and any number of others all

soms that resemble a bit of grandmother’s flower pot 
transplanted from its old-time bed. Again soft blue Jap- 
anese crocks, filled with hydrangeas, decorate the spaces 
between the roof supports, and are also frequently used 
to ornament the entrance steps. If the veranda has a 
rail over which vines have been trained to clamber, hang- 
ing baskets arranged above are attractive. They are 
prettiest when covered with natural colored rattan, and 
as they are fitted with a drainage, numerous flowers thrive 
well in them, notably nasturtiums. 

As to the vines which may be employed to decorate 
the veranda there is an almost limitless supply to select 
from. The crimson rambler rose is easily grown, as is the 


Virgin’s Bower vine, which has a long season of bloom,. 
during which time it presents a bank of snowy star-shaped’ 
finely suited to employ in the floral decoration of the 
veranda. 

There are today many people who practically live 
on their porches and verandas. One sees the baby’s crib, 
the luxurious Gloucester hammocks and the _ inviting 
wicker couch, all inviting one to repose; and in many in- 
stances they are occupied the greater portion of the time. 

Many of the new and modern houses are being con- 
structed with extremely broad and spacious verandas, 
with the purpose in mind of entertaining thereon during 
the summer months. As, at many ot the fashionable

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clubhouses, the verandas may be waxed and used for 
dancing when some special function is on, that requires a 
bit of real entertaining. 

We have spoken ‘of the simple attributes of the ver- 
anda and the many quiet, homely purposes that it fulfills, 
but it remains to show to what eloborate purposes a ver- 
anda may be used if necessary. At some North Shore 
houses this summer as many as six or seven small tables 


will be used for dinner, and the entire menu of several © 


courses will be served by well trained servants, on the 
outside of the house. With the small tables attractively 
decorated with flowers and the simplest of napery and 
china used, the effect is informal and altogether. de- 
lightful. he 

The guests who are favored with invitations to these 
veranda luncheons and dinners are usually so delighted 
with the success of the idea that they straightaway .re- 
turn to their own homes, and demonstrate to their own 
satisfaction, be their veranda great or small, what a luxury 
it is to partake of one’s meals in the one air, and with 
absolutely no conventional restraint. 

At a veranda luncheon, given by a well-known North 
Shore society woman one day last summer, the guests 
were informed that it was to be a sweet pea affair and 
each one was requested to appear in some shade, that 
could be reproduced in that fragrant blossom. When 
they arrived, they found the veranda set with four small 
tables, one decorated in pink sweet peas, one in pale 


lavender, one in cerise, and one in pale blue, and there 
was a great deal of genuine amusement in placing the 
guests according to the coloring of their attire. It was 
a charming sight, when the ladies were all seated and 
the veranda, which by the way, was not an unusually 
large one, looked like a garden in very sooth, with beau- 
tiful living flowers, gathered about the tables, for the 
guests happened to be a coterie of unusually attractive 
young women. Huge bunches of sweet peas were laid 
at each plate and the menu which was extremely novel, 
was composed of dishes of varying delicate tints, that 
entirely fitted with the general color scheme. 

Such affairs are out of the ordinary and seem to be 
in great favor and it leaves the ingenious hostess much 
room for unique ideas and originalities. 

One up-to-date society woman gave a bowling party 
on her veranda recently that was a great success and re- 
quired but little labor. The entire side of the veranda 
that was absolutely level was prepared, and the balls 
and pins brought out from the billiard-room, and the 
game was enjoyed by the guests in the out-door air until 
late in evening. 

The veranda party is almost a necessity this season, 
and as the fresh air fad gains and the younger generation 
comes up with practically no idea of remaining within 
doors except when absolutely necessary, the veranda will 
become a recognized institution that neither time nor tide 
will eradicate.

A Review of the Winter’s 
Farms, Etc. 


ILLIAM PHILLIPS, former secretary of the 

American embassy in London, is to have a residence 
near that of his mother, Mrs. John C. Phillips, “Moraine 
Farm,” Wenham Lake, and of his brother, Dr. John C. 
Phillips, whose place, “Windyknob,” also overlooks the 
lake. Mr. and Mrs. William Phillips (Caroline Astor Dray- 
ton) have spent the winter in Boston, occupying the resi- 
dence at 407 Commonwealth Avenue. ‘Their new home 
will be Italian in type, of rough finish, with roof of slate. 
At the entrance the porch is marked by columns with iron 
balustrades, and flat grill work of iron will be placed at 
the various windows, some of which also will show small 
balconies. ‘The house will have an ornamental, yet substan- 
tial appearance and will face a forecourt, 100x100 feet 
in dimensions, enclosed by rough-cast walls intersected 
here and there by wrought iron panels. ‘There will be a 
fountain in the forecourt. On the lake front there will 
be a terrace of brick with lower grass terraces and lawns. 
On this elevation the doorway will show fluted columns 
and an ornamental pediment, and at each end of the house 
there will be a loggia with vaulted ceilings and Mercer 
tile pavements. The terrace, with iron railings, will con- 
nect the two loggias. 

The first-floor plan is on a large scale as to dimen- 
sions, all the rooms having a height of fourteen feet. 
From the vestibule, with a marble floor, there will be a 
large hall, which, like the vestibule, will be of Caen stone 
cement finish. The stairway at the right will have orna- 
mental wrought-iron balustrades. There will be also a 
smaller hall, coat rooms, etc. The drawing room will be 
40 by 20 feet in dimensions and the library, extending 
from front to the rear of the house, will be the same size. 
The dining room will be 30 by 20 feet, with beamed ceil- 
ing. All of these rooms will have deep fireplaces. ‘The 
library is to be panelled in oak from the floor to the ceiling, 
the drawing room likewise will be panelled in white and the 
dining room will be fiinished in rough plaster, with stained 
woodwork. The service part of the house, placed in the 
basement, will include the usual kitchen, pantries, laun- 
dry, drying room, a servants’ hall and heating and light- 
ing equipment of the most modern type. 

On the second floor a suite of several rooms over the 
library, planned for the owner’s use, includes bedrooms, 
a dressing-room, bath, boudoir and connecting balcony

for the open-air sleeping. There also are four good-sized» 
chambers, each with connecting bath, for use of guests, 
and several rooms and a bath for the servants. In the 
attic, there will be three rooms for servants and a large 
unfinished space capable of future expansion for guest 
rooms. All the interior finish will be attractive and the 
house when completed will be impressive. 

The grounds are in process of development to make 
fitting surroundings. Bigelow & Wadsworth, Boston, are 
Mr. Phillips’s architects and the work is being carried out 
by E. A. Abbott, Boston. Arthur A. Shurtleff, the land- 
scape architect, has planned the development of the 
grounds and garden. A half-mile drive way to the house 
winding through hillside country and pasture and over- 
looking the lake, is a feature of the plans. 


FOR R. P. Snelling of Needham, a house of Dutch 

colonial style has been built on the eastern end of 
West Beach at Beverly Farms, on land which was a part 
of the Henry Lee estate, from plans by William G, 
Rantoul of Boston. It is of three stories with gambrel 
roof, having dormers to break its lines, and there are 
big square chimneys. ‘There is a square-top portico with 
columns at the main entrance, and bay windows, piazzas 
with lattices and other distinguishing features make the 
house attractive. It is of stucco exterior finish, on terra 
cotta blocks, and the roof is of red tiles. From the 
vestibule the hall extends through the house to a glazed 
piazza on the water side, where there is an unbroken view 
of the ocean. The stairway is placed at one side in an 
alcove. The living room, about 20 by 35 feet in dimen- 
sions, is finished in dark oak panelled to the ceiling. The 
room shows an ample fireplace. The dining room, also 
spacious, is panelled, and its floor is of tiles. ‘This room 
likewise is provided with a fireplace. The servants’ hall, 
and general service part occupy the basement. ‘The 
second floor gives the owner four master’s bedrooms and 
baths, and over the service end are five rooms and a_ 
bath for the servant’s use. The attic provides two mas- 
ter’s bedrooms, one of very large size, and a bath. ‘Pub- 
licover Brothers of Beverly Farms were the builders, and 
the avenues and ground improvements were done by D. 
Linehan & Son of Pride’s Crossing. 
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INCE last season a new garage of bungalow style has 
been completed on the Magnolia road in Manchester 
for William H. Coolidge, on what was formerly the Blyn- 
mann estate. ‘The building is of solid stone construction 
with its roof showing “snub-nosed” gabels, as architects 
term them, and with dormers having diamond panes. 
The interior finish likewise is of stone with the ceiling 
done in asbestos. ‘There is enough space for five cars, a 
work room and turntable in the centre. On the second 
floor are two bedrooms and bath, as well as a dormitory. 
The building is from plans by Samuel J. Brown of Bos- 
ton, and it was built by M. Kehoe of Magnolia. Also 
for Mr. Coolidge a small bungalow has been built on the 
beach front, on the lower land across the highway from 
his house.

SINCE the purchase by S. Reed Anthony of the old- 

time Luke “hill house,” as it familiarly is known, at 
Beverly Farms, changes and alterations have been under- 
taken by Publicover Brothers, to make the house far more 
comfortable and modern in its interior plan than it for- 
merly was. 


HE C. M. Cabot house at the corner of Hale and 

Hart streets, Beverly Farms, which was moved back 

from the highway to a new location nearby, has been re- 

modelled and much improved by Hardy & Day and the 

grounds have been regraded and changed by D. Linehan 
& Son. 
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CHANGES are to be made in the home of Quincy A. 

Shaw, 2d, Preston place, on the Beverly Farms-Wen- 
ham road, and plans for the alterations are being prepared 
by Amos A. Lawrence of Boston. When carried out, they 
will about double the size of the present house. The new 
wing will include a living room, 22 by 40 feet in dimen- 
sions, with a deep fireplace, and adjoining this room there 
will be a new.covered piazza.

The brain of Lord Avebury, “Sir John Lubbock,” 
is at rest; the end of life that is merely human has come 
to him, but his spirit must share the personal immortal 
life and his work will live after him. His death leaves 
the world poorer for the loss of a great spirit, but his 
life leaves the world richer for his brain activity and 
work. His was a versatile life and his brain activity al- 
most unparalleled. Completing his school education at 
an early age, he entered the school of life to earn a liv- 
ing and to give expression to the ambition clambering 
within him. He was a lover of man by nature, a student 
of life by choice, an industrious spirit withal. 

His one hundred best books have been a help to stu- 
dents and profitable to the publishers, but ‘“The Pleas- 
ures of Life” and “The Use of Life” have been of greater 
worth and inspiration, for in them are found the irre- 
pressible expression of a great mind. Reading these, 
many have taken heart again, viewed life from new 
heights and with the vision that inspires. 

An experienced pen he wielded, not the driven pen of 
compulsion, but the vitalized pen that had back of it 
the hand that moves freely because the brain was in- 
spired by love for writing. Sir John Lubbock was a 
great man, but fortunately he will live in his books. 


APPLIED. CHRISTIANTY. 

The days of Christian evidence as defended in the 
early part of the last century by argument, history and 
philosophy have passed. A new note is now being sound- 
ed by the leaders of the church to demonstrate religion 
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by good samaritanism is fact as well as in faith. ‘Two 
of the leading denominations met last week and their 
emphasis upon social service and practical Christianity 
fore-tells a more trustworthy religion for the future. 

The Unitarians and Baptists may not agree in dogma, 
but their convention utterances demonstrate that there 
is a unity of purpose and a desire to demonstrate the value 
of the Christian faith in relieving the present social un- 
rest. 

The reforms and movements suggested touch vital 
spots in the life of the people. Some of the things con- 
sidered were the rights of laborers and employers to or- 
ganize, living wages as a minimum, the old age problem 
and other measures of interest to the public. At De- 
troit the Baptists incorporated planks in their social ser- 
vice platform emphasizing the need of a higher stand- 
ard of the family in the home, the abolition of child 
labor, the regulation and safe-guarding the labor of wo- 
men and other preventative measures. 

With the press and pulpits united in the same pro- 
motion of the humanitarian side of life the next fifty 
years in America ought to give evidence of a great so- 
cial betterment movement hitherto unknown. ‘The be- 
ginning of this movement is already here. 


War brings destitution, suffering, bloodshed and 
pain, and innocent women and children usually bear the 
brunt of the consequences of war. Constantinople is 
now a sink hole of suffering and starvation. Funds are 
being raised by the American people for their benefit. — 
Hon. Oscar §. Strauss, formerly United States Ambassa- 
dor to Turkey says: “At the time of the Johnstown 
flood the Turkish Government transmitted through me 
a substantial contribution for the relief of the sufferers 
caused by that appalling disaster, which was gratefully 
recognized by our Governnent. This is a time when the 
people of America can give effective expression to the 
brotherhood of man, the lesson of which will teach more 
forcibly than any words the American spirit for the pro- 
motion of international peace and good will, and will por- 
tray the noble purposes of American benevolent and edu- 
cational institutions in the Turkish empire.” 


Autoists and others who frequent the roads of the 
North Shore in the summer will be pleased to learn of 
the plan of the State Highway Commission to lay out 
and construct this year a mile of road from the town 
of Essex on Essex avenue, toward Gloucester. ‘The im- 
provement will be two-fold in that the City of Glouces- 
ter is to construct an equal amount of highway on the 
same road next year from that city to Essex. ‘This grant 
of road is the result of a campaign by the Gloucester 
business men, city officials and others interested. 


The time has come when malicious and unjust at- 
tacks on organized industry should cease. President 
Winslow in his annual report to the United Shoe Ma- 
chinery Co. says: “The company has not been immune 
against the epidemic of assault which has hit other suc- 
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cessful business concerns. It has been compelled to spend 
time, energy and money on investigations and prosecu- 
tions instituted either by business rivals or by those who 
seek political advancement through attacks upon estab- 
lished industries.” Without entering into a discussion 
of the merits of the United Shoe Machinery Co.’s cases 
and without prejudice to unorganized and independent 
industry it should be said that organized industry should 
be freed from disastrous attacks by irresponsible persons. 


The numerous deaths from mistaking bichloride of 
mercury for harmless drugs should increase the argu- 
ments against the indistinguishable form and color of the 
tablets. Poisonous drugs should be encastd in vials of 
unusual shape and color. A peculiarly shaped bottle will 
afford a safe means of distinguishing fluids and tablets, 
even in the dark.

Town Affairs 


WitH THE MANCHESTER BOARD 
oF SELECTMEN AND OTHER 
Town OFFICIALS 


The adjourned Town meeting was 
held Monday night with only a few 
voters present. The remaining arti- 
cles of the annual warrant were either 
passed over or acted upon, so that 
the meeting was dissolved. Modera- 
tor Allen presided. The first business 
to come before the meeting was the 
matter of dredging. Chairman Mel- 
drum of the selectmen stated that 
about $17,000 was required to com- 
plete the original plans of the Harbor 
and Land Commissioners for improve- 
ments in Manchester harbor, and the 
board had assured the selectmen that. 
if the town appropriate $8000 the 
state would put enough with it to 
complete the work. It was accord- 
ingly voted “that the town appropriate 
$8000 for the improvement of Man- 
chester Harbor, the said sum to be 
paid in to the treasurer and receiver- 
general of the Commonwealth and ex- 
pended under the direction of the 
board of Harbor and Land Commis- 
sioners under the provisions of Chap. 
481 of. the Acts of 1909.” 

Under Art. 34 the park commission- 
ers asked for $3000 for dredging, and 
this, too, was voted. The commis- 
sioners plan to spend most of this 
money on the inside of the wharf at 
the park, toward Beach street. The 
basin there will be greatly changed 
and part of the float now extending 
down stream will be brought in to- 
ward Beach street. 

Under Art. 59 it was voted that 
$1000 be appropriated to carry out 
the vote of the town in accepting the 
statutes regarding the condemning of 
unsafe buildings. It was explained 
that though the town accepted the 
statutes nothing was done toward 
providing funds: to use in this con- 
nection. 

The articles relative to improve- 
ments on Pine stret were passed over, 
as the county commissioners had not 
vet made their report. Probably the 
street will be temporarily repaired by 
the highway department. 

It was further voted that $148,000 
be raised by taxation this year. This 
is several thousands in advance of 
last year, but it was explained that 
the state and county taxes alone this

on the town’s part of more than $20,- 
ooo. Assessor Swett said that the 
state tax commissioner had increased 
Manchester’s valuation from a_ basis 
of 16 million as it had been in the 
three years of I9QI0-I1-12, to 26 mil- 
lion for 1913-14-15. ‘This means sim- 
ply that the state in levying its tax 
on Manchester in the next three vears 
will work on the latter figure as a 
basis instead of 16 million as hereto- 
fore, and this means a heavier state 
tax. 

Representatives from Manchester, 
Danvers and Hamilton attended the 
conference with the Beverly city coun- 
cil held at the Beverly City hall re- 
cently to discuss the problem of hav- 
ing the towns surrounding Beverly co- 
operate with that city in maintaining 
an isolation hospital. ‘Those present 
at the meeting included George R. 
Dean and F. G. Cheever of the Man- 
chester board of health, Alderman 
W. O. Wylie of the Beverly commit- 
tee, who presided, aldermen Lane and 
Goldsmith of Beverly, J. E. Herrick, 
health commissioner, Dr. N. M. Mc- 
Leod, city physician, C. G. Knowlton 
of the Hamilton board of health, Dr. 
FE. H. Niles and W. H. Crosby of the 
Danvers board of health. While the 
establishment of an isolation hospital 
is optional with the towns, Beverly 
conceived the idea of building the in- 
stitution and having the surrounding 
towns contribute toward its  main- 
tenance. This would result in a ma- 
terial saving to all of the municipali- 
ties included within the plan. The 
Beverly plan has been indorsed by the 
town delegates and a committee con- 
sisting of J. E. Herrick of Beverly, 
George W. kitz of Hamilton, N. P. 
Meldrum of Manchester and Dr. E. 
H. Niles of Danvers has been named 
to investigate the maintenance cost. 
A further consideration of the prop- 
osition will result at a second meeting 
to be held soon. 
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Memorial Day at Manchester 


Fair skies smiled on the veterans of 
the Grand Army of the Republic last 
Friday when the observances of Me- 
morial Day were befittingly carried out 
by the Post and the affiliated organiza- 
tions and the public in general. A brisk 
breeze added a cooling effect to the 
heat of a march through the streets 
of the town to the three cemeteries, 
and made ‘he afternoon withal one of 
the best, for Memorial Day, in years. 
At the three cemeteries the graves of 
94 veterans of the Civil War were 
decorated and at Rosedale cemetery 
exercises in honor of the unknown dead 
were held. Then, as a fitting close 
to this part of the day’s observances 
the women and school children held ex- 
ercises at the Town wharf and strew 
flowers upon the waters in honor of 
the sailor dead. 

Eighteen veterans of the fast dwind- 
ling number belonging to Post 67 as- 
sisted in the exercises of the day,— 
all of those actively associated with the 
post in town. The Sons of Veterans 
and the Women’s Relief Corps also 
turned out in large numbers. The pa- 
rade formed at 1.45, and as outlined in 
our last issue, marched to the various 
cemeteries, the Boy Scouts also acting 
as escort to the veterans. 

The Memorial Day exercises at Town 
hall in the evening were of the usual 
patriotic order and were listened to 
by a large audience, every seat being 
taken. The program as previously an- 
nounced was carried out. The Schu- 
bert Quartet was given a most compli- 
mentary reception and they rendered 
the following selections: Hark! The 
Trumpet Sounds, The Lord’s Prayer, 
Annie Laurie, Nellie Gray, Come Where 
My Love Lies Dreaming, and Good 
Night... Lincoln’s 
burg was well given by Master Earle 
Height, who earned the hearty applause 
given him. Commander Enoch Crombie 
who was in charge of the program, in- 
troduced Rev. John E, Charlton of Sa- 
lem as the orator of the evening. He 
held the wrapt attention of his hear- 
ers throughout his address which was 
largely a graphic description of the 
battle of Gettysburg, which was so 
eloquently told and with so much de- 
tail that his audience could almost, it 
seemed, hear the roar of the artillery 
and the shrieks and groans of the 
wounded and shouts of the leaders as 
they urged their troops on to victory. 
He said in part: 

*“T have a reputation to live up to 
tonight. Some time ago one of. your 


comrades was seated by my side at a. 


banquet at which I was one of the 
speakers and after I had concluded, he 
asked if I would not come to Manches- 
ter and deliver the Memorial Day ad- 
dress before Post 67, and I agreed to 
do so, so you see I must maintain the 
impression I created that evening. My 
subject this evening is ‘The Suffering 
of the Sacrifice.’ It has always seemed 
to me that the things really most worth 
while in this world are the things that 
cost the most in way of sacrifice. The 
mothers’ great love for her child is be- 
cause she has to sacrifice so much to it. 

“Tonight we are to remember the 


address , at .Gettys- . 


men who volunteered their service and 
their lives for their country that it 
might remain united and that the slaves 
might go free. The years from 1861-64 
were never equaled in the history of 
the world for the richness of sacrifice. 
Let us look at the men who were so 
ready to sacrifice home comforts and 
their lives if need be. They were not 
| men” trained. ins, war—they . were. men 
from the workshops, store keepers, car- 
penters, plumbers, tin smiths, weavers— 
men from every profession and in all 
walks of life. And when we speak of 
the ‘boys’ in blue we mean boys, for 
they were boys literally, as well nigh 
two millions of those who went to the 
front had not yet reached the age of 
22 years. 

‘“The first of the sacrifices was the 
sadness of the home parting. Can we 
realize how much of a sacrifice it was 
to the home stayers? And after their 
, dear boys had gone to the fronts how 
eagerly the newspapers were scanned 
for any intelligence from their loved 
ones. You comrades went to the front 
with the excitement of battle to buoy 
you up, but they stayed at home with 
only the quiet of their grief. Would 
that some one might rise up to write 
a history of the sufferings of the moth- 
ers and wifehood of our nation. As 
we travel up and down our land we 
may see &@ monument in nearly every 
city and village and it is well and 
never let one of them be _ removed. 
(Applause). 

‘‘Let us note again the sufferings of 
the toil of war. When these men were 
at the front marching or fighting all 
day they found no home to return to 
at night; no wife or children to greet 
them; no supper or hot drink prepared 
for them;. it was theirs to lie down 
in their blankets perhaps on the wet 
ground with no other protection from 
the storm, and then perhaps the order 
would come again before morning had 
broke, to march and they would rise 
again and stumble on through mud an- 
kle deep. Confronted with all manner 
of diseases, hardships and discourage- 
ments without number, what a sacrifice 
was theirs. 

‘“But greater still were the sacrifices 
of the horrors of war, the terrible 
slaughter and bleeding wounds, and 
perhaps gangrene. I have known of 
men who have been in a hundred bat- 
-tles and skirmishes. Take for instance 
the battle of Gettysburg; what a 
struggle that was, what deeds of hero- 
ism, what suffering, what sacrifice! In 
the second day’s fighting in five hours 
20,000 men lay dead or wounded as 
the result of that great battle. On 
the third day Picket with 5000 men 
takes back but 1200; 3000 men. are 
grievously wounded; whole regiments 
and armies are so mutilated that they 
will forever remain as ‘Unknown 
Dead.’ Who ean tell of such sacrifice? 
Those brave men were lost to your army 
but they are known in the army of 
Heaven where we shall know as they 
are known.’’

‘*The Charm of the Fountain’’ 


By MARY H. NORTHEND and LILLIAN E. PURDY 


A HE romantic grace that a fountain lends to a gar- 
den recommends it emphatically to the one who 
aims to secure a pleasing and finished effect in the land- 
scape about his home. No other garden accessory gives 
quite the same touch. The sound of the splashing water, 
the sight of a sparkling stream that breaks in a little cloud 
of spray and falls into a pool glistening with gold fish or 
blossoming with pond lilies, are delights to be eagerly 
sought by the garden maker. They contribute picturesque- 
ness and suggest refreshing coolness in the hot days of 
midsummer. But the trouble is that we are inclined to 
associate these apparent luxuries only with the formal 
Italian garden in which the fountain, in the form of a 
bit of choice antique marble, represents the outlay of thous- 
ands of dollars. This, however, is a mistaken idea. For, 
while a fountain may be an extremely expensive ac- 
quisition, a simple one may also be constructed at a nomi- 
nal cost. In fact, the desired effect may be secured at 
any price you may wish to pay, ranging from ten dol- 
lars to many thousands. So, considering this possibility 
of adjustment to your means, together with the fact that 
no garden is really complete without water in some form, 
it behooves us to have a fountain in our gardens, delight- 
ing the ear with the musical fall of its waters and pleasing 
the eye with its suggestive coolness and its wealth of 
aquatic plants. 
The choice of a location for a fountain is 
of primary importance to its success. In the 
formal garden, it usually stands out boldly in the 
sunshine, the central ornament of an unshadowed 
spot. But, in a garden that is less regular in de- 
sign, it is weil to place the fountain se that both 
‘sunshine and shade may play upon it. ‘There 
is, however, one objectionable feature to 
its proximity to trees and that is that the 
autumn leaves are apt to mar the beauty 
of the pool and clog the outlet pipe, 
necessitating frequent cleaning of

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the basin. But, with a little watching these 

may be easily obviated. 

As with a piece of furniture in your room, so it is 
with the fountain in your garden,—suitability must be 
studied and harmony must be preserved. For instance, 
gardens of distinctive types, such as Italian, Japanese, 
or rustic, require fountains of a style that is in perfect 
keeping with their general plan. A tall, slender fountain, 
throwing a high stream of water would be most incon- 
gruous in a small garden, full of flowers and low-grow- 
ing shrubs. Such a fountain requires the expanse of a 
broad lawn with tall, graceful trees. In no other setting 
would it be seen to the proper advantage. There is just 
ene rule to be remembered, however, in order to select 
the right type of fountain and thus attain the most sat- 
isfactory effect,—let your keynote be simplicity. The 
beautiful fountains for which France and Italy are fa- 
mous, are noted for their extreme simplicity,—sometimes 
only a single spray of water is seen in the larger ones, 
rising forty or fifty feet in the air and falling in a cloudy 
spray against a background of moss-grown __bal- 
ustrades and terraces, blooming acacias, and great 
cypresses,—and we would do well to imitate this 
characteristic, even though the setting of the fountain 
may be far less elaborate and ornate. 

Now, the material of which your fountain ‘is 
constructed is the item that largely controls its 
expense. The gleaming white marble of storied 

facing may at once be relegated to the luxuries of 

the wealthy, and stone, which is eminently the most 
beautiful and durable substance for fountains and 
basins, follows next in degree of the less costly. 

A stone fountain, even of a severely simple 
\ style cannot be obtained for anything short 
ees Of a hundred dollars. But imitations, such

fountain that suits his purse, his taste, and the type of 
his garden 

If, however, an even less expensive medium is de- 
sired, he may resort to iron, the material most commonly 
used. Complete outfits, ready to install, may be pur- 
chased at almost any price, from ten dollars upward. They 
are easily set in place but require a firm foundation to 
rest upon. To enhance their attractiveness, they be ar- 
ranged so that the edge of the basin comes just below 
the level of the earth, the sod extending over it to give 
the appearance of a natural setting. 

Of course, an abundant supply of water to insure 
against the forlorn sight of a fountain that has run dry, 
during a possible drought, is a foregone conclusion. But 
the supplying of water is not so difficult as it may at 
first seem. A _ stop-clock on the main intake pipe regu- 
lates the stream for the nozzle, while a standpipe, ar- 
ranged to keep the pool the required depth, provides an 
outlet. This pipe should be connected with the sewer, 
or if that is impossible, with a dry well. When the pres- 
sure of water is limited, a drooping frountain is most 
practicable, although it is not wholly satisfactory. Care 
must be taken to lay the pipes deep enough to secure 
them from damage by frost. 

When lilies are desired in the pool, the basin should 
be built about two feet in depth, with sides sloping up- 
ward in order to prevent injury by frost. Boxes or tubs, 
filled with rich soil, inclined to be clayed, with a top-dress- 
ing of sand about two inches deep, are lowered into the 
basins. They are thus easily withdrawn when it is neces- 
sary to thin the plants or remove the tender varieties in 
winter. In the making of this basin, concrete or iron 
may be used, the latter being most convient and inex- 
pensive, as the completed article may be bought intact, 
for from nine to two hundred dollars for the circular 
shapes and from thirty to five hundred dollars for those 
of octagonal form. 
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As the pool of a fountain or simply as a receptacle 
for aquatic plants, the water garden idea is growing more 
and more in favor. ‘Tanks or basins for the purpose 
therefore vary in size, although the usual depths is the 
same as in the fountain basin. The contents of the pool 
also vary according to one’s taste, the native pond lily 
being the usual feature of a garden of this sort. Other 
plants that are quite as beautiful are water hyacinths, the 
tender Australian blue lilies, the gorgeous Victorias of 
South America, and the so-called Eyyptian Lotus, which 
comes to us from Japan. Great care should be taken, 
however, not to overcrowd the pool, as this tends to dis- 
tract from the beauty and impede the healthy progress 
of the plants. But, as a rule, after the plants are once 
started, they require little attention, for hardy lilies may 
be left in the tank all winter if it is covered with boards 
and straw. The more tender varieties are not .able to 
withstand the cold winter weather, but if they are lifted 
out of the water in the autumn and kept in a moderately 
warm cellar, they will be in good condition the following 
spring. 

If no plants are desired the water supply is more 
or less restricted and it is the aim to have the construct- 
ion as simple as possible, a wall fountain may be built. 
One of these is seen in a terraced stone wall which has 
a pipe passed through it into the stone head of a lion. 
From the mouth of the lion, the water pours into a large 
jar, and then, by means of an underground pipe, it passes 
into a little pool below. Backed by a rack with growing 
ferns, this fountain affords all the coolness and beauty 
that could be desired. 

Equally simple but different in character is the foun- 
tain that spouts from a stone in the form of a shell and 
falls over, first into one circular concrete-enclosed pool 
and then into another of larger size. A small shelf at 
the bottom of the upper pool and underneath the rock 
holds a quantity of bog plants.

ITH each succeeding summer scores of 

Americans find pleasure in the pleasing com- 
bination of country and ocean surroundings afforded 
along the North Shore. To many it is their first 
residence alongside the sea and there is a vague but com- 
forting sense of enjoyment in the experience of living 
close to the ocean. 

The waves have a soothing effect on the jaded busi- 
ness man in search of rest; they have an appealing force 
to the tourist who enjoys Nature in all her glory. The 
ocean when it is calm lends itself to complete enjoyment 
of one’s surroundings. When the waves are lashed into 
fury during the storm they inspire an awe of majesty. 

The average inland American who has never seen 
the ocean has no real idea of the force of its waves. He 
reads about the storm, of boats being carried away and 
bulwarks stove in. But he does not realize the steam 
hammer blows that may be struck by mere water. 

Autoists along the North Shore know the havoc that 
was wrought two years ago with the Marblehead cause- 
way boulevard. ‘This road, which connects the mainland 
with Marblehead Neck, where are situated the Eastern 
and Corinthian yacht clubs 
and many fine summer resi- 
dences, was nearly ruined by 
the tremendous force of heavy 
seas crashing into it. Heavy 
boulders, some many  hun- 
dred pounds in weight had 
been hurled onto the road 
making it impassable for traf- 
fic. During the big storms in 
the winter the waves broke 
with terrific force against the 
narrow strip of land and 
completely submerged parts of 
the road. Motorists enjoy a 
well-oiled thoroughfare to 
this place now, however, and 
this fact makes the Marble- 
head shore all the more invit- 
ing to the summer visitor.

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In the same vicinity is another of the ‘water freaks” 
called the Churn, where the waves strike the cliffs on the 
easterly side of Marblehead Neck and, as the name im- 
plies, crash and rise in a foamy mist above the steep 
crag. During a severe storm the fury of the waves in this 
particular spot presents an unequalled picture. 

All along the rugged coast of the North Shore are 
found similar instances of the wonderful power of the 
waves. From Nahant to Cape Ann the ocean is king, 
especially during the summer months. On the Cape is 
found the most rugged part of the whole coast, where in 
many places the waterfront along Gloucester and Rock- 
port rises into sheer cliffs and rocky eminences. The 
breakwater, in Rockport harbor, which is about half fin- 
ished, has lessened the spectacular force of the ocean dur- 
ing storms along that part of the coast, although during 
rough weather the water soars above the breakwater like 
some mighty leviathan. 

Various attempts have been made to devise motors 
to develop power from the force of the waves. The 
amount of energy wasted through their lack of success 
is beyond estimate. If the power of the sea could be used 
it would drive the machinery 
of an unlimited number of 
plants. 

Another and sterner as- 
pect of the waves is demon- 
strated in the care with which 
mariners avoid certain parts 
of the coast of Massachu- 
setts. One of the most dan- 
gerous parts of the whole 
coast is found on the North 
Shore between Fresh Water 
Cove, Gloucester and Mag- 
nolia. Rafe’s Chasm, the 
fury of which in a storm 
nearly equals that of The 
Churn at Marblehead Neck, 
is situated there. Nearby is 
the famous reef of Norman’s 
Woe, pictured in Longfel- 
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low’s poem, “The 
Wreck of the Hes- 
perus.” 

From Nahant on 
the southern end of 
the North Shore to 
its extreme at Rock- 
port are never-end- 
ing displays of the 
wonderous force and 
beauty of the surf. 
Along Lynn Beach, 
at Swampscott, Clif- 
ton, Deveraux, Man- 
chester, Magnolia 
and Gloucester, the 
water plays queer 
pranks. 

The slogan of

HiGHER EDUCATION 

The western states by using their constructive edu- 
cational work without being hampered by the problem 
of duplicating college plants have been at an advantage 
in establishing state colleges. Many of the western states 
have state colleges, open freely to every citizen. To 
remedy a comparative disadvantage in Massachusetts a 
bill was introduced into the State Legislature providing 
for two years of collegiate work in the larger high schools 
and in all of the normal schools. ‘This bill has fortunately 
been reported on adversely. 

The increasing of the high and normal school ex- 
penditures can never remedy this disadvantage. Massa- 
chusetts should not attempt to establish a state univer- 
sity in direct competition with the long established and 
efficient schools and colleges within its borders. 

There is a way out which should commend itself to 
the people of the state. The state could appropriate an- 
nually stated amounts of money for scholarships in any 
of the existent colleges. After satisfying the examining 
committee the young man should be at liberty to select 
his own college and the amount of the tuition for the 
student should be paid by the state. This has already 
been successfully tried in courses of engineering, tech- 
nology and agriculture. If it works successfully with the 
one why will it not with another type? ‘This certainly is 
one solution in Massachusetts of the problem of higher 
education. 


THE BROTHERHOOD SPIRIT 

The spirit of good will shown to his employees by 
Wm. C. Cotton, late of Brookline, former president of the 
American Tube Works, in the codicil of his will is com- 
mendable. ‘Too often are the living men who have helpe« 
to make other men successful forgotten and the funds of 
some popular charity increased. Mr. Cotton’s is a custom 
that may well be followed. Fortunately, on the North 
Shore, many men of means have in years past shown the 
same praiseworthy humanitarian spirit. 


The North Shore growth is quiet. The history of 
its settlement is, first year, a visit to friends awakens ad- 
miration; the second-year. means a rented cottage; the 
third results in a new house built. No one can resist 
the charms of the beautiful shore, its priceless refresh- 
ing breezes, the broad open places, its good roads and 
beautiful drives. Many have conceived it to be a Para- 
dise. 


Augustus P. Gardner has been holding “a Republican 
clinic to determine what ails us” and has succeeded with 
rare skill. The address issued to his constituents is a 
fine and strong defense of Republicanism and with equal 
fairness its mistakes have been laid bare. It is a pity 
that the spirit of Gardner had not been dominant in the 
party previous to December, 1912. The Republican party 
has had a wholesome lesson and if it is to ‘come back” 
it will be under the leadership of men with broad visions 
and progressive ideas—as Gardner. 


The North American Civic League for immigrants 
has wisely established a North Shore branch. The im- 
migration problem is a severe one and the North Shore 
has begun to feel the influence of alien races. Anything 
that can be done to Americanize the incoming immigrants 
or those already on these shores should be done. Every 
humanitarian will wish the league good luck in the work. 


In house-cleaning seasons the dangers to health are 
enhanced. Care may well be taken in coming to a house 
that has been closed all winter. The joys of a country 
home are many, but the dangers of entering a house closed 
through the winter months cannot be too carefully guard- 
ed against. 


President Murlin of Boston University is having 
good success with the Living Endowment. The university 
should receive the financial support of the public. It has 
had a useful career and promises to be a valuable force 
in the educational world of the East. 


Judge Quinn of Salem honors Boston University in 
receiving after twenty years a degree in laws. The de- 
gree has been well earned, for Judge Quinn has proven 
himself to be a careful student, a painstaking jurist and a 
just judge. 


While a summer resident may pay his personal taxes 
in other places and his citizenship may be registered else- 
where it does not release him from responsibility to the 
summer place. A wholesome interest by the summer resi- 
dents in the local affairs of the North Shore would be 
productive of much good. 


The suggestion of the Boston Medical and Surgical 
Journal that “the recent move to reduce the size of the 
classes in schools is most wise and necessary” will re- 
ceive the approbation of every parent and school teacher. 


The Boston & Maine Railroad may well consider 
the advisability of putting on an evening train on the 
Gloucester branch later than the train going toward Bos- 
ton before seven. The patronage of the seven and eight 
o’clock ’busses from Beverly Farms to Beverly proves that. 


Harvard week is with us again. With the added 
attraction of the Hollis Centenary, old Cambridge for 
a week will be the real centre of the Hub of the Universe.

A Review of the Winter’s 
Activities — Plans for 
Rebuilding Essex County 
Club. 


NORTH SHORE 
CHANGES 


By Chas. E. Alexander.

bal COUNTY CLUB members, although deprived 


of their clubhouse, through loss by fire, will not lack 
ample accommodations this season, as the house commit- 
tee has carefully studied their comfort in considering 
present and future plans. For immediate use, a portable 
house will suffice, placed near the former clubhouse and 
over-looking the first tee. It is intended especially for 
ladies’ use and will contain a dining-room of good size 
and a kitchen, so that luncheons and dinners may be serv- 
ed. Piazzas on two sides will afford a shaded resting 
place. Remodelling of the club stable will provdie the 
club members with temprary quarters for lounging, lock- 
ers and a golf workshop, while a room will be set apart 
for ladies and there will be lockers for their needs. The 
accommodations will all be adequate, considering the con- 
ditions which the house committee is compelled to face. 

Plans for a new clubhouse are under consideration 
by the building committee, made up of Arthur Lithgow 
Devens, president of the club; T. Dennie Boardman, 
chairman; William A. Burnham, George Warren and 
George F. Willett. "These plans are in preparation by 
Parker, Thomas & Rice, the Boston architects, who are 
carrying out the committee’s desire for a house of simple 
appearance and plan. 

According to tentative plans, the house will be long 
and low in its general appearance and of old-fashioned, 
red brick construction, with white trimmings, and of 
course as fireproof as such a building may be made, and 
will be suggestive of the old-time houses scattered 
throughout Essex County. It is to be entirely surround- 
ed by broad, covered piazzas and will fit admirably its 
situation and surroundings. It will be two stories high, 
with its central part containing a living-room of big di- 
mensions, 25 by almost 50 feet, and a dining-room 32 by 
46 feet in size. It is proposed to carry these two rooms 
from the floor to the roof so that when dinners, dances or 
other entertainments are given there will be ample space 
for excellent ventilation, which low-ceiled rooms would 
not provide. In the end of the house first reached, as 
one approaches the place from the main entrance to the 
grounds, on School street, the ladies’ rooms will be placed, 
all well planned to make their quarters attractive. 

The further end of the building, nearer the golf 
links, will be the men’s part of the house, and their en- 
tire comfort has been carefully studied. The committee, 
realizing that the former kitchen and service facilities

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were rather poor and inadequate, have given careful 
thought in co-operation with the architects, to this part 
of the house, and under the new conditions there will be 
the most modern equipment for efficient service for gen- 
eral purposes and special entertaining. . 

The second floor will contain chambers and baths in 
the ladies’ end and in the further end there will be for 
men ample bedroom accommodations, showers and baths. 
While everything will be kept just as simple as possible, 
there will be nothing lacking for the entire comfort of 
club members and ladies of their families. It is probable 
that eventually there will be a separate building for 
athletic purposes, with lockers, work rooms and other 
fittings, to be connected with the clubhouse by a covered 
piazza. 

The plans, as prepared for consideration on the part 
of the committee, are only tentative, as has been said, 
with opportunity to alter them according to such practi- 
cal suggestions as the committee or club members may 
make. It is proposed to hang them up at the club so that 
members may study them before they are fully com- 
pleted. With final determination as to just what will best 
meet the requirements, the committee will take steps to 
bring about the erection of the building. 


[MPROVEMENTS and development of the extensive 
estate of Henry C. Frick, “Eagle Rock,” Hale street, 
Pride’s Crossing, goes on from season to season with 
fine results. Just now the work in hand is the making 
of a large formal garden on the grounds adjoining the 
gardener’s cottage and on the level below the long stable. 
There are several acres of level land capable of develop- 
ment, aside from the large kitchen garden. The entire 
place is sunny and open. Some distance in from the 
ornamental double entrance gates of iron work, swing- 
ing from the heavy rusticated stone columns, the new 
formal garden is being made. There are wide lawns and 
in the central part is a series of pergolas, together with 
a circular basin about 25 feet in diameter, for aquatic 
plants. At the right and left of the central pergolas are 
still other pergolas to break the stretches of lawns and 
flower beds. The basin and also columns of the pergolas 
are of concrete construction, and were made by H. A. 
Doane of Pride’s, to carry out Mr. Frick’s own plans and

From the Boston News Bureau of 
June 10, we reprint the following dis- 
patch from Globe, Ariz., concerning 
the Iron Cap Copper Co., of which 
Frank P. Knight of this town is 
president: “Globe, Ariz—The Iron 
Cap Copper Co. management expects 
June output of 500 tons of high-grade 
ore. Prediction of 300 tons for May 
was exceeded by actual shipment. The 
650-foot level is now 471 feet from 
the mouth of the drift and the rich 
ore body is still holding up in size and 
value. The company has not yet 
cross-cut, sunk or raised on the ore, 
following it with a drift two sets 
wide, exposing an average of 12 feet 
wide. The first of June a raise was 
started 20 feet back from the face of 
the drift to ascertain the height of 
the ore body. Cross-cuts and winzes 
also will be driven to explore the body. 
The ore holds an average of 12 per 
cent copper and the streak of high 
grade in the center, varying from 12 to 
24 inches, runs as high as 50 per cent 
copper and over 100 ounces in silver.”

when interviewed at his home in Man- 
chester last night.

WENHAM 


This is the 21st year of work for 
the Wenham Village Improvement so- 
ciety, a society that has become known 
through Essex county for its endeay- 
ors toward civic improvements. It 
was one of the pioneers in village im- 
provement work, beginning in a small 
way, and much of the work that was 
its original inspiration is now done by 
the town. It has broadened as _ all 
things must that work for progress, 
till now it provides a hospital fund 
for those to whom treatment at the 
Beverly hospital might otherwise be 
impossible. It has a sewing school 
during the summer months for about 
40 children. It provides for the exter- 
mination of insect pests, where the 
matter has not already been provided 
for by the town. It has a tea room 
and woman’s exchange which gives the 
people of the village an opportunity 
to dispose of their handiwork. Also 
it has been an inspiration in its annu- 
al flower shows, which have had much 
commendation, both for variety and 
for artistic results. It is hoped that 
this year’s flower show, which will be 
held on the charming estate of Mrs. 
Edward B. Cole at Wenham Neck, 
may prove to be even better than be- 
fore, and that all gardens may be 
represented, however small or large 
they may be. This should be a repre- 
sentation, not only of Wenham, but 
of this section of the county, which 
has many very beautiful gardens and 
plantations with rare plants. And 
Wenham itself should show many fine 
varieties of plants and flowers, as 
there are some beautiful gardens here, 
under the care of well-known garden- 
ers, as well as simple gardens with 
some specialty loved by their owners. 

Rev. Mr. Cutler’s sermon topic at 
the Village church Sunday morning 
will be ‘“The Man Who Saw.” Sun- 
day School at noon. ‘There will be 
only a single evening meeting this 
week, a union of the Y. P. S. C. E. and 
the customary evening service, at 6 
o'clock, out doors on the church lawn. 
After a praise service with singing 
led by a cornet, the testimony meeting 
will follow, using the C. FE. theme for 
the day. Finally Mr. Cutler will de- 
liver a brief address. In case of in- 
clement weather the meeting will be 
held at 6 p. m. indoors.

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Behind Quaint Doorways

Ho you a streak of hopelessly plebeian curiosity 
about other people’s affairs? 

I have. 

Do you just love to peer into other people’s back 
kitchens as the elevated train carries you whizzing by? 

I do. 

If you are one of these pleasantly vulgar creatures 
and ever visit old Portsmouth, you would, I am sure, 
be as curious as I was to know what, in the past, had been 
lived behind some of the prim doorways of this old New 
Hampshire town. For something must have been lived be- 
hind them. No other houses in Christendom could have a 
past quite as sanctimonious as those angelically respectable 
doorways bespeak—-not even in beautiful Portsmouth, 
whose “gigantic elms,” as Thomas Bailey Aldrich says, 
“span the avenues with arches graceful enough to be the 
handiwork of fairies.” And so I began rummaging. 

There was Benning Wentworth, Governor of New 
Hampshire in 1741.

Well, his eye fell on one 
Molly Pitman, a pretty buxom 
girl, to judge from his ordin- 
ary taste, and he proposed » | 
marriage.’ But'she—the inde- | |, 
pendent little minx—had the _ 
audacity to refuse him, say- 
ing that she loved a poor me- 
chanic, one Shortridge, and 
him she intended to marry. 

Marry him she did too—— 
but while her wedding joy 
was still very new, the stra- 
mary old governor took mat-~ 
ters into his own hands. He 
got together a press gang 
which waylaid poor Short- 
ridge, and put him aboard a 
British frigate in the harbor 
which sailed with the tide in 
the morning. The young hus- 
band was carried to sea, away 
from his winsome bride, and 
for seven long years, like the 
man without a country, the 
poor fellow never saw land.

He was changed from one ship to another on the high 
seas—and never a word of love, never an assurance of 
faithfulness, could reach him from home. 

Governor Wentworth had ordered him to be thus carried 
about to the end of his life, but one old captain, learning 
the story, was moved by its cruelty, and took him to port. 
Shortridge was told that if he chose to run away, none 
would be the wiser for it. And so in time for his eighth 
anniversary, though he and his wife had never had their 
first together, came Richard Shortridge home. 

But this version of Enoch Arden had another ending. 
The impressed sailor found his wife as he had left her, 
scornful of the Governor’s attention and with her faith- 
fulness unchanged by the long years. 

But you have not seen the summer home of Governor 
Wentworth, and once you see its charming location you 
will regard the owner as something better than the villain 
of this story. Leaving town behind you, through twink- 
ling birch copses, through 
sweet straight pine groves, you 
come suddenly upon the smell! 
of old ocean and the glint of 
the sea where “Little Harbor” 
stretches out to the southward.

_ pretty picture,—the pompous 
old man and the graceful mai- 
den, promising the age-old ‘“‘to 
love and to cherish,’’ while the 
firelight gleams on the carved 
oaken mantel in that spacious 
old council chamber by the 
sea. 

Or come back to town, and 
take the street that leads to 
the Navy Yard ferry. On 
your left is an old tan-colored 
brick house whose low door- 
way arises abruptly from the 
sidewalk. It is a square old 
mansion, a bit forbidding now 
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ed old host standing in black 
satin small clothes and silver 
buckles welcoming his guests 
under that very portico? 

Fine old man and fine old 
patriot! He it was who ex- 
claimed: 

“TI have a thousand dollars 
in hard money; I will pledge 
my plate for three thousand 
more; 1 have seventy hogs- 
heads of Tobago rum, which 
will be sold for the most they 
can bring. They are at the 
service of the state—we will 
check the progress of Bur- 
goyne!” 

The old gentleman, in fis 
immaculate dress, may have 
been in the Market Square 
on November 1, 1765, his face 
alive with excitement. For 
that was the day the Stamp 
Act was to go into effect. 
Bells were tolled, buildings 
were draped in mourning, all 
Portsmouth was in Market 
Square in funeral attire, and 
into a grave, dug iin the 
Square a coffin was being 
lowered,— a coffin inscribed, 
“Liberty, aged 145 years.” 
There was heard a clatter of 


that it is boarded up, and yet 
when the afternoon sun comes 
glinting across its big white 
doorway it seems to unbend, 
and its squareness bespeaks spaciousness and lofty ceil- 
ings within. 

I know of no particular romance connected with this 
house, but its owners must have been men of a progressive 
spirit. In 1762 their lightning rod was put up by the 
hands of Benjamin Franklin. I was recounting the charms 
of Portsmouth to a literal-minded woman some time ago. 

“And this,” I said, “is the Warner house where Frank- 
lin ran up the lightning rod.” “Oh,” was her answer, 
“isn’t that interesting. JI didn’t know that he was ac- 
customed to doing acrobatic feats of that sort.” And now 
never pass the house without an inward vision of -stout 
Benjamin “shinning up the lightning rod, his wig askew 
and his cheeks scarlet with the exertion. 

But a few blocks from the Warner house there is a 
lovely white mansion which you must see. In the spring, 
especially, it is a delight to the eye. From the bridal 
wreath and snowdrops near the ground a cloud of snowy 
whiteness and fragrance seems to ascend, through masses 
of lilac clusters at a higher level and the wonderful riotous 
bursts of apple and peach bloom that New England lavishes 
in spring time, up to the magnificent horse chestnuts in the 
rear. It is indeed a charming old place. Its pure Colo- 
nial portico with the Corinthian pillars, the pleasant 
spaciousness of its aspect promising an equally pleasant 
hospitality, the old Langdon mansion stands, much as it 
stood in 1784. 

It belonged to fine old Governor Langdon, first presi- 
dent of the United States Senate, and five times Governor 
of New Hampshire. Both Louis Philippe and our own 
George Washington, among many other famous person- 
ages have gone up those three low steps and into that cool 
and spacious hall. Can you not see that exquisitely dress-

hoofs and a post boy dashed 
up with news—news of the 
Boston Tea Party. The atms- 
phere changed, the bells 
rang out, drums beat, men shouted—the elderly miss of 
one hundred and forty-five was resurrected, and the 
Stamp Act buried in her place. 

The Rice doorway is a staid old specimen. Yet, 
1814, behind this doorway, a thrilling party was held. 
Bales and bales of calico had been captured from English 
merchantmen on the high seas by William Rice’s priva- 
teers, and brought home to their master in Portsmouth. 
And so one evening there was a great scurrying in the old 
house while candles, gleaming in burnished brass, threw 
their flickerings over the huge bales of colored prints. 
For the jocose old soul had given a “Calico” party, and all 
the dames of Portsmouth had responded to his invitation 
to bring their shears and take home as much as they could 
carry. 

Dear me, I am so taken up with the story side, that I 
have overlooked the notables who lived or stopped in the 
old houses. I might mention Aldrich and Daniel Web- 
ster and James T” Field—to say nothing of Washington, 
Hancock and Lafayette. Being’a woman, there is one 
character I cannot pass by—the widow Atkinson. Her 
first husband was “a mild. obliging and devout man,” and 
apparently she was confident that his ghost would con- 
tinue these admirable qualities, as she fearlessly married 
again just ten days after the funeral. It was a beautiful 
wedding and her husband paid one pound eighteen shillings 
for a pair of white silk breeches and sported three whole 
yards of queue ribbon! 

And so these old doorways stand to-day, hiding their 
secrets behind them. Every line of their straight, Colo- 
nial quaintness suggests that some old memory is buried 
there. They are visited every summer by hundreds of 
resorters—some of whom go back to their western homes

to put these same old designs into doorways of wood and 
stone and marble. They take the lines, the measurements 
and every little detail—but the secrets, and the memories 
and the atmosphere of long ago cannot be taken but re-

Cape Ann as a Tourists’ Haven

(Note: Articles affording an access to many beauty 
spots of Cape Ann not well known to the summer resi- 
dents will be printed weekly. The author is an artist 
who is a native of Cape Ann and in his sketching trips 
has become thoroughly acquainted with every portion 
of the place. That others may see and know what a 
wealth of beauty is here is therefore our aim in printing 
the articles which will serve as road maps, as well as de- 
scriptions of the most picturesque spots on the North 


Shore.—ED. ) 


The first settlers who came to Cape Ann found it to 
be an ungrateful country in that it was not a land of 
milk and honey, but one which necessitated the exercising 
of considerable courage and hardiness in the production 
of a living. © 

There were no large plots of land for gardens. The 
woods running to the ocean’s edge left few fertile fields. 
These were to be cleared and made by the sweat of the 
brow. And where there were no woods was a barren 
waste of rock strewn moor stretching for miles and miles 
until the tidal creek ‘now called the “Squam river’ was 
met. And again while there was a fairly good harbor 
yet those hardy men who “went down to the seas in 


ships” often never returned. The rugged coast has wit- 
nessed many a craft banged to pieces against her cliffs. 
And so it was not to an Eden that the forefathers came 
in the early seventeenth century. Rather it was to a land 
to be tamed and subdued. 

Ungrateful as seemed the country it must neverthe- 
less have been very beautiful. We, whose pride leads us 
to boast that Cape Ann and the North Shore is one of 
the most beautiful spots in America and perhaps in the 
world, might well have acclaimed that beauty in a louder 
voice had we seen it before its virginity was violated. 
Imagine a beautiful grove of magnificent pine and oak 
trees extending over the Rockport Headlands to the water, 
the three islands—Thatcher’s, Straitsmouth and Milk— 
heavily wooded. And over the moor where now is Gap 
Head. Flat Point and that portion of Rockport where is 
now the summer colony, only the crows and gulls sped 
with swift flight. Save for the foot print of an occasional 
“red-man” the human foot had not made its impress. I 
have often at an October twilight watched the night de- 
scend over the moor and in fancy have joined the crew 
of one of Captain John Smith’s vessels, or have buried 
the gold of Captain Kidd and I have gloated in the deso- 
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late wildness of the place. And I have stood on Dog- 
town Common in the gloaming and in the mystery of the 
boulders silhouetted like sentinels against the sky have felt 
the witchery of Tommy Younger, one of Dogtown’s 
quaint characters. Before the steam drill and the gun 
powder ripped open the bowels of the earth, before the 
steam horse snorted through its woods and mad motor 
cars of electricity and gasoline tore thro’ the land, what 
a rich wildness must have been here! What a land for 
pioneer souls seeking freedom from the restraints of arti- 
ficiality ! 

To the tourist of today, Cape Ann and New England 
do not seem ungrateful. After the earliest settlements 
were firmly established, new ones were made and the 
trend was ever westward. As the years went by and the 
fertile productiveness and very gratefulness in material 
things of the land toward the setting of the sun became 
known, men left their first establishments and made 
new ones. Nearly three centuries have gone by in the 
interim and the descendents of those vigorous pioneers, 
having accepted from the bountiful lands in the West 


an ample supply of wealth and well being, are coming 
back each summer to rediscover New England, which is 
called today the playground of America. 

In order to acquaint these modern explorers with 
those places on Cape Ann which have saved much of 
their beauty from the ravages of man, I propose in these 
articles to act as a guide. We will follow no beaten 
paths, but leisurely and pioneer-like, let us explore what- 
ever places fancy may lead us to. If the clouds hang low 
and the winds dash the sea over the cliffs let us seek the 
shore and watch the ever raging battle between the sea 
and the land. If the day be warm then in the shade of 
the woods we will seek refreshing springs and arbors 
wherein we are hidden from the weapons of Old Sol. 
We will take our time for the summer is before us and 
ours will be for a few months a life of leisure. And in 
the evening as from the tops of one of the hills we watch 
day creep into the west let us be thankful that today in 
spite of the centuries of the industrial instruments of de- 
struction New England and Cape Ann in particular yet 
boasts of enough beauty to be indeed the playground of 
America. 


Old Covered Bridge to be Demolished 


T HE march of pro- 

gress has one by 
one eliminated the pict- 
uresque and traditional 
landmarks which have 
been points of sight-see- 
ing interest by hundreds 
of autoists and travelers 
who come to Essex 
County and the North 
Shore each summer. 
The latest of these Jand- 
marks to go, about 
which many wierd stor- 
ies and strange traditions 
hang, is the old covered 
bridge at Haverhill, 
which many have heard 
about by having read 
John G.  Whittier’s 
“New England Super- 
stitions.” 

This bridge is the only covered one in Essex County 
and has seen service for nearly a century and a quarter. 
Many motorists who have used the weather-beaten struct- 
ure as a connecting means of going from Haverhill inte 
West Newbury and who recalled the wierd stories con- 
nected with the bridge have involuntarily shuddered as 
they rumbled through the dark tunnel of this quaint via- 
duct. The straggling road, combined with the Quaker- 
like simplicity of the bridge makes it appear like a page 
of history of a period many generations past. 

It is an interesting old bridge and is a familiar sight 
to hundreds of travellers from Haverhill who in summer 
seek the beach resorts in New Hampshire. In 1711 John

Swett, the first ferry- 
man, took charge of the 
very small traffic across 
this part of the Merri- 
mack river, and in 1794 
the general court of 
Massachusetts gave per- 
mission to build a bridge 
at this point. The work 
was completed in about 
a year and the structure, 
1000 feet long, was 
erected. This bridge 
served until the great 
freshet of 1818, when 
the ice carried it away. 
' The flood was the worst 
ever known in the Mer- 
rimac valley and carried 
away sheep and cattle, 
and even houses and 
barns. Then the ferry 
of the old days was again brought into use, and flourished 
until 1828, when the present structure was erected by 
Essex county. When it was built it was considered one 
of the finest in Massachusetts, but its present antiquated 
appearance makes it more of a landmark than a utility. 

Many of the superstitions which were rampant in 
the days when the bridge was first built have been recounted 
in song, verse and story. Many strange events the old 
bridge has witnessed and om every hand there is regret 
that it must give way to a modern structure. The draw 
tender now works at his shoemaker’s bench in the little 
old toll house at the Haverhill end of the bridge turning 
out his product in the same manner that was in vogue 
over a hundred years ago.

CHANGES

4 Pee have been some interesting changes in the 
estate, at Norton’s Neck at Wast Manchester, of 
William A. Tucker, who calls his place ““The Moorings.” 
It commands a fine outlook of picturesque inland shore 
and the town harbor. A formal garden, which will be an 
attractive feature, has been made from plans by James 
T’. Kelly and Harold S. Graves of Boston. There is a 
central basin of concrete with a fountain and a long 
pergola having concrete columns is a conspicuous part of 
the improvements. It is semi-circular in form. There are 
trellises and garden seats and other furnishings for outdoor 
use.

It has a broad piazza 
with pergola top and shingled balustrade. Its interior 
plan is on a much larger scale than the exterior would 
suggest. There is a long living room with a fire-place 
of tapestry brick and carved panels. The small stairway 
leads from this room to the floor above. A small lounging 
room, dining room, kitchen, laundry, and two bedrooms 
complete the lower floor, and the second floor has three 
bedrooms, a square hall, a bath and two rooms with bath 
for servants’ use.

The spot must be chosen with an eye to its natural adapta- 
bility and the needs of the plants. The most satisfactory 
site is an open piece of ground, preferably with a south- 
west exposure. It should be high enough to be free from 
very late spring frosts, which on low land nip the tender 
shoots as soon as they are set out. 

The location must have plenty of sunshine, for roses 
delight in warmth, light and fresh air. The condition of 
the soil should also be considered, for roses are gross 
feeders and require plenty of nourishment. Good rich 
soil, containing a small percentage of clay, is the most 
satisfactory for a hardy variety. 

Artificial means have to be employed if the ground is 
not sufficiently drained by nature. A simple and effective 
way for proper drainage, is to open up the rose beds to 
the depth of three feet, and fill in with a layer of clam 
shells, broken brick, coarse gravel, or anything that makes 
a porous filler for about a foot. To prevent the soil from 
washing down and at the same time allowing the water 
to filter through, a few cinders should be spread above 
this and the remaining depth may be filled with prepared 
earth. 

Any good top soil which has not been fertilized is 
suitable for beds such as this. They should be put in 
order at least five or six weeks in advance of planting 


time. This is in order to allow the ground to settle. The 
plants should be about an inch below the level of the sur- 
rounding earth, in order that all rainfall may be caught 
and retained during the warm weather. 

The shape of the beds may be as the owner fancies, 
but small beds are preferable to large ones. ‘This is be- 
cause varieties requiring the same soil can then be placed 
together. Roses are divided by florists and nurserymen 
into distinct classes, known as ‘‘budded” and “own root” 
plants. 

Many well-known rose growers prefer the former, 
which are grown from buds inserted in some variety of 
wild wood, commonly in the so-called Manetti stock. 
Others. think there is nothing so good as “own root” plants. 
The difference of opinion need not seriously affect the 
beginner, if good healthy plants of either variety are pro- 
perly set out. 

The most suitable time for planting roses is in the 
autumn, before the ground freezes, or in case of tender 
varieties, which cannot survive our cold winters until they 
have become firmly established, early in the spring. ‘The 
plants are then dormant and can be easily handled with- 
out fear of damage to them. 

To keep plants in first rate condition, attention should 
be paid to cultivation. After the winter covering has 
been removed early in the spring, the ground should be 
thoroughly forked over for the depth of several inches. 
During the hot dry weather, the soil should be frequently 
loosened to allow moisture to penetrate to the roots. If 
the season is unusually dry, it is well to water them oc- 
cassionally, and the man who takes trouble to feed his 
plants with a weak solution of liquid manure every eight 
or ten days during the time of their blossoming, will be 
rewarded with a crop of fine, healthy roses, and a pro- 
longed season of blossoming, 

Insects are very injurious to these plants, beetles or 
rose bugs being the hardest to get rid of, as they seem

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to thrive on poison and baths of insectide. 
round of the garden each morning, knocking them into 
basins filled with kerosene oil, is a very good remedy. Black 
spot and mildew, rose diseases, can be checked by Bor- 
deaux mixture, sprayed on the plants in April. This pre- 
vents black spot, especially, while mildew may be kept 
from spreading by dusting both the affected plant and 
those about it with Flower of Sulphor.

Aue entrance to a gar- 
den should be like 
the framing of a picture, 
making an attractive pre- 
lude to the garden itself. 
The lack of this carefully 
arranged entrance does 
much to detract from the 
effect of the picture of the 
garden itself. A gateway, 
or a simple arch, . over 
which rambler roses climb, 
is much more attractive 
than a broad straight path 
with no entrance feature. 

A successful treatment 
of this problem should give 
glimpses of the floral beau- 
ties within and tempt us to 
enter the portals and find 
out for ourselves what lies 
there. Even the simplest 
lay-out of flower beds can 
but be enhanced if it is ap- 
proached through a gate- 
way. ‘he harmonious set- 
ting leads us into flower- 
land, through a_ pleasing 
vista. This fact should 
teach us to look carefully 
after this feature of the 
garden. 

It need not be expensive, 
but a simple trellis work, 
over which clamber wis- 
teria vines or Virginia 
creepers. A wire netting 
may be used by putting it 
up with strong supports, 
that it may withold the 
weight of the clambering 
vines. Such a simple arti- 
cle as an ordinary gas pipe 
is suitable for a purpose 
such as this, as it can be 
bent easily and at the same 
tire is sure of retaining its 
shape.

ever it is, it is greatly help- 
ed by the addition of flow- 
ering vines. Should the 
garden be enclosed by a 
hedge, it is then that the 
little wicket gate, with its 
arch overhead, is in place. 
There is privacy combined 
with. simplicity in such an 
entrance. 

If the garden is enclosed 
with walls of brick or 
stone, ornamental gate 
posts to which gates may 
be hung, add materially to 
the beauty of the enclosure. 
‘The posts may be of brick, 
of cobble stones, granite 
blocks, or stucco, but what- 
ever the material it adds 
much to their attractive- 
ness if the top is left hol- 
low, so that it may be filled 
with earth and _ planted 
with bright flowers and 
trailing vines. 

There is one thing which 
should be taken into con- 
sideration, that is, the size 
and the style of the house 
and the grounds. ‘To a 
formal garden the entrance 
may be a stately flight of 


stone steps with broad 
low treads, flanked .on 
either side by dignified 


evergreens, trimmed into 
formal shapes. If one has 
never thought of it, one 
will realize that there is 
something fascinating to 
the garden lover in gaining 
glimpses of the beauties 
which are just ahead and 
not wholly revealed. Much 
is gained in a formal gar- 
den by this distinction. It 
does not matter much as to 
whether it is a sunken gar- 
den, one located upon ter- 
race heights, or where it is 
—the only requirement is 
inequality of surface. 
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This should be treated with landscape effects—as for 
instance, a rustic bridge is sometimes thrown even over 
grassland, but if in connection with a lily pond or a large 
water garden, it is of course much more attractive. A 
hollow ravine, where climbing roses and luxuriant vines 
flourish, is never out of place. 

Rambler roses, yellow, white or crimson, are always 
useful for covering entrances. The old prairie rose, with 
its wealth of bloom, lasting until other roses have faded, 
is always satisfactory. Of the newer varieties, the Doro- 
thy Perkins is a strong grower, and is a good rose for 
color scheme, with its delicate, yet deep pink coloring. 
An old and standard variety, with blush pink coloring, 
is the Baltimore Belle. This, can be relied upon to give 
good satisfaction. 

The Wisteria and the Trumpet creeper for decorative 
purposes should always be planted together. ‘There is 
a dreamy, poetic charm about the one and a glowing, 
fervent beauty surrounding the other. This makes them 
fitting mates for an archway; they are both perfectly 
hardy and when planted together form a fine combination 
of ccloring. 

Entrances might be said to be of four kinds,—a regu- 
lation gate, either of wood or iron, an arbor, a summer 


house, which acts as portal, or a bridge. Small wooden 
gates hung on wooden or brick piers, are hard to improve 
upon. For wood used for entrance purposes, the most 
expensive is the white pine. The cypress and redwood 
are close seconds. Boston Ivy, which is very hardy, is a 
good climber, also the honeysuckle, of which Hall’s Japan- 
ese variety is advisable. The Dutchman’s pipe, and the 
Moonseed, which has in the fall moon-shaped seeds, are 
also effective. 

Stone piers can be built and the cost of these, in- 
cluding the gate, can be made as low as thirty dollars. 
After a few years growth of vines, it is covered so com- 
pletely that it makes little difference what the frame- 
work is, 

Too little attention is given to this subject. We are 
absorbed with the planting, and we lose sight of this 
touch of distinction. It is a far cry from the charming 
colonial gateways which partake in character of the sever- 
ity of early New England architecture to those of the 
present day. Therefore, by all means, see to it that your 
garden is properly entered, for it is as a front door to 
the garden itself, giving to it an individuality and a privacy, 
and serving often as a windbreak to shield the delicate 
plants within. 


Cape Ann as a Tourists’ Haven 


‘‘Around the Cape’”’ by Trolley—An Enjoyable Trip

A UrHOUGH it is primarily the sea which attracts the 

‘summer visitors to Cape Ann, yet there is other beauty 
no less than that of the ocean. Indeed the variety of 
nature here could not be: duplicated at any summer re- 
sort on the entire coast. Not only does the tranquil calm 
or the tumultuous force of the ocean make an ever-chang- 
ing picture from day to day. On land the variety is no 
less. In a half hour’s time we may tramp over rocky 
moors, through fertile fields, quiet woods and boggy marsh- 
land. and at the end emerge into streets and lanes. as 
quaint as parts of the old world. Thus the exploration 
of Cape Ann in search of new beauty is an inexhaustible 
hunt. 

Presumably the prospective summer resident, during 
the winter months, and more especially since deciding to 
spend the summer at the North Shore, has been making 
a study of the place and its environs. If so he or she 
has already formed an impression which must either 
be enlarged or completely altered. And so upon arriving 
the first necessity is to create new impression or to am- 
plify the old ones. 

Before attempting then, to search for any particu- 
lar spot or spots of beauty perhaps it would be wiser to 
get a general conception of what the larger aspect of 
Cape Ann is, its topography its immediate environs. In 
no way can this be better done than by an electric car 
ride “around the cape,” except possibly by a walk around 
the coast or a sail around the cape and through the Squam 
river. “fs 

Today we will take a car at the waiting station 
in Gloucester and circuit the Cape going first to Rock- 
port, thence to Lanesville, Annisquam, Riverdale and 
back to Gloucester. 

The first thing which particularly attracts our atten- 
tion is a view of the harbor of Gloucester from Lufkin’s 
Hill or the “Head of the Harbor,” so-called. We catch 
but a passing glance but it serves to whet our curiosity 


to such a point that we determine to visit at no late date 
the various places along the water front and learn by 
what process the fish are prepared for the market. 

A short ride brings us to a “turn out” where we 
wait for the car from Rockport to pass. While waiting 
we notice that across the marshes, but a half mile away, 
is. the ocean. How blue it looks and how lazily the 
craft seem to* move over its surface. Brief as is our 
glimpse it arouses a determination to spend a day in fol- 
lowing the shore. 

We pass through quiet woods past the Beaver dam 
farm and reach the top of Great Hill. From here, stretch- 
ing for miles, is seen a horizon of ocean dotted with sail,

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while below us less than a 
mile is the town of Rock- 
port. ‘What quiet streets!” 
and “How quaint” we re- 
mark and indeed the streets 
of Rockport although tra- 
dition says that they follow 
cow-paths, are yet laid out 
more as if by the plan of a 
master architect «than by 
necessity of public conven- 
lence. ; 

In rounding the “loop” 
we catch glimpses of the 
Sandy Bay harbor of re- 
fuge (unfinished); the for- 
eign-looking wharves and 
piers of Long Cove and of 
Pigeon Cove across the bay. 

We pass through more 
quiet streets and as we near 
Pigeon Cove we look back 
and note “how beautiful for 
situation is the village of 
Rockport.” Some one shouts 
“the quarries” and in con- 
fusion we get a dim impres- 
sion of a gigantic hole into 
the bowels of the earth, a 
noise of blast and of steam 
drill. As we continue our 
ride we have the ocean in 
sight now until we come to 
Annisquam. 

The village of, Pigeon 


ete 
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sand dunes at Wingaersheek 
across the marshes and river 
and we note this as a place 
surely to be visited. On the 
land side is that barren waste 
of rocky wilderness, wild, 
desolate but withal beauti- 
ful in the extreme; those 
miles of moor known as 
“Dogtown Commons” the 
Stonehenge of America. Our 
friend the geologist can be 
persuaded not to leave the 
car and make an immediate 
exploration only by promis- 
ing a special trip to this in- 
teresting place in the im- 
mediate future. 

We pass the Riggs house, 
built in 1630, ride through a 
beautiful willow road and 
thence to Gloucester via 
Riverdale. As we ride the 
scenery is ever. fresh and 
helps us to form our general 
impression of Cape Ann 
more fully. 

As we leave the car, hav- 
ing come back to where we 
started, it is with eagerness 
that we plan for extensive 
exploration. Our general

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Purpose is the surest and sanest expression of intel- 
ligence. It is purpose that marks the difference between 
man and the world of life below him. ‘The lower world 
fulfils the destiny instinct places in it by heredity, but 
man after fulfiling the designs of heredity still has a lat- 
ent power higher than the best he has attained, namely, 
the ability to shape and to execute a destiny higher than 
the satisfaction given by the loaf, the roof, and clothing. 
Man cannot live by bread alone for he has a destiny to 
work out and purpose is the great guide that leads the 
way out and up. A man may mar, make or misuse his 
gift of progress and creative purpose, but it is his one 
priceless possession. Success attends the man who dis- 
covers the powers and limitations of space and time and 
has intelligence enough to serve faithfully and patiently 
the queen of virtues, purpose. There are more bankrupt 
personalities because of the lack of this one asset than 
for any other cause in the catalogue of vices, failures and 
crimes. Purpose is the mother of industry, progress, hap- 
piness and success Its absence means desultory labor, 
retrogression, unhappiness and eventual failure. 


The great failure of the average American parent 
is to underestimate the value of the industrial pursuits and 
to overestimate the advaniages of the so-called clerical 
and professional callings. It is one of the signs of ad- 
vancement that the modern educational world is more and 
more giving its attention to this side of education. If 
more of the lads and lassies who graduate from school 
and college could have the saving grace of common sense 
to take off their best clothes the day after “graduation” 
and brush into the real labor of the world they will in 
the years that are before them see that progress has been 
made thereby. The world is full of half instructed in- 
efficient clerical help. There is a dearth of men and wo- 
men in the trained industries. There is more happiness 
and contentment buttoned up under the overalls of a 
skillful gardener or hushandman than can be found in the 
mind of the floor-walking failures of city stores. If the 
boys who graduate will keep their eyes off the city and look 
about them they will find opportunity where they little 
dreamed. 


Manchester is to have a new Town hall and the pro- 
gress which is being made is good. ‘The new enterprise 
presents a splendid opportunity to lay out Central square 
on beautiful lines for all time. Wisdom has been shown 
by the committee and with a good building placed in the 
square Manchester may in the near future be proud of 
its centre. When this matter comes before the town for 
definite and final action the citizens ought to approve the 
plan and go ahead and build a new structure. 


The open door policy to immigrants has been severely 
condemned by many, but such prejudice should not fail 
to take into account the “‘foreigners” who have succeeded.

While I was in New Hampshire re- 
cently I visited at Moultonboro the 
scene of Thomas G. Plant’s real estate 
enterprise. He has purchased several 
thousand acres of land on a mountain, 
where he is building what will be a 
magnificent mansion to cost at least 
$500,000, while the preliminary work 
will amount to as much more. ‘There 
are now 300 horses and 100 wagons 
employed, with about 800 laborers, all 
working on the roads and in leveling 
off the top of the mountain for the 
house. A stable large enough to house 
about 300 horses is also under con- 
struction. Although the work now 
under way is sufficient to cause aston- 
ishment, it is nothing compared to the 
surprise of seeing another ‘feature. 
The land Mr. Plant bought included 
what had been a park on which is a 
hotel and perhaps a dozen other build- 
ings. All the yellow structures are 
now daubed in a hideous manner with 
black paint in straights and curved 
lines, as well as crude attempts to 
make pictures—a conspicuous object 
is a large eye on the side of a barn. 
Every little building has its disfigur- 
ing black paint. One man named 
Horn, 83 years of age, whose farm 
house is directly opposite the disfigured 
buildings, would not sell at the price 
offered. His home is now faced by 
a fence 300 feet long and 30 feet 
high. And what a fence! It is con- 
structed of 30 Stout posts, well braced, 


- and nailed to them in a varied asscrt- 


ment of ill-shaped, ragged boards, 
limbs of trees, parts of. an old rvof 
They are fastened in all sorts of queer 
positions and battered to look as badly 
as possible. Old Mr. Horn, atmost 
blind from cataracts, says it is pretty 
hard for his womenfolks to be obliged 
to look at the disreputable fence He 
doesn’t mind, for he cannot see across 
the road. Before Mr. Plant entered 
upon the scene there were six or eight 
families living on the hill farms, but 
now Mr. Horn is the only permanent 
resident, and he says it is lonesome.

Pride’s Crossin 
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A Review of the Winter’s 
Activities — Changes at 
Pride’s, etc. 


THE residence of Mrs. Edwin Carlton Swift, whose 
estate at Pride’s Crossing is called “Swiftmoor,” 
has undergone a notable change in the addition of a large 
wing to the already big house. This wing is at the right 
end of the house, and balances the original wing on the 
left, which forms the service part, and it is of three stor- 
ies to correspond with it. There is an excellent basement, 
giving four more rooms for servants, and on the floors 
above is a spacious “tapestry room,” as it is to be known, 
also six bedrooms and baths and dressing-rooms planned 
for the use of guests. What formerly was the music- 
room of the original mansion has been materially extend- 
ed into the new wing, making of it a large room over- 
looking the terraces and water beyond. The tapestry 
room is finished in old oak panelling brought from an 
ancient house in England, and it has been introduced 
with fine effect by Mrs. Swift's architects, Little & 
Browne of Boston. Mrs. Swift possesses several valuable 
pieces of fine tapestry, five or six in all, and they are 
about 12 by 14 feet in size, hence require a large apart- 
ment in which to hang them properly, and in this new 
room they will find a suitable setting. The various rooms 
for guests are all attractive in their finish, and each has 
a fine outlook. In other parts of the house there has been 
a general renovation with painting and redecoration. 
Mitchell & Sutherland carried out the architect’s plans. 


NORTH SHORE 
CHANGES 


By Chas. E. Alexander.

ON the summer estate of Mr. and Mrs. Charles K. 

Cummings, at Pride’s Crossing, a combination gar- 
age and stable has been built from plans by Mr. Cum- 
mings. It comprises a central portion with two wings, 
one at each end. In the main part is the carriage house, 
of good dimensions, with also a washroom, harness-room 
and other modern fittings. In one wing is the garage, 
with ample accommodations for cars, while the other wing 
has stalls for three horses. ‘The second floor provides, in 
addition to a big hayloft, rooms for use by the chauffeur 
and the coachman. The building is shingled all over and 
has a pitched room with three dormers, and there is a 
cupola, octagonal in outline, which gives an attractive 
finish. 

Almost adjoining is a new stable erected for Robert 
Treat Paine, whose place is alongside that of Mr. Cum- 
mings, who is the architect for this improvement for Mr.

JUNE ON THE SHORE 

The rare June rays have come and with them the 
wealth of the new season of sunshine and open gardens. 
Every nook and cranny, open field and standing wood has 
been covered by a delicate green. ‘The usual healthful 
foliage of the spring season seems better this year than 
ever. 

The flowering plants, shrubs and trees are constant 
delights to the lover of nature. The broad leaved herse 
chestnut tree has not yet passed through its glory ‘The 
conifers have been covered with the light green growth of 
the new season and are strikingly attractive. The azalea 
has its own lovers and its buds still please observers. 
Of the other flowering shrubs the mountain laurel of the 
woodland, the prize of boyhood wanderings, and now a 
willing and pleasure giving captive of the gardens on the 
shore is beginning to open its modest cup flowers touched 
with a drop of crimson, but destined to show more white 
as the flowers spread their wings to the air. 

The woodland is in glory and so are the fields. There 
the buttercup and daisy of childhood ecstacy, the cursed 
white weed of the farmer, moves before the breeze in an 
undulating sea, giving delight to the eye and youthful 
merriment to the young lives, there gaining health from 
the air and happiness in the flowers of the field. Out 
to the open, Nature is calling, and happy the man who 
can respond to its silent, but eloquent call. June days 
have wings. Will no one clip them? 


The recent movement inaugurated by well intentioned 
clergymen to prevent ill-advised marriages of men and 
women not competent, physically, to marry because of the 
taint of tuberculosis or other disease is in the line of pro- 
gress, but it cannot solve the serious problem. The 
clergyman is pushing the problem back still farther by 
requiring the certificate of a physician. Unfortunate- 
ly this itself will present difficulties and possibly abuses. 
It throws a burden upon a doctor that ought not to be 
thrown and subjects him to temptations to pass an in- 
competent person for the fee involved or to prevent the 
possible injuries that may come to his practice by offend- 
ing the proposed contracting parties and their friends. 
Physicians are helpless under our present laws and to add 
another task will be an unfair imposition. A highly re- 
puted physician recently addressed a meeting in which he 
mentioned, without using names, a serious violation of 
the laws of eugenics, in which he had been interested. 
He knew the diseased condition of one of the contract- 
ing parties. He was instantly called to task by an en- 
thusiast for not communicating his information to the 
other party to the marriage contract. ‘The answer re- 
veals the difficulty in the way of this whole forward 
movement. He said, “If I had, the marriage would have 
not taken place and I would have been civilly liable and 
the diseased individual would have had a clear case 
against me. I would not only have violated the ethics 
of my profession, but have been liable to a law suit. If 
any progress is to be made in this direction it must be 
made by the state legisiatures and not by the agreement

of clergymen. 
sician from unjust prosecution.” 


In an age of commercialism an appeal to idealism in 
living and. endeavor falls, usually, upon stony ground; 
but the high standards set by commencement speakers 
for the young lives which have “commenced” real life 
are not altogether fruitless. All instruction must be 
prodigal. It must be sown to the wind and it is fortunate 
that some seed always falls upon good ground to bring 
forth fruit to the surpri.e of the world and that in ways 
little dreamed of. The assertive, manly appeal to the 
Beverly High school class to live a life rather than live 
for a living is only one illustration of the good work that 
has been done by men of. power and influence in the in- 
terests of the new generation. Instruction is accumula- 
tive. It is impossible to determine the exact gains made 
from day to day or to determine the results of stirring 
addresses. But the work is done and like the rain and 
sunshine that falls upon the rose garden we know not how 
the mystery is worked out, but there it is and he who 
thinks must know it. 


Anniversaries have characterized the last weeks of 
the Beverly Catholic churches, Rev. F. J. Curran, form- 
erly of Beverly, Beverly Farms and Manchester has com- 
pleted twenty years of successful service. At Beverly 
Farms the Rey. Nicholas Walsh celebrates this week the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his ordination. His ministry 
has been successful and he has built up the parish won- 
derfully. ‘The Breeze extends its congratulations to the 
leaders of these two large churches which are such ef- 
fective instruments for righteousness in their respective 
communities. 


The address of Professor Marshall Perrin at the 
Manchester High school graduation last week, on “Ameri- 
can Ideals” was an encouraging one.
